cence of my Temper) I fhall condefcend to inform the 
Reader how I am qualified for what I have undertaken, 
and to obviate an Opinion which he may, perhaps, en- 
tertain, that my Education hath enabled me to execute 
the Office of a Captain, better than that of an Author.

Y Wife, (who hath often told me, that 
[am indebted to the Glory of my An- 
ceftors for the Happinefs I enjoy in hex) 
hath very folicitoufly urged me to bring 
the World imniediately acquainted with 
my Family : To inform them, that the 
modern Hercules is lineally defcended from that great 
Hercules of old, who made it the Bufinefs of his Life 
to extirpate Monfters, and after having undergone the 
fevereft Labours, was, at length, honoured with a 
Seat among the Gods. 

This is a Truth wherewith I might probably have 
left the Reader long unacquainted, had I not been 
prompted to the Difcovery,by my Complaifance for the 
Vanity of my Wife, whom I often reprove, for feeming 
to value herfelf more that her Husband is a Defcendart 
of Hercules the Great, than that he is Captain Vine- 
gar: For my own Part, I take little Pleafure in re- 
fle€ting on the noble Actions of my Anceftors; nay, 
itis not without a fenfible Grief that I reflect that one 
of my Family will ever be eiteem’d greater than mr- 
felf. 

Hereditary Honour, confidered abftra&tedly, without 
any Regard to the Defigns for which it was inftitu- 
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ted, will appear perhaps as ridiculous as any Opinion 
which Time and Authority have given a Sanétion to. 
And this (however politic their Intentions were, who 
defigned, by offering a Reward even to the lateft Po- 
fterity of Herocs, to incite all Men to Virtue, and their 
Pofterity in particular to Emulation) hath certainly been, 
fometimes, carried into a moft extravagant Al furdity : 
Yor what can be more monftrous than to fee the Iilite- 
rate, the Coward, the Villain, or the Fool valuing him- 
felt, and valued by others, becaufe his Fore-fathers have 
been learned, brave, honeft, or wife ; that is, in o- 
ther Words, the very Reverfe of himfelf? 

The Ancients were fo ambitious of deriving them- 
‘elves from great Anceftors, that feveral of them were 
not contented with Heroes, but extravagantly, de- 
tiv'd their Defcent from the Gods  themtelves. 
‘Thus that Mad-man 4iewander difdained any Father 
but Fupiter : And the Romans would have their Foun- 
der, Romulus, to be no lefs than the Son of Mars. 
This was a Vanity of which the great Augu/lus himfelf 
was by no means innocent ; or fo judicious a Poet as 
Virgil, would never have flrained fo hard to deduce 
his Original from Venus, by means of Zxeas and Fu- 
les ; to which Ovid alfo alludes with the fame Defign 
doubrlefs of paying his Compliments, and which Fz- 
«onal in the 424 Line of his 8° Satire very delicately 
{neers at. This Efteem for hereditary Honour was at 
fo high a Pitch among thefe People, that they looked 
on the Péebeians as Perfons of almoft a different Spe- 
cies, which may, I think, be colle&ted from the -Appel- 
Jation they gave to what we call an Upilart, namely, 
Niwus Homo, a new Max ; intimating that his raifing 
himfelf above the Pécbeian Rank, was (as our Poet 
Lawreat terms it) Ais fir? Entrance into human Na- 
ture. 

I remember Silius Italicus, fpeaking of Varro, 
fays he was a Man of fo mean a Family, that the 
Romans would be afhamed to owe their Prefervation to 
him. 
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him. A way of thinking which Marius in Salluf, 
very finely reproves in them, and on which Fuvenal 
hath beftowed a whole Satire. I will not tranfcribe 
a long Quotation from either, but fhall borrow from 
them thefe Cautions to my honourable and = 
nourable Readers ; firft, that they would endeavour 
to imitate their noble Anceftors in thofe ACtions from 
whence their Honours were derived ; and fecondly, 
that they would not be too apt to fcorn and defpife 
fuch as refemble thofe very Anceftors, in all Things 
but their Riches. I have been myfelf extremely dif- 
gufted at being overlooked by an infignificant Fellow, 
whom I couldhave crufhed to Atoms with one Squeeze ; 
or have puzzled (without the Affiftance of my Fami- 
ly) in any Branch of Literature, and this from no 
other Reafon than becaufe fome one of his Anceftors 
had been as brave as myfelf, or as learned as fome of 
my Relations. I would recommend to fuch Perfons a 
ferious Confideration, whether their Anceftors wowd 
not have been as much afhamed of them, as they are 
vain of their Ancettors ? 

The Ladies are generally the fondeft of this here- 
ditary Honour. I have known a Fox-hunter prefer- 
red in a Treaty of Marriage, becaufe his Grandfa- 
ther had been a General: And a Fellow that could 
not fpell his Name, toa Man of Learning with equal 
Fortune, becaufe the former had had a Lord Chancel- 
lor of the fame. It iscommon for a Lady to have 
more Regard to the Arms fhe is to have on her Coach, 
than to the Companion fhe is to have init. I believe 
Infttances may be found of tuch as have taken a Title 
without either an Eftate or a Man. 

The Virtues of our Anceftors, in Reality, bring us 
no further Advantage, than as they give us an Op- 


©) portunity to exert our own, according to Mr. Addison, 


in his Ceso, 
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— Thy Father's Greatne/s 
Hath fet thee in the faire Point of Light, 
To make thy Virtues or thy Faults con/picuous. 





'To a vicious Man, or a Fool, the Greatnefs of his 
‘Family isan Augmentation of his Difhonour ; and a 
right honourable tte (if ever fuch a Creature were) 
is the moft contemptible, as well as ridiculous Objeé 
in the Univerfe. Greatnefs to fuch a Man is but a 
Pillory, which raifes him above the Crowd to expofe 
him to greater Shame; and, as Dr. South fays, the 
higher he fiands, the farther and wider he frinks. 

Many of our own Poets have ridiculed this abfurd 
Vanity. The Merchantin Sir Richard Steel’s Confei- 
exs Lovers, oppofes the Genealogy of his Cocks to 
that of a Baronet, who is oftentatious of his Superio- 
rity in Family : But none I think, have expofed the 
nakednels of an undeferved Title with fuch Spirit as 
Wycherkk, who introduces A/an/y in his Plain Dealer, 
rebuking Freemax for his Refpect to a Lord in the fol- 
lowing Manner: ‘** A Lord! what, thou art one of 
** thofe who efteem Men only by the Marks and Va- 
** lue Fortune hath fet on them, and never confider 
** intrinfic Worth ; but counterfeit Honour will not 
** becurrent with me: I weigh the Man, not his T} 
** tte. It is not the King’s Stamp can make the 
** Metal better or heavicr. Your Lord is a leaden 
** Shilling, which you bend every Way, and debafes 
** the Stamp he bears, inttead of being raifed by it’. 

I have often wondered how fuch Words as Upfart, 
Fir of bis Family, &c. crept into a Nation, whofe 
Strength and Support is Trauc, and whofe perfonal 
Wealth (excepting a very few immenfe Fortunes) is 
almoft entirely in the Hands of a Set of fturdy 
Scruegs, whole chief Honour is to be defcended from 
Adam and Eve.

Fewer Men have failed in the World through Want 
of fufficient Application, than through applying their 
Labour in direct Oppofition to their Genius: For 
Want of this ftri€&t Examination, which thofe great 
Authors, abovecited, recommend, Men often militake 

their Genius, and become ridiculous Triflers in one 
An who might have been glorious Profeffors of a- 
nother. Many a Man (fays Dr. South) would have 
made a very good Pulpit, who hath made a very bad 
Figure in it. 

Parents are often faulty in this Point. They are 
apter to confider their own Inclinations, than thofe 
of their Children. The Humour of a Father in an 
Engiife Comedy, who is determined at all Events to 
breed his Son a Lawyer, is not fo extravagant as it 
at firft appears. Men of all Profeffions are generally 
defirous to educate their Children to their own Bufi- 
nefs, without examining into their Genius, or en- 
quiring whether Nature hath given them proper Ta- 
lents, and as it were predeftinated them for that Pro- 
feilion. Men who have arrived at any great Excel- 
lence, are rgmend faid to have been born for 
fuch and fuch Ends: And I know not, if what is 
faid of Poetry, That he, who is not fo by Nature, 
avill newer become fo by Art, may not alfo be affirmed 
of every other Artand Science. It is faid by Qein- 
tilian, That Nature muft bezin whatever ~ Art 
confummates 3 whatever is undertaken other wife, is 
a Building without a frm Foundation, Labour entirely 
thrown away. 

But it is {till more furprifing, that we often miflake 
our own Talents ; the greater Part of Mankind are 
fond of exerting themfelves in Charaéters for which 
Nature hath rendered them utterly unfit, while they 

reglect fuch as they have Abilities to fhingint I be- 

lieve 
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lieve there are few Inftances where Nature hath been 
fo very fparing, but that fhe hath beftowed fome one 

uality or other, which might have enabled its 
Pofleffor, had he ftri€tly applied himfelf to it, to have 
arrived at fome Degree 3 Eminence, and been in 
fome Kind erect to himfelf and others ; at the 
fame time, that fhe hath never been fo bounteous,

‘This very 





Perfon, who here appears fo thoroughly to have 
underftood the Strength and Bent of his Genius, and 


who hath fo well advifed others to that Study, could 


not refrain from’ fometimes applying himfelf to thofe 
= Mofes with whom he was fo entirely unacquainted, 
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and fuffering the Name of an excellent Orator, to be 
joined to that of a very indiffereat Poet. 

But, not to fetch Initances from ancient Hiftory, 
wnich is every where full of them, I fhall mention 
fome Writers of our own, who have erred in the fame 
Janner. 

Wycherk, whom I have always efteemed one of 
gp he beft of our comic Writers, left the Drama, where 
¢ had acquired fo great and fo juft an Applaufe, to

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write fome of the worft Poems that any Age hath © 


produced ; and Congreve, who will always be elteemed 


by thofe who have a polite Tafte in Comedy, could 
not forbear attempting Reputation, in a Manner for — 
which he was fo difqualified, that he produced a | 
Tragedy (notwithitanding its Succefs) little fuperier to 7 


thofe of our worft Writers. 
The Remark, that Bullies are always the greateft 


Cowards, may be extended to every other Virtue as © 


well as Courage. Men are fo far from following 


that excellent Advice of my Lord Bacon, to fhelter — 


their Vices under thofe Virtues which feem neareft © 


a-kin to them, that they always fly to thofe that are 


entirely oppofite. ‘Thus the Coward, inftead of aim- * 


ing at Humility, the Reputation of which he might 
rhaps eafily acquire, is ever aiming at that of Va- 
on which his Nature hath rendered impoffible for 
him to be ever eminent in; and the covetous Man, 
flighting the Eftimation of Frugality, commonly con- 
tends for that of Liberality. 
As nothing is fo ridiculous, fo nothing is more com- 


mon, than to fee Men acting Parts for which they 


are every Way unfit. I remember a certain Dancing- 
Matter, fufficiently excellent in his Art, and who 
feemed happily to have blundered on the only little 
Talent, by which Nature had enabled him to pro- 
cure a Livelihood. There was hardly a Man or 
Woman, in the Town wherein he lived, whofe Heels 
had not at one ‘Time or other been under his Com- 
mand. This Gentleman, who was in a very fair 
Way of dancing inta a Fortune, took it into his 
Head in his latter Days to commence Politician, and 
fpent fo much Time in reading Hiftories and News- 
Papers, that he loit moft of his Scholars to a young 
Rival, who troubled his Head with no other Motions 
of the Frezcé Court, than thofe which were made 
to the Sound of a Fiddle. 
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How many ugly Beaus, and illiterate Critics, fwarm 
every where in this City ? How many awkward People 
are the Jeft of the Court, who might have harangued 
with good Succefs in Wefminjter-Hail?. And how 
many contemptible Members are there in our learned 
Societies, who might have fhined out very illuftrioufty 
in an Aflembly of the Ladies ? Many a Phyfician, 
hath ftarved with Infamy, by doing that Execution 
with his Pen, which, he would have arrived at with 

reat Profit and Honour, by having done with his 
Sword. And the fame Spirit, which hath made a 
Divine a Curfe to his Country, would have madea 
Soldier a Bleffing to it. 
—% The Players, whom I ufed to converfe with much 
"in my younger Days, have often told me, that thofe 
a who fuccceded beft among them in comic Parts, were 
Vy continually cefirous of appearing in tragical; and their 
WBbett Tragedians were ufually as certain in their own 
Opinions, of gaining the greateft Applaufe in Co-

The fame is, I believe, univerfally true in all other 7

Time itfelf, and fubfequent to it are full of Gladnefs 7 
and Merriment. Where a Child has the Small-Pox 7 
appearing on it, the whole Houfe is_over-fhadowed 7 
with Grief and Mourning ; but where the otherCafe % 
is every Day expected, a quite different Face appears, 
In fhort, we may carry this Obfervation pretty — 
fafely thro’ all our Opinions of Things.

not be fo properly faid to keep his Chariot, as his 
Chariot to keep him. The great Succefs which the 
Ramillie Wig had atone of the Battles in Flanders is 
well known; and 1 have heard a Regiment of Sol- 
diers presesred, by fome good Judges at a Review, for an 
inordinate Quantity of Powder, which they had on 
their Shoulders. ‘The Terms fixe Gentleman and fine 
Lady are feldom mifunderftood, when they are taken 
to regard their Drefs only. 'T hofe auguit Bodies, the 
feveral Corporations of this Kingdom exaét great Re- 
fpect by their Habits, as futhciently appears trom the 
great Difference, in the Behaviour of their Fellow- 
Citizens when they are marching Rank and File to 
Church of a Sunday, with the Mace before them ; 
from that which they at other Times receive when 
they throw afide the Alderman, and condefcend to 
buiy themfelves in the ordinary Occupation of their 
Shops. I have often thought, the little Glory with 
which that Military Part of our Conftitution, the 
Train’d-Bands march through this City, chiefly owing 
to their being fo little dittinguifhed in ‘Drefs from their 
Brotherhood ; for I have noted on thefe Occafions, 
that my Taylor, who has the Honour of being a Lieu- 
tenant of Grenadiers in one of theie Corps, and who 
is habited in the exaét Drefs of an Officer, receives 
very decent Salutations from all his Cuftomers as he 
pafies along, and quite different *rom thofe wherewith 
he is accoited when he takes meafure for a Suit.

— Such 
as thele are fworn Foes to all that’s excellent, or lau- 
dable, and are fure to oppofe the Virtues they can 
never attain. As the Candid infpire the Trumpet of 
lame, they do the fame by that of Infamy: But with 
this unfortunate Confequence, that the Blatt recoils on 
themfelves, and they are poifon'’d with their own peiti- 
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lential Breath. But there is no need to expofe 
what no Body regards, or detect the Abfurdity of 
Writings sleesdy Sooper. 

Tho’ I don’t propofe a Criticifm in Form on this 
excellent Piece ; I cannot help obferving that none was 
introduc’d to the World with more Proprieties to re- 
commend it: Such as the Choice of the Subjeé&t, com- 
par’d with the Character and Situation of the Author, 
the noble,and confiftent Complements which refult from 
it to the City of London in particular, and Great- 
Britain General l; together with the Crifis in which 
it was publifhed, and the grand Application of all to 
revive the. Virtue, and Magnanimity of a brave, but 
half-ennervated People. 

But Propricty is the leaf of its Feauties. ‘lhe Poem 
itfelf is an exact Parallel with the Theme on w pee it 
is founded. Commerce, in its Original, appeared rather 
mean and contemptible, than what it has fince prov’d, 
the Source of Empire, Science, and all the Flegancies 
of Life; nor could even a happy Imagination expect 
but a fcanty Meaiure of Entertainment, from fo dry 
and barren a Subject. —— But how agreeable is the 
Surprize ? Vhe Poet calls in the Splendour of Fable 
to his Aid, opens all the Treafures of ancient and mo- 
dern Learning, adds allthe Dignity of Sentiment, the 
Beauty of Hiiftoric- Painting, the Magnificence of 
Scenery, and animates the whole with a Spirit that 
duh dues | the Reader’s Attentio Nn, and not only deferves 9 
but exact: ! 

But not to con Affertions, without 
Proofs : If there’s any Man of T alte, and Letters fo 
incurious, or fo untu sky, as not to haw met with a 
Performance fo worthy of his Approbation ; to him I 
recommend the following Quotation ; not as the moft 
fhining Paffage, but a fair, and equal Specimen of the

Here I am aware, it will be objected, that I con- 
fer this Reward too foon, and the fame Epiftle of Ho- 
race, With Dr. Bentley's Ingentia F AT A, will be 
produced againft me, and many other Authorities, to 

rove that they tafte not this Delicacy till after their 
isearkk For which Reafon it may be told me I fhould 
have imitated the Style of the Author of Tom Thumb*, 
and afferted that that there were the Ghoitls of two 
Sorts of Perfons, &¥c. who fed on the Breath of Man, 
To which I only anfwer, that tho? Envy, which, 
according to Ovid, only preys on the Living, may 
have robbed fome of their juft Fame during their 
Lives ; yet feveral Inftances may be produced to the 

conuary. That Verte of the Poet: 


Prefenti tibt maturos largimur Honores. 


May have been applyed to many more than him for 
whom it was firft intended. But thofe who do not 
care to allow any Praife to a living Author, may if 
they pleafe confider him as feeding on the ess of 
it; the one being almoft as fubftantial as the other. 
Indeed the Soldier is in this Point happier than the 
Poet, as he generally receives his Portion of Fame

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fooner. Alexander had the immediate Honours of his 
Victories, and perhaps much more than they deferved ; 
but poor Homer was, during his Life, reputed little 
better than a Ballad-finger ; and Plutarch, in the Life 
of Lycurgus, tells us, that his Poems were {carce heard 
of in Greece till many Years after his Death. Yet 
the Poet hath fome Advantage in his Turn ; for his 
Works, if not his Name, will outlive the others ; to 
which we may add Sir William Temple’s Obfervation, 
that the World hath produced a thoufand equal to 
Akxander, but fcarce one capable of writing an 
diad. 

But to drop the Soldier, with whom we have no 
more to do at prefent, and {tick to the Author. If 
Fame be, as.I have faid, his Food, (and perhaps ina 
Ltteral Senfe it may be often fo called) how cruel 
muft they be, who rafhly, inconfiderately, and often 
wantonly take the Bread out of his Mouth, fince it 
feldom happens that they are fuch as can ever put it 
into their own? 

This is a Cruelty of which all the good Writers, 
from the Days of Horace to the prefent Time, have 
complained, and for which bad Authors have in all 
Ages been itigmatized; fome of whom, like the 
Wretch who burnt the Temple at Ephe/us, have been 
immortalized for their Infamy, and owed fuch their 
Tmuinoriality, to thofe very Poets whom they have tra- 
duced. Thus Virgi/ hath recorded the Names of 
Mavius and Bavius; and thus Pope (whofe Works 
will be coeval with the Language in waich they are 
writ) hath condelcended to tranfmit to Potierity many 
Heroical Perfons, who, without his kind Aiiitance, 
would have never been known to have dared lift their 
Pens againit the greateft Poet cf his ‘Time. Bad 
Writers therefore feem to. have 2 Sort of prefcriptive 
Privilege to abuie good ones ; in which I the rather 
indulge them for the great Inoffenfivenefs thereof ; 
wch Calumny being feliom read and never believed. 

Leaving, 
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Leaving, therefore, all fuch as utterly incorrigible, 
I fhall here addrefs myfelf only to thofe who never 
have nor ever intend to write, and confequently can 
propofe no Intereft in ruining the Reputation of thofe 
who do. I would recommend to all Pérfons (except 
bad Writers) to be extremely cautious in the Ufe of 
the Words Low, Dull, Stupid, Sad Stuff, Grub-ftreet, 
&c. which, with fome few more, I with heartily were 
banifhed out of our Language, and that it was reckon- 
ed as certain a Mark of Folly to ufe them, as it 
would be of Indecency to ufe fome others. ‘Tho’ } 
muft own at the fame Time, this might be as fatal to 
Criticifm, as the Banifhment of indecent Words hath 
been to Gallantry ; and that fome Perfons of admired 
Judgment would be as hard put to it to talk critically 
without the one, as fome noted Beaus are to talk wan- 
tonly without the other. 

I fhould be forry to think there was in Mankind 
the Principle pointed at in the following Lines, which 
4 os taken from a Poem not yetcommunicated to the: 

ublic. 


Nor in the Tyger’s Cave, nor Lion's Den, 
Davells our Malignity. For felfjh Men, 

The Gift of Fame like that of Money deem ; 
And think they lofe, whene’er they give Eflcem. 


I rather impute unjuft Cenfure to Ignorance than: 
Malice, and very fincerely believe Men when they fay 
I don't underfland a Word of all this; which they may 
probably fay with great Truth of the whole [liad. 
And one may apply to thefe Perfons what Dacier faid 
of a French Critic, who abufed the lait mentioned 
Poem. ‘That he found it more eafy to cenfure him than: 
to read him. 

However, as it is certain they are not always under- 
ftood in this Light, and that the emptieft Fellows 
have fometimes done Harm (as my Bookfeller terms 

it))

HE little Republic of San Marino is at laft fub-

For my own Part, I am not entirely clear, but 
that Excellencies and Extravagancies grow from the 
fame Root : Thus the fame Vigour of the Imagina- 
tion that produces the Poet, fometimes pafles the 
Line, and ends in the Madman: The fame Fire and 
Activity that makes a Man daring and intrepid, ren- 
cers him rafh, arrogant, and prefuming: And the 
fame laudable Pride that impels us to dclerve Efteem 
and Admiration, often hurries us on to Oftentation and 
Vain-Glory. On the other Hand, where the whole 
Character is fmooth and uniform, tis generally infipid, 
and equally incapable of offending or entertaining, 

Now, as ‘tis not impoffible but that the moft un- 
lucky Cenfor may fometimes deviate into the Right, 
if it was left to his Option to chufe which of thefe 
Difpofitions he pleafed, ‘tis odds but he would reject 
the Laft with Scorn, and venture upon the Firft, tho" 
fure to be obnoxious to the like uncharitable Refle&ti- 
ons he had dealt out fo feeely on others. 

What I have, hitherto, faid, is intended for the 
Ufe of certain decifive young Gentlemen, with whom 
I fometimes affociate : Our Converfations being com- 
monly too warm and paffionate to be conclufive ; and 
every Man too fond of his own Opinion to be eafily 
confuted : ‘Thus we meet, wrangle, and feem refolv’d 
not to give up any Affertion whatever; as if to be 
obftinate, was to be in the Right; and to be captiva- 

ted 
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ted by the Force of Truth an infupportable Dit- 


grace. 

But, having gone thus far, in order to excite fome- 
thing of Can our, Tendernefs, and Modetty, in talk- 
ing of thofe who have more Underftanding than our- 
felves, I am free to declare, on the other Side of the 
Queition, that no Authority whatever fhould dazzle us 
fo far, as to blind the Judgment it fhould enlighten. 
Truth certainly demands the firft Place in our Vene- 
ration, and all other Excellencies fhould be oblig’d to 
yield her the Way. 

Nay, I will go farther ftill, and acknowledge that 
a Man may have very great Talents, Wit, em 9 
Memory, and Elocution, and yet apply them fo aw 
wardly, that they may prove both detrimental to 
himfelf, and offenfive to thofe who keep him Com- 
pany. With his Wit he may wound bis Friends, and 
exafperate his Enemies ; with his Learning he may 
infult thofe that have lefs, and proftitute it to pervert 
the Points it fhould explain ; with his Memory he may 
tire his Hearers with endiefs Repetitions, and with 
his Elocution fpin out a Debate, till he has half ex- 
haufted the Language. He may affume the Cha- 
racter of a Dictator in Knowledge, affect always to 
lead the Converfation, infift on a Privilege to inter- 
rupt, demand to be heard, fneer at one, laugh loudly 
at another, reproach a third, and manifett a Contest 
for all. He may be poffefied with the Demon of 
Controverfy, and Ee no Point in Religion, Morality, 
Politics, or Criticifm efcape him. He may even talk 
fhrewdly, nay excellently upon all, be entitled to the 
Palm in every Difpute ; in Repartee find no Equal, 
and yet, with all thefe Advantages, be the Nufance 
of Company; tho’ admir’d for his Capacity, avoid- 
ed for his Impertinence, and tho’ no Man may ven- 
ture to ridicule him to his Face, all Men will avenge 
themfelves in his Abfence. 


God 
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God forbid there fhould be any fuch Charaéter as 
this! But, if there is, never were valuable Accomplith- 
ments more effe€tually thrown away. No Charader 
in the Univerfe is more obsoxious to Satire, and no 
Confideration for a fuperior Genius fhould hi nder an 
Attempt tg reduce his Conduét to the Standard of com- 
mon Decency andcommon Senfe.

But, to make fome Ufe ef my own Follies, I can’t 
help obferving, that if thefe Cotfee-Houfes, thefe fa- 
tal Coffee Houfes, are fo effeCtual a Snare to a Man 
who has been fo long acquainted with this wicked 
‘Town, a Man who had fo often refolv’d to be deaf 
to the Voice of the Charmer; of what dangerous 
Confequence mutt they be to Youth and Inexperience ? 
‘Lo Apprentices juft free, Schollars juit difmits’d from 
the Univerfity, younger Brothers of {mall Fortunes, 
and Heirs who are ambitious of running through large 
ones, before they come into their Poileffion? I fear 
but too many of all thefe are Initiates already ; and I 
fear, likewile, that their Ruin will hardly prevail on 
others to fhun the like Danger. 

As I hinted before, there is no Sort of Public- 
Houle, that feems fo little obnoxious to Cenfure, or fo 
calculated for general Convenience, as a Cofee-Houfe : 
But fuch as thefe, both interfere with the Intereft of 
thofe that keep up to the original Intention, and re- 
ally bring them into Difrepute: Infomuch, that, in 
certain Quarter of the ‘Town, a Man would fcruple 
to be feen in any of them, till he had enquired 
their Charaéter, if he had any ‘Tendernefs for his 
own. 

It farther appears upon Examination, that this is 
not only a crying Grievance already, but is likely to 
grow upon us every Day. I am told, there are

the other.———Let any one judge then, how faft 
they are like to multiply, and how neceflary it will 
foon be, to call upon the Magiftrate or Moralift, 
to put a Stop to their pernicious Defigns. .

endeavour'd to comfort him, by reprefenting the Neg- 
left to be a lefS Misfortune to the Poet, than Igno- 
rance was to his Judges, who did not underftand him 
enough to tafte his Perfections. 

Horace is fo far from fearing the Cenfure of the 
Wliterate Rabble, that he efteem’d it laudable not to 
endeavour to pleafe them, but rather to be content 
with few Readers: and declares himfelf of the fame 
Opinion with the Remax Arefs, who was fatisfied 
with the Applaufe of one polite Judge in Oppofition to 
the Hiffes of the whole Honfe befide. To which I fhall 
add what Madam Dacier ufed to fay among her Ac- 
quaintance, namely, that fhe writ only to a dozen 
People in France; the Reafon of the Contempt, which 
thete great Writers had for popular Fame, feems to 
be given by St. Earemont, in his Obfervations of 
"Yafte. “ Seeing (fays he) that good Judges are as 
{carce as good Authors, and that Difcernment is as 
rarely found in the on€é, as Genius in the other, 
each Perfon endeavouring to cry up what pleafes 
“him; it comes to pafs, that the Multitude give 
** a Reputation to fuch Compofitions as fuit with their 
** bad Tafte or mean Capacity’. And a little after

» LATO, in his Common-wealth, pays 

fuch a religious Refpe€t to Chance or 

Fortune, that he would inititute a Me- 

thod of Marrying by Lottery ; and de- 

clares for Breeding up no other Children, 

on the public Account, than fuch as were 

begot in this Manner ; imagining, I fuppofe, that For- 
tune would efpecially pees on over that genial Bed, 
which fhe hertelf had conftituted. I fhall not here 
comment on this Opinion, which to fome may appear 
ridiculous enough, but it is certain the Ancients held 
this Deity in much greater Eftimation than we at pre- 
fent do. The Romans confecrated a Temple to this 
soddefs : And it was reprefented as moit impious 
Blafphemy in that General, who, bein unwilling to 
thare the Glory of a ViGtory, very confidently afirm- 


ed 
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ed that Fortune had nothing to do in it ; after which 
the Hiftorian obferves, he never fucceeded in any fu- 
ture Action. 

I have often thought it a Blemifh, in the Works of 
Tacitus, that he afcribes fo little to the Interpofition 
of this invincible Being ; but, on the contrary, makes 
the Event of almoft every Scheme to depend on a wife 
Defign, and proper Meafures taken to accomplifh it ; 
by which means I am much deceived, if he hath not 
given more Forefight to the Politics of Tiberius, than 
that Prince really had: Moft of the latter political 
Writers have inclined to his Opinion ; and the great 
Richlicu held it in fo extravagant a Degree, that it 
is well known he ftruck the Word wxfortunate out of 
his Di@ionary, affirming, that every Man fucceeded 
well or ill, according as his Conduct was right or 
wrong. 

For my own Part, I differ fo entirely from thefe 
great Men, that I imagine Wifdom to be of very little 
Confequence in the Affairs of this World : Human 
Life appears to me to refemble the Game of Hazard, 
much more than that of&Che/s ; in which latter, among 
good Players, one falfe Step muft infallibly lofe the 
Game ; whereas, in the former, the worft that can 
happen is to have the odds againft you, which are 
never more than two to one ; and we often fee a blun- 
dering Fellow, who fearce knows on which Side the 
Odds are, dribble out his bad Chance uporthe Table? 
and {weep the whole Board; while the wifeit Players, 
and thofe who ftick clofe to the Rule, lift up their 
Fyes and curfe the Dice. 

Macbiavel tells us, that Men are not much to be 
blamed or praifed for their Adverfity or Profperity, it 
being frequently feen that fome are driven into Ruin, 
and others promoted to great Honour by the Impulfe 
of their Fate ; and Wifdom is as little able to prevent 
the Misfortune of the one, as Folly is the Advance- 
ment and Happinefs of the other. 

Frequent 
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Frequent Inftances muft occur to every Man’s Me- |, 
mory, who hath had the leaft Experience in Life of 
the wonderful Effeéts of Chance ; the beft Phyficians 
will own, that, aftera Difeafe hath eluded all their » 
Kfforts, an old Woman, or a Quack, have fometimes | 
rettor'd the Patient; nay, the fick Man himfelf hath © 
procured his Recovery, by means which the whole | 
Faculty would have juidged muft have neceflarily pro- , 
duced his immediate Diffolution. Dr. Baynard, in| 
his Treatife on Cold Baths, gives an Account of a | 
Perfon who, ina light-headed Fit of a Fever, efcaped 
from his Nurfe, and ph unged himfelf into a Horfe-pond ; 
and by this ftrange Method faved his Life, when he : 
had been given over by his Doétors. 

The great Judge Fefries, (following I fuppofe the 
Opinion of Plato) is reported on his Return jo the 


W Felt where he had left feveral hundred Wretches un- 
der Condemnation, to put the Decifion of their Guilt 
on Chance, and to have determined which were the 
proper Objeéts of his Mercy, by the Caftin ne of Dice ; 


a Cuftom which, they fay, ftill prevails in Martial Exe 
cutions ; it being ufual where two or more are aug entene d 
to die, and one only is to be made an le, for 
the Prifoners to decide by Lots which moft & det erves to 
be fhot ; and this Method of Trial (however abfurd it 
may feem) was derived, I apprehend, from our Saxon 
Anceftors, of whom we read that they ufed to decide 
all Controverfies by Lots 5 (the Method whereof the 
Carlos may fee in the Defcription of Germany, given 
by Tacitus) a Cuftom which feems to be preferved 
inan old Englif Play, or Gambol, celebrated yearly 
on the Epitha my, or Twelfth- Day, wherein a King, a 


Queen, a Knave, and a Fool are created by blind 
Chi ince. 


But as ‘Fuvenal fays, 
Ex humili magna ad Faftidi aR: rtm 


Extollit, quoties voluit Fortuna jocari. 
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Fortune often picks a great Man, in Feft, out of the 
krwefl of the People. Men have often acquired Great- 
nefs and Riches, by Ways vifibly leading to ae 
and Ruin: The famous Bod promoted himfelf to 
the Favour of King Charés II. by ftealing his Crown ; 
an Inftance not fo aftonifhing to one well read in the 
ancient Exg/j Hiftory, where it feems the conftant 
Doétrine of Royal-Favourites to deferve their Mafter’s 
Affection, by rendcring him jealous of, and odious to 
his People. Methods, which have been more effeétual 
than Bhod's was, to {teal away his Crown ! 

Whoever confiders the former Part of the Life of 
Oliver Cromwell, may perceive a much greater Proba- 
bility of his ending his Days in a Goal, than in a 
Palace at the Head of the Nation. He is reported, in 
his Youth, to have rumed his paternal Eftate by his 
vicious and diforderly Courfes ; nor did he, at his firtt 
Appearance in Parliament, make any extraordinary 
Figure, nor difcover any of thofe Talents, which ge- 
nerally gain Applaufe, and work on the Affeétions of 
the Hearers : ‘ihe firit Apopthegm, which 1s recorded 
of him carries no great Weight with it; namely, to a 
Difcourfagpith Sir Thomas Chichéy, and Mr. Warwick, 
he is {aid to have uttered thefe Words, J can tell you, 
Sirs, what I would not have, though I cannot tell what 
I would ; and, perhaps, he, at that Time, knew no 

@mr the one than the other. He certainly had very 
little Hand in procuring the War, of which he after- 
wards made {fo glorious a Ufe; indeed, he feems 
to have had a wonderful Addrefs in turning the wife 
Schemes and Actions of others to his own Honour and 
Advantage ; but as thefe could not be attributed to his 
own Forefight, fo miglit Chance have favoured him 
in thofe Opportunities of working his own Ends out 
of them. As tothe great V Aories obtained by Blake, 

. they are, as Mr. Cowdey weil obferves, to be afcribed 
rather to that Admiral, than to the Protector; that 
over the Dutch efpecially, the greatelt of them all: 

For 
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For my Lord Clarendon tells us, that Cromwe/! had no 
Inclination to that Quarrel, which was rather St. Fobn’s 
than Cromell’s War: Befides, as that Author adds, 
* He well difcerned that all Parties, Friends and Foes, 
Presbyterians, Independents, Levellers, were all unt- 
ted as to the carrying on the War, which he thought 
could proceed from nothing but that the Excefs of 
the Expence might make it neceflary to difband a 
‘ great Part of the Land Army, of which there ap. 
* peared no ufe, to fupport the Navy, which they could 
* not now be without ; fo that, I think, his greateit 
* Admirers could not fix any of the Lawrels, gained in 
* this Naval War, on him.’ : 
I own, indeed, he arriv’d at a greater Pitch of Pow- 
er than the Kings of this Realm lawfully enjoy ; that 
he had, as Mr. E-hard writes, ‘ The Eftates and Lives 


* of three Kingdoms, as much at his Difpofal as was 
* the little Inheritance of his Father, and that he was 
* as noble and liberal in fpending of them.” But ftill, 
I fay, he owed all this principally to Chance ; namely, 
to the Death of thofe great Men whom the long Con- 


tinuance of the Civil War had exhaufted ; thofe whe 
begun that War againft the Crown for the Sake of their 
Liberties and Properties, and would have difdained to 
have feen the Nation enflaved to the abfolute Will of a 
Subje&t, in Rank very little above the common Level. 
Can we think a Pym, or a Hambden would have tamely 
fubmitted to fee this Ufurper and his fhabby Relations 
and Creatures, fuch as De/borough, Fleetevoad, Whaley, 
&c. at the Head of the Parliament (I mean Barebone’s 
Parliament, and that in 1656) the Army and (as Mr. 
Echard fays above) the Eftates and Lives of three 
Kingdoms? No, thefe Men were no more, and 
thofe who remained were a Set of Scoundrels and 
Cowards, who were either bribed or frightened out 
of their Liberties; fuch they were, that I think we 
of the prefent Age are obliged to Mr. Vo.taire, for 
reprefenting us as greatly unlike them. ‘lo con- 
clude, whoever looks on Cromwell to be that Perfon 

whom. 
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whom I have here reprefented, (and what I have here 
faid, are Faéts tranfcribed from the Hiftorians of thote 
Times) muit agree that he was the Child of Fortune ; 
and, as Mr, Corwdey feems to think, an Object rather 
of our Surprize than Admiration. =

Queftion not, but it will give great A- 
larm to fome of my Readers, to know 
that I am actually pofleffed of that very 
Club, which Hercu/es render’d {fo fa- 
mous, and with which he ufed to lay 
about him fo heartily in Defence of In- 
nocence and Virtue, againft the Attacks of Vice and 
Oppreffion.

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Whether this extraordinary Virtue may have been 
originally deriv'd from the of Dodona, where it 
grew ; (thofe Trees being of avery peculiar Kind, as 
endow'd with the Gift of Speech) or whether it may 
not be rather imputed to the Excellence of that Arm 
who firft weilded it, and its continual Ufage in fuch 
Exercifes, I fhall leave to the Virtuofo to deter- 
mine; who will not, I dare fay, be difplea- 
fed at an Account of fome of its modern Ad- 
ventures. 

Among the great Loffes which the Learned have 
fuffered in the Ruins of Antiquity, I am convinced 
that of the furprizing Adventures of this Club will be 
thought none of the leaft.

It is there written of the Major, ‘ That, as he was 
* on fome certain Occafion, making a low Bow to a 
* Judge in his Circuit, the Club gave the Judge fuch 
* a Rap on his left Shoulder, that had Jike to have 
* coft him the Ufe of his Arm, and the Major his 
* Life. 

The Club in the fame Reign, is faid to have given 
feveral {mart Raps to Cardinal Woljey, and even not 
have {pared King Henry himfelf, who felt it pretty 
feverely both when he repudiated Queen Katherine, 
and foon after the Death of Anne Bullen, and upon 
fundry other Occafions, which is thought to have been 
the Oceafion of an Order publifhed at that Time, Thar 
no Perfon fhould come to Gourt with a Stick in his Hand ; 
and there is now extant, a Lettcr from a celebrated 
Courtier in thofe Days, to this my Anceftor, where- 

in 
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in he is invited to Dinner, with this remark: 
able Poftfcript. Pray leave your Club bebind you. 

It is related alfo, ‘ That Po Major having a vio- 
‘ lent Fit of Iilnefs, as a fician was feeling his 
‘ Pulfe, the Club began to handle the Doétor in fuch a 
« Manner, that he ran down Stairs without oe 
‘ for his Fee.’ Dr. Vinegar always fhakes his Hea 
at this Story, and infinuates that the Major, be- 
ing light-headed, muft have affifted in that Ad- 

venture. * 

The laft Performance of the Club, which I fhall 
mention, whilft it was in the Poffeffion of this Gentle- 
man, was with an old Beau of Sixty-five, whom (he 
being then about to marry a Girl of Sixteen) it laid 
on in fo unmerciful a Manner, that it confined him to 
his Bed, without his defiring the Company of a 
Wife. 

The Club is, in this Reign, reported to _ beaten 
100 Lawyers, gg Courtiers, riefts, 8 ficians, 
and 13 Beaus, (whereof 12 died o of the firft Blo w) be- 
fides innumerable others.

bravely puriuing a Hare through a F ield of his Neigh-

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bour’s Corn: Nor can I omit, that pafling the other

HE late A& for regulating the Stage, notwith- 
ftanding the Objections of Poets, Players, and 
other idle People, gave great Satisfaction to all of 
the graver Sort. The Licentioufnefs of fome modern 
Performances favouring too much of the old Comedy, 
and attacking feveral Pestors, whofe Charaéters, from 


their high Stations, ought to be dear to every Engiih- 
rzan, made wife and thinking Men with for fome 
Keformation therein; which, if the Legiflator had 
net provided, it is not eafy to guefs how far. the Jeit 

might 
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might have been carried before this Time; fince I 
have been affured that a very large Buck-Bafket was 
befpoken for the Ufe of the little Houfe in the Hay- 
market ; and feveral Mafques, drawn to the Life, were 
rovided, one of which would have made a certain 
Perfon afhamed to fhew his Face, who never yet could 
be put out of Countenance. | 
ince the Legiflative Power hath provided fo good 
a Remedy againit this growing Evil, I think the exe- 
cutive ought to perform their Parts with the utmoft 
Vigilance, and to take the moit effeétual Care that 
no infringements be made in fo invaluable a Law. : I 
am concerned therefore, that I am obliged to remind 
them of their Duty, and more efpecially as I fhall be 
neceflitated to attack the Character of one of the moft 
confiderable Perfons, whom this Age fees in a public 
Light: I mean, Mr. Theophilus Cibber, who, in the 
Character of Bays, hath introduced feveral new Pieces 
of Wit, of a moit excellent Kind indeed ; but con- 
trary, as lam informed by Mr. Countellor Vinegar, 
to the Provifion of the above-mentioned Ac. 

AsI write this, only as a Caution to that excellent 
young Man, who feems to fucceed his great Father in 
the ‘I alent of Writing as well as Acting; and to promife 
the World a future Lawreat, as well as a Lord Fop- 
pington, 1 fhall not enumerate many Particulars. How 
jult his Infinuation is, that there is no Wit at the 
Bedford Coffee-Houfe, (a Place famous I apprehend for 
the Retort of Men of Wit) or that there is a great 
Deal at Tom's, becaufe he goes there himfelf, as does 
hikewife his Father, I fhall not determine : but I with 
he had omitted, or would, for the future omit that 
Sarcafm with which he makes his laft Exit, wiz. that 
he will carry his Play to the other Houfe, for ‘ That 
‘ the Matter of that Houfe will give Money for any 
‘ Thing:’ If he means the Matter of Drury-Lane 
Theatre, I fhould be little concerned about it, feeing 
that 1 account the flandering the Chara¢ter of a’ pri- 
val 
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vate Gentleman to be of no great Confequence ; and [ 
apprehend, he may himfelf know fome Inftances of 
that Gentleman's parting too eafily with his Money : 
But as he here fpeaks in the Chara&er of an Author, 
I don't know whether it may be fo juftly applyed to 
him, as I have never heard of his giving Money for 
any Performance whatever; the conftant Cuftom Leing, 
Iimagine, to give an Author Benefits and not Mo- 
nev. Lam therefore fearful, leaft that Speech fthould 
be applyed to another Perfon, who is known to have 
given Money for any Thing ; ‘ Who hath given Mo- 
‘ney to fupprefs Abufes againft himfelf, and after- 
* wards with as great Truth as Modefty, after many

} to a certain Science, and may perhaps 
have been the Reafon, why the Philo- 
fopher in his Definition of Man, doth not include 


any of his Paflions or Habits, but only his outward 
Figure. 














Man differs more from Mar, than Man from Beaft, 
Vou. I, F Says 
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Says one of our Poets. And, indeed, not to launch 
out into that Variety, which the Difference of Cli- 
mates, Cuftoms, Religions, Education, Laws, &’c. 
have introduced into Human Nature, we fhall find, 
between Perfons of the fame Age, Complexion, Reli- 
gion, and Education, fufficient Reafon to approve this 
his Obfervation. 

I am furpriz’d, that Machiavil, who, in feveral 

Places, hath taken Notice, that the fame Meafures 
have often produced different Events, hath no where 
affign’d this as the Caufe ; for it is the Bufinefs of the 
Politician, as well as the Phyfician, to ftudy the Con- 
flitution of his Patient; for the fame Dole will not 
have the fame Effects on all Minds, any more than 
on all Bodies. 
"This Diverfity in human Nature hath been the great- 
eft ftumbling Block in the Way of Politicians, who 
have found it very difficult to adapt their Bait to the 
various Palates of Man. Experience teaches thefe 
Gentlemen, that he who ‘will fly from one Bribe, will 
as greedily {wallow another, and that every different 
Man, is to be taken a different Way. On which Ac- 
count Dr. South reprefents that eminent Politician the 
Devil, very cautioufly fuiting his Bait to the particular 
Difpofition of him whom he endeavours to take: 
* He offers, faith he, Riches to the Avaritious, Power 
“ to the Ambitious, Honours to the Vain, Pleafures to 
* the Voluptuous, Oc. 

The Art of Politics is not unlikethe Art of Fifhing. 
Tndeed a Politician may very properly be called a 
Fifer of Men: I fhall therefore confider him in this 
Light; and, as the chief Excellency of both conifiiis 
in chufing proper Baits, I fhall lay down fome In- 
ftructions, whereby the Politician may know how to 
bait his Lf{ock as well as the Fifherman: And herein, 
I fhall follow the Scile and Method of thofe Authors 
who have treated of the Art of Angling ; and firft, I 
fhall take Notice of the Definition which Famwes Sauv- 


ders, 
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ders, Efq; a moft inimitable Writer, in his Compleat 
Fifberman, gives of the Angler ; ‘ Who is (fays he) a 
‘ Perfon under fome eminent Circumftances, which 
* allow a perfe&t Defcription of him ; for he is a very 
‘ particular Perfon indeed, nor is every Man qualify’d 
* for the Work, or, as it is juftly call’d, not'a Work, | | 
‘ but a Sport.’ This learned Gentleman alfo refutes 
two Opinions, wiz. firft ‘ That he who has nothing | 
‘ elfe to thew for his being a Gentleman, will find it 
* hard to make his Title good in. the Herald’s Book.” | 
——And afterwards, he obferves, ‘ That fome fay ax 
* Angler muft be a Man of no thinking ; whereas (fays 
‘ he) he muft have his Paffions all at Command, he 
‘ muit govern his Temper with an abfolute Sway, and 
‘ be able to fuitain his Mind under the greateft Difap- 
* pointments ;” which being allowed of the Angler, I 
think it will not be needful to prove the Refemblance 
he bears to the Politician: For he may not only make 
himfelfa Gentleman, but all of his Family, nay his Foot- 
man alfo ; and as to the Government of his ‘Temper, it is 
fo neceflary, that the Art of Grinning with an heavy 
Heart, is the very greateit Qualification of a Statef- 
man. 

it isa Rule Jaid down for the Angler, not to ga .»:! 
too near the River Side, efpecially when he would -ip# game 
take a Carp, or more cautious Fifh ; but rather Bjdies 
himfelf behind fome Bulk or Block. The Tamé™: 
fhould be obferv’d by the Politician ; for as the Fifh 
will not bite if he fee the Angler, no more will the 
Man, if. he fuppofe any other fee him. 

One Caution I fhall here premife, as neceffary for the 
Politician, which I have not obferv’d given to the 
Angler ; which is, carefully to avoid hooking a Fifh 
too potent for him to deal with ; if he does, to let go 
his Hold immediately, leaft he be pul!’d into the Water, 
inftead of. pulling the Fifh out. 

I thall proceed now to fhew the feveral Kinds of Fith 
which a Politician is to angle for, and the Baits with 
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which they are to be taken. And firit the Carp, 
of which the aforefaid Mr. Saunders fays, ‘ That he 
‘ isa very fubtle Fifh, not eafily furpriz’d, and there- 
fore not. undefervedly call’d the Water-Fox ; he wiill 
not come near to any Place, where he finds the Water 
ut into a violent Motion; he being to be taken by 
the ftilleft and quieteft Methods, nothing that ruffles 
the Water in the leaft muft be done : For as the Carp 
is the Water-Fox, fo he muit be as fubtle as a Fox 
who takes him.’ From hence we may gather, 
the great Folly of thofe who attempt to take this Fifh 
in troubled or muddy Water ; and, indeed, as there re- 
quires much Art to take him, in like Manner as much 
more is neceflary to hold him, for, after he is hook’d, 
he often carries off your Tackle.» ——And laftly, when 
taken, he is fo very bony and dangerous in devouring, 
that, I think, it is our Politician’s. moft prudent Way 
to let him alone, and as much as poffible avoid him : 
For the political Carp hath a pecular Quality, which is, 
that, when he is not fiili’d for himfelf, he will often, 
by flriking down inte the Bottom, raife the Sand, and 
fpoil the Politician’s Sport. On which Account, iome 
have taken all Methods, both fair and foul, to rid 
Ponds of thofe Fifh. Indeed, the political Carp proves 
often very dangerous, and fometimes fatal to our An- 
vler: for which Reafon, one of the moit ingenious 
-\nglers I ever knew, fhunn’d him with the utmoft 
Caution ; giving cutat the fame Time, that a Chub 
was a Fifth of a much better Savour. 

‘The fecond Pith I fhall mention is the P:ke ; avery 
voracious Fifh, as all who write of him allow. I fhall 
here fet down fome Rules, which Mr. Saunders gives, 
tur taking this Fith. As firit, that the largeit Bait 
1 not the beit, for tho’ he may bite fooner at the large 
Bait than the fimall one, yet the Angler will oftner 
iifs taking him ; for he does not gorge the large Bait 
{0 foon as the {mall. Secondly, that it were well 
if youcculd pull ycur Line perpendicular, if that may 
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be, by which Means you might have him fafe.— 
Thirdly, he feems to prefer {napping, to trowling after 
this Fifth. Nor can I omit one Obfervation of his, 
that his Throat is the Grave of all the fmall Fith in 
the River. 

The political Pike differs little from the other, fave 
in the firfi Obfervation of Mr. Saunders ; for this will 
gorge the largeft Bait full as foon as the fmalleft, and 
bite as foon at the fmall, as at the large Bait. Sco’- 
land and Cornwall are thougit to fend up very good 
Fifh of this Kind: They all bite very greedily, and 
require little Nicety in the Baiting. As foonas he is 
hook’d, you may draw him up and down, or from one 
Side to the other of the River, as you pleafe, and he 
will yield you moft excellent Sport. I fhall add only one 
Thing more, viz. that 1 think Lines properer than 
Rods for taking this Fifl. 

I am now to treat of the Chub, of whom Mr, 
Saunders fays, that he is not fo much efteem’d for the 
Flefh, as the Sport of fifhing for him. The po- 
litical Chub however, differs in one Thing from the 
finny, in that the Head of the latter is the moft excel- 
lent Part ; whereas that of the former is not quite {v 
good ; but then it agrees fo well with this Defcription 
of Mr. Saunders, that one would think it was meant 
of it, wiz. ‘ The Chubs are none of the beft principled 
‘ People; for if they like any particular Place in the 
‘ River, let the former Inhabitants be what they will, 
* Trout, Barbel, Pearch, or any Thing but the Pike ; 
they make no Confcience of driving them out, and 
taking Poffeffion for themfelves. Hence it often 
happens, that ina Piace long famous for ‘Trouts, you 
fhail find Chebs ; and when once you find a Chub 
there, you may {pare your Labour of fifhing there 
for any more ‘Trouts, for you are certain to find 
none ; the Chub having routed them all out; the 
latter being the ftronger and more viclent ith by 
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© far——He fays of him afterwards, ‘ That he will 
‘ bite at any Thing, either natural or artificial, in- 
* deed any Thing that is either foft or fweet, and that 
‘ will hang on the Hook.’ ‘The political Chub feems 
to agree fo well with this Defcription, that it is need- 
lefs to fay any Thing particular of him; for it is well 
known, that where Chubs are, Carps will have nothing 
to do ; I fhall only remark, that there is fearce a Carp 
left in the Tames, which is at prefent almoft full of 
Chubs. 

The Fith which yields the Politician the beft Sport, 
is the Gudgeon: The greedy Nature of this Fifh is 
known to almoft every School-Boy, and its Readinefs 
to bite at any Thing, hath grown into a Proverb. 
The political and other Gudgeons are fo much alike, 
that they need no particular Defcription. I thall only 
sxemark, that as the red Worm is the beft Bait for the 
latter, fo a Piece of red Ribband is a fine Bait for the 
former. 

Moft of the Kind of Fifh which compofe a Politi- 
cian’s Sport, may be reduced to fome of thefe afore- 
mentioned Heads ; fo that by following thefe very fhort 
Rules, he will eafily know how to deal with them: But 


he is deceiv’d, if he thinks his Trouble over when he 
has fecur’d the Fifh : He ought alfo then to be in- 
iiruéted what to do with him. A Politician ought to 
be a good Cook, as wellas a good Angler; but at 
the fame lime, not to rely fo much on his Cookery, 
or on any Difguife of Sauce, as to impofe a Chub upon 
the World for a Carp. 
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1 OST People having betray’d a Curiofity, to 
4 be made acquainted. with fome Particulars, 
relating to the myfterious Order of the Uniaqui- 
TARIANS, the following are inferted for their Intor- 
mation. !

needlefs to prove, that we direét our Meafures by the 
Standard of yours. 'The Excife and Convention (thofe 
eternal Monuments of your Glory) are of themfelves 
fufficient Evidence of this Truth. ‘Thus while you di- 
reét our Actions, being at the fame Time thejgreat Re- 
fervoir of what muft A ftiled the Blood of the political 
Body, you are at once the Head and Heart of the 
Nation. | 

If your Example hath been able in this corrupt Age, 
to influence and excite Men to the Defence of ' Liberty,. 
how prevalent muft it be, when, coinciding with the 
Depravity of our Natures, and the Bafenefs of the 
Times, it fhould lead them to Venality and Proftituti- 
on? Corruption, which hath for many Years been: 
creeping upon us, and working its Way imperceptibly 
under Groat; will, if it once finds an Entrance into 
your Gates, rufh downwards like a Torrent, and o- 
verwhelm the Nation ; for who can ftem it, if the 
Citizens of London yeild to its Force ? Or where fhall 
it meet with a Dam, if your Walls are none? Can 
we fuppofe, that thofe who are able to bribe the richeft 
City in the Univerfe, will not be capable of fucceeding 
in a beggarly Borough ? Or can we expeét, that a poor 
Country Shop-keeper, who can fcarce drive away Fa- 
mine with his Labour, fhall have Virtue enough to re- 
fufe what is even neceflary to his Livelihood, whilft 
the opulent Tradefman or Merchant of London, avari- 
tioufly, or perhaps, wantonly gives up his Confcience, 
his Country, nay his own real Intereft to Hire ? Thus: 
the moft impudent Scheme ever attempted (for furely 
to attempt to bribe the City of London, muft be {c) 
may in the End prove the wileft, and the whole People 
may be corrupted, as Caligula would have beheaded 
them, at once. 

I would not be underftood to infinuate that this is. 
is the Cafe. I am far from fearing this ever will be 
the Cafe. No, I rather with to impute thofe Slan- 
ders, fpread abroad, to the Defires, than the Hopes of 
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your Enemies: For who can believe that this great 
and wealthy City, many of whofe Members could 
ence, fingly, furnifh out more Money in one Day, than 
the tite opulent City of Amferdam .in feveral*. 
A City! whofe Favour, in all ras of our Hiftory, 
hath been folicitoufly courted by every Adminiftration, 
of fuch Weight hitherto in our Conftitution, that, in 
all Contentions, it hath turned the Ballance by its own 
Weight to which Side it pleafed. Who can, I fay, 
believe that this City is to be purchafed ? Who can be- 
lieve that the City of London.will fubmit to be brib’d? 
Will ftoop to low, mean, and pitiful Bribes? Will 
give itfelf up a Proftitute to the Hire of thofe who 
have made it their Maxim, and the conftant Bufinefs 
both of themfelves and their Creatures, to vilify and 
depreciate her Citizens ; to treat thofe rich, power- 
ful and moft ufeful Members of the Commonwealth, 
as Knaves and Beggars, who have affected in all their 
Converfations that Contempt I repeat the Word 
-——That Contempt for you, which this bafe Pro- 
ititution could only give them in Reality ? 

If then there be any among you, whom you juftly 
fufpec&t to be tainted with this Peftilence, fhun them 
as you would a Contagion, drive them from your So- 
ciety as wounded Deer, or rather infected Lepers, 
Let the Judgment annexed to the Conviction be per- 
petual Infamy. Let no Man fpeak to, no Man deal 
with fuch a Perfon. Let him not only bring Shame, 
(which is a {mall Punifhment to a Mind thoroughly pol- 
luted) but Ruin on himfelf and Family. 

I am warm, Gentlemen, and it becomes you to be 
fo too. The Honour of your City is at Stake; you 
have been treated with Rapine and Injuitice, byt never 
with Contempt till now. ‘This is the firft Period in. 
our Annals, which hath feen you the Object of Scorn

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and Ridicute. ‘The firft Time that it hath been faid 
of you, that you might be had, but are not eworth\ ba- 
ving ; on which I will obferve, that if the firft Part 
of the Sentence is true, the latter is undoubtedly true 
alfo. | 

The Conftitution of the City of London, refembles 
that of Great-Britain in General: Indeed all the Cor- 
porations of Exg/and are fo many little Wheels com- 
prehended in one great one, whofe Form they repre- 
fent in Miniature. You have a Mayor, an upper and 
a lower Houfe ; in the laft of which, as in a Houfe of 
Commons, lies the Security of your Liberties, as Jong 
as honeft and upright Men are eleéted into it ; whereas, 
on the seemed you defpute bafe and corrupt Mem- 
bers to that Office, that which fhould be your Security, 
will be only a Security to your Enemies in betraying 

ou. . 

' It may perhaps be afked how you fhall be certain to 
chufe an incorrupt Perfon? to which I anfwer, that 
tho’ Corruption (curfed be the Villains who projected it) 
hath fo infinuated itfelf amongft us, that it is almoft 
impoffible to tell who is not infected ; there is however 
a certain Mark by which you may difeover who is, 
He who is upheld by the Purfes of thofe who are 
known Enemies of the City, or the known Creatures 
of thofe Enemies, may be depended on as one who 
will work. their Ends and his own Intereft at the Ex- 
pence of the Welfare and Honour of the City. 

This is the Man you are to efteem corrupt. This 
is the Man for whom you are not to vote, but to 
fhun, deteft, and abhor all thofe who do. 

The Day is now at Hand, which is to give a De- 
feat, or a Triumph to your Enemies. A Day! which 
I regard as of the utmoft Confequence to Briti/> Li- 
berty ; fince it muft appear, on this Day, to all the 
World, whether the City of London is, or is not to be 
bribed, and drank, and laughed out of her Integrity ; 
whether her Citizens refemble the ancient or the 


modern 
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modern Inhabitants of Rome. In a Word, whether 
they are a Body of brave, free, incorrupt Exglijfhmen, 
or a Banditti of Slaves and fturdy Beggars. 

Exert yourfelves then on this Occafion, fhew the 
World your Integrity in difdaining a Bribe, your Bra- 
very and Freedom in a fteady Oppofition to thofe 
who have laid or promoted Schemes of Slavery and 
Oppreflion, and your Refentment in kicking out fuch 
from among you as herd w.th Men, who have dared 
with as much Folly as Impudence to treat you with 
Difrefpe&t. Shew your Enemies that you have thefe 
Virtues, and they will foon court your Favour in an 
open and an honourable Manner, who now attempt 
fecretly to undermine you, whilft they openly affeét 
to ridicule and defpife you. C

0 Ig Y% than any other Poet, either before or 
fince) has been pleas’d to divide the Du- 
N@Y ration of the World into four Ages, 
every one more corrupt than the other ; 
and all his Readers have given {fo implicitely into his 
Opinion, that his Laft of Jron is fuppos’d to have fub- 
hited even to this Day with little or no Alteration. 
Now, Sir, *tis my humble Opinion (for I fhould be 
very loath to enter the Lifts with fo formidable 2 
Champion as Ovid) that this Syftem of his muft be 
underftood to regard only the Manners of the Univerfe 
from the Creation to his own Times, and no farther. 
It being manifeft that he writes in the Charac- 
ter of an Hittorian, not a Prophet ; at leaft, till he 
comes to wind up his Work ; and there, indeed,. by the 
Help of a little poetical Licence, he ventures to fore- 
tell the Eternity of his own Labours.

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A Paffage that has mifled great Numbers of Authors, 
to make themfelves the fame Compliment ; but who, 
neverthelefs, had the Mortification to be undeceiv’d, 
by furviving thofe very Works, which they fondly 
imagin’d were immorial. | 

Without any Violation then to the Remains of 
that admir’d Author, one may venture to affirm on 
his own Principles, that even the Jrox Age had its Pe- 
riod too; and that an Age of Fiint fucceeded it. 
Some of our moft learned Antiquaries may perhaps 
correct me here, and affert it took Place as early as 
the Succeffors of Deucalion and Pyrrha ; who were 
truely Bully-Rocks, and born without Bowels. But, 
with Submiffion, I on my Side, may as well advance, 
that the Jron-Sides were no other than the Product of 
the Dragon’s Teeth, fow’d by Cadmus; and fo en- 
counter one Fable with another. 

But to be convinc’d, that this Age of Flint did 
really croud off that of Jron, we need only caft an Eye 
on the Hiftory of the weftern World from Tiberius 
to Charlemagne. What Ambition, Tyranny, and Op- 
prefion, what unparalell’d Luft and Barbarities were, 
in that horrid Interval, authoriz’d by the Examples of 
Princes ? What Licence reign’d among the Soldiery ? 
And what Animofities among the People? What a 
Torrent of Miichiefs did the Word Religion pour 
out on Mankind? What Slaughters, what Devaitati- 
ons follow'd Diftinétions merely nominal-? ‘Thofe in 
Power never once fhewing Compzffion, to thofe that 
were at their Mercy ; nor thofe, who, by the Chance 
Var, were deliver’d from the worft of human Miferies, 
ever relenting when they faw others overtaken by 
the like Calamitics. o 

This Hint, Captain, I think is fufficient to prove 
both the Fact in difpute, and the Time of its Dura- 
tion. I therefore make Haft to another grand Pe- 
riod in the poetical Syitem, wiz. the Age of Lead ; 
to which that of Flint, by Degrees, gave Way: And, 
whereas 
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whereas both Kings and Priefts had almoft an equal 
Influence over one, the lait of thofe awful Charac- 
ters feems to have engroffed to themfelves the Do- 
minion of the other. | 

In their Hands, and under their Dire€tion, the 
Leaden-Saturn lorded itas widely and abfolutely as ever 
the Golden One had done, but with a quite contrary 
Effect. Dulnefs and Oppreffion encumber’d the Heads 
and Shoulders of all Mankind from the Ploughboy to 
the Prince; and the reverend Impofers, never fail’d 
to lay on their own infupportable Weight to double the 
Load: They farther tgok Care that the fame droufy 
Vein fhould run thro’ their Writings, as well as their 
A@tions : Both were heavy alike: And as one made 
the Laiety groan under their Burthen, the other lull’d 
them into a Lethargy which Pain itfelf could hardly 
rouze them from. 

However, Time made a Shift at laft, to roll off this 
unweildy Period too ; and, according to fome Writers, 
whofe Works I would quote, if I thought a due De- 
erence would be paid totheir Authority) a Wooden 
Age fucceeded to that of Lead; the Symptoms of 
which, fay they, foon evidenc’d themfelves not only 
in the Laws, Politics, Cuftoms, Fafhions, &c. of 
Men, but even in their Language. Not only fingle 
Words, fuch as Bhckhead, Logerhead, &c. becoming 
chara€teriftical of the Change, but whole Phrafes ; 
. fuch asa fpecial Stick of Wood, to fignifiea good-for- 
nothing Fellow ;. a Chip of the old Bhck, that Father's 
own Son is no Changling ; Heart of Oak, a Man 
true to his ‘Truft (this is rarely us’d) ; to go againf? the 
Grain, a Point carried in Spite of one’s ‘Teeth ; and @ 
cvooden Piece of Bufinefs, a Blunder of the firft Magni- 
tude. - "Twas obferved, likewife, that certain 
Pieces of Wood, under the Denomination of the Stocks, 
Whipping-Poft, Pilbry, and Gallaws, conduc'd more to 
the reforming of Manners, than all the Dittates of 
the Law, or Preceps of the Gofpel. —— Befide, as thefe 
excited 
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excited Terror, fo there were others, feemingly much 
more infignificant, that challeng’d and received 
all imaginable Refpe€&t; fuch as a Conflabk’s Staff, 
a Tip - Staff, a Marfball’s - Staff, &c. Nay,. 
even a Quarter - Staff, or an ordinary Walking - 
Staff, has been known to command the Way, and ex- 
act a due Regard from all it met: But, which is more 
remarkable than all the Reft, *tis upon Record, that a 
certain White Staff was able to vie in Miracles with 
the Rod of Mofes. —— The Words Bench, Board, 
and Scat receiv’d alfo an Importance during this Inter- 
val, that, fome Authors affert, they will never lofe. 
But this is a contefted Point ; for thereare others who 
make no Scruple to fay that the Veneration, which us’d 
to be pay’d them, beganto diminifh every Day; and 
that there was much Reafon to fear they would fhort- 
ly fink into downright Contempt. "Tis added, 
not merely becaufe they were rotten, worm-eaten, and 
ready to fall to Pieces, but becaufe they coft more to 
keep them together than they were worth, 

But, however, pregnant Proofs thefe are of a Woo0d- 
en Age, there 2re fome fanguine Perfons who infift up- 
on it ; that there are others yet more forcible and con- 
clufive, and among the Reft, never fail to mention a 
certain Chair madeof plain Engl Oak, fo exceedingly 
old and crazy, that it gave Way, under two who had 
it in their Poffeffion, one of whom fell with fuch 
Violence that he never rofe any more, and the other 
was fo difabled that he never could fit in it again : And 
yet, they fay, this Chair was homag'd by all Ranks 
and Degrees of People; every one coveted to be near 
it, and hethat had the Care of keeping it in Repair, 
was almoft as much refpected as the Chair itfelf, tho’ 
there are fome who fay he did it ina very bungling 
Manner. 

Toconclude, on this Head, there are others, wha. 
carry their Conceits to fuch a Pitch of Extravagance, 
as toafflert whole Adminiftrations, have been hewn 
out of the fame Béck: That entire Armies were - 
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fuch Heroes as the Giantsof Guild-Hall; their Horfes 
to all Intents and Purpofes, Hobbies ; and certain other 
Aflemblies compos’d of mere Puppets; who feem’d 
to have no Will, Motion, or Words of their own ; 
but, in Fact, fpake, were mov’d, and acted juft as 
the Prompter pleafed. In fhort, if we may be- 
lieve them, feveral Kingdoms were over-run with 
Wood, and almoft every Individual, little better than 
an Inhabitant of Dodona’s Grove, capable of Speech, 
but rooted to the Soil where he grew; fenfible of In- 
juries, but without Power to avenge them. 

When, or at what Period, this itrange Lignifaction 
took Place, I fhall leave to Chronologifts to determine : 
But, I think, ‘tis at prefent we well over, and we 
feem refolving to our original Clay ; when properly 
kneaded up, and ready for the Mould; fo that a new 
Prometheus may {oon @ expected to model us a-frefh, 
give us what Difpofition and Form he pleafes, ordain 
jome of us to Honour, and fome to Difoonour, and have 
us all, according to the Letter, under his Thumb.

HEN I firft undertook the Office of 
Champion, I appointed a general Coun- 
cil, or Aflembly of my Family, to meet 
every Monday, Wednefday, and Friday 
Evening, to examine into Ways and 
Means for the Improvement and Diver- 
fion of my Countrymen ; and it hath been likewife 
ufual with me on all Emergencies to convene a Coun- 
cil extraordinary, and fometimes to order the Atten- 
dance. of any particular Perfon of my Family, in 
whofe Province the Enormity hath happened, whom [ 
have commanded to draw up a Remonitrance, or Cafe 
for my own Satisfaction, to be pefufed or not by the 
Public, as 1 have thought proper. 

Ihave alfo determined to ere€&t a Court of Judica- 
ture, wherein I fhall fit myfelf as fole Judge, and be- 
fore which I fhall fummon and try at my Pleafure, all 
manner of Perfons and Things in this Kingdom, af- 
iiening to the Parties fuch Council out of my ay 
Family, 
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Family, as to me appears meet. This Court I hall 
hold more or lefs often at my own Will, and as Oc- 
cafion requires ; and fhall fentence fuch as I think 
guilty, entirely according to my Pleafure, without any 
Regard had to the Laws now in Being. ‘Thefe my 
Sentences, trufty Officers fhall be appointed to execute 
on the Reputations of all Offenders, which faid Re- 
putations they will be fully empowered to abufe, poft, 
pillor, whip, and hang up according to my feveral 
Sentences, 

With the Tranfaétions of this Court, I fhall ac- 
quaint my Readers, as often as I think they can turn 
to their Diverfion or Emolument, concealing or expo- 
fing the Names of the Offenders, as they give me 
more or lefs Hopes of their Amendment. 

How ufeful, and indeed how neceflary this Bench 
muft be, will not be doubted by any who confider that 
our Laws are not fufficient to reftrain or correct half 
the Enormities which fpring up in this fruitful Soil. 
The Man who murders, robs, or ravifhes, is indeed 
punifhed with Death. But there are Invaders and 
Deftroyers of our Lives and Fortunes, and of the 
Perfons and Honour of our Women, whom no Laws 
in Being can any Way come at. 

Nor would it be enough that thofe greater Crimes 
fhould be punifhed, the Covetous, the Prodigal, the 
Ambitious, the Voluptuous, the Bully, the Vain, the 
Hypocrite; the Flatterer, the Slanderer, call aloud for 
the Champion's Vengeance. In fhort, whatever is 
wicked, hateful, abfurd, or ridiculous, muft be expo- 
cd and punifhed before this Nation is brought to that 
Height of Purity and good Manners to which I wihh 
to fee it exalted. 

It will be, no Doubt, a great Satisfaction to my 
honeft Countrymen, that they are to appear before 
a Judge whom no Partiality can incline; no Bribe al- 
lure, nor no Threats frighten to acquit the Guilty, 
er convitt the Innocent. A Judge, before whom no 

one 
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one will be too great or too mean to receive Juttice. 
At the fame Time it muft give no fmall Alarm to fe- 
veral who have thought themfelves, and their ill-ac- 


quired Poffeffions fafe from all Inquifition of the Laws, 


to find themfelves liable to the Sentence of fo terri- 
ble and impartial a Bench of Juttice. 

The Methods which I have taken in ereting this 
Court of Judicature, muft give great Entertainment 
to the Readers. 

I have fet apart a large Room in my own Houfe, 
at the upper End of w hich is a great Elbow-Chair, 
raifed on feveral Steps, with a Defk and Cufhion be- 
fore it. In this Chair, I fhall fit in Judgment ; be- 
low isa Table, at which my Family are to be placed 
as Council: Behind is the Bar, where the Prifoners 
are to be arraigned, and on one Side is a Stool for 
the Evidence. As for Juries, I have no need of 
them, as I referve to myfelf the full Power of con- 
victing or acquitting as I chink juit. 

I was, at firft, at no {mall Lois to imagine a Pri- 
fon large enough to contain the ‘great Number of 
Offenders, and began to entertain: fome Thoughts of 
building one by Sub{cription, (a Method in which I 
fhall purfue all my Schemes) ’ull I bethought my- 
felf of fetting apart thofe Rooms, where the Convo- 
cation was formerly held to this Purpofe, at leaf till 
the convening that reverend Body, by which time | 
may poflibly find out fome other Place to detain my 
Prifoners in. 

As I have obferved the good People of England to 
be great Lovers of all Execuffons ; and as I have 
often heard it lamented, that there are not proper 
Conveniencics for our Women of Fafhion to be pre- 
fent at thefe Spectacles. I have appointed the Stage 
in Drury-Lane to be the Scene of all Punifhments, 
which are to be there executed between the fecond 
and third Mufick. This, I think, cannot fail of 
drawing larger Audiences, than at prefent frequent 
our 
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‘our Theatres ; and may likewife give the Pit and Gal- 
leries fuch an Opportunity of venting their Spleen and 
Ill-nature before the Curtain rifes, as may cnable 
them to fuffer the Players to proceed without any In- 
terruption. | 

There being yet no mofe than one Officer of this 
Court appointed, I fhall here acquaint the Public with 
the feveral Offices which I have thought fit to confti- 
tute, and the Qualifications required to enable an 
Man to poffefs them ; that whoever fhall think him- 
felf duly entitled, may appear before us, next Council 
Day, at Eleven in the Forenoon, and put in his Claim, 
where he may be affured of being admitted or reject- 
ed according to his Merit. 

Firft, fix Tipftaves, two of which are to give con- 
ftant Attendance, and be relieved weekly: Their Bu 
finefs will be to feize all fuch Perfons, as they fhall be 
thereto impowered by Warrant under my Hand and 
Seal, and convey them to the Prifon aforefaid. Thefe 
I fhall chufe out of fiich Officers, not above the De- 

_ gree of a Captain, as fhall have given fufficient Marks 

of their Prowefs : I mean, not abroad, with which I 
-have little to do; but at home, in open Defiance of 
their own Laws and Countrymen. 

Secondly, one Head, and four Under-Goalors. The 
firft muft give Proof of having confined a young Wife, 
who gave him a good Fortune in fome, lonely Houfe 
in the Country, for at leaft ten Years ; while he has 
{pent her Money in this ‘Town, without fuffering her 
to enjoy the leaft Share init. As for the others, it 

will be fufficient that they have been Bailiffs, inform- 
ing Conilables, or fome others who have made a Li- 
velihood of the Miferies and Misfortunes of their fel- 
low Creatures. , 

Thirdly, three Clerks, wiz. Clerk of the Court, 
Clerk of the Indi€tments, and Clerk of the Arraigns. 
Theie to be chofen out of fuch Gentlemen of the Inns 
of Court, as having had too high Parts to confine 


thiem- 
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themfelves to the dull crabbed Study of the Law, have 
fpent fo much of their youthful Days in Drefs, A- 
mour, and other Diveriions, that they get a very un- 
comfortable Subfiftance at the Bar ; and from their 
Want of other Employment, are generally to be feen 
in the Coffee-Houfes about the Zemp/e and the Theatre. 

Fourthly, tho’ I fhall not hang any of my Convitts, 
yet as I fhall deal with them in fuch a Manner, that 
it may be prefumed they will hang themfelves ; I 
have therefore appointed Ordinaries or Chaplains of 
every Religion now current. And whereas, it is mo- 
deftly fuppofed, that great Part of my Convitts will 
will be People of no Religion at all, I fhall appoint 
two grave Men out of the Body of Free-thinkers ; 
the one a profeffed Atheift, (if one can be found) the 
other a Deift, to ftrengthen and confirm the condemn’d 
Prifoners, that they may retire to a State of Non-En- 
tiry, and calmly and quietly diffolve into nothing, 
without any Perturbations of Mind, or being terrified 
by Priefts, at their laft Hours, into Notions, with 
which their whole Lives have been utterly unacquain- 
ted. Referving, however, to all fuch Perfons a fuil 
Power of recanting, at their own particular Defire, 
and embracing any Religion they fhall think conve- 
nient. 

Fifthly, the Office of a Cryer is conferred on a 

reat Orator. 

And Sixthly, As to Counfel, I have referved that 
Office entirely to my own Family. C

Hei perfonal Stength and Intrepidity ; I have 

often a Sufpicion that they have all 
round a thorough Contempt of my Learning: This my 
Father, Brother, and one or two of my Sons, have 
not fcrupled to acquaint me with, as they know it is 
a Point on which I am far from valuing myfelf : But 
I was not a little furprized the other Day, to hear 
ny Wife, in whom I never fufpected that Prehemi- 
nence, on fome Controverfy that happened, anfwered 
me very flatly, that fhe wondered I fhould difpute 
Gz thofe 





to entertain for my natural Parts, and 
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thofe Things with her, when I might know very well, 
that fhe was fo much a better Scholar than myfelf. 

I was at firft a little ruffled with this Affertion, til 
on reflection, I foon refolved my Anger into. that Con- 
tempt I have always had for a Qualification, which I 
look on as effeminate and intended only for Women ; 
an Opinion I think, plainly intimated in the Habits 
which all Nations diftinguifh their Profeffors of Learn- 
ing by, nearly refembling that of Females, and to 
whom we give the Name of the long-robed ; or as I 
have fomewhere heard the Pettycoat-Gentry, includ- 
ing the female and learned World under one general 
Appellation. 

While I was mediating on this Matter, I happened 
accidentally to open my Father’s Common-Place Book, 
where I found much good Reading under the Title 
Learning, nor a little to my Satisfaction. 

It is there obferved, that this Word Learning, im- 
plies the fame as Know/edge, which was that forbidden 
Fruit our firft Father taited, and to which we owe 
all the Evil and Miferies to which our Nature is now 
fubje&t ; and here I was pleafed to coroborate my a- 
bove-mention’d Opinion of the Effeminacy of Learn- 
ing, by remarking that it was firft introduced into the 
World by a Woman. 

The Chinefe, a very wife, polite, and well-regula- 
ted People, and whofe ordinary Inftitutes of Life, 
feem far fuperior to the Europeans, have very little 
Learning among them, more than is immediately ne- 
ceffary to Mechanics and ether ufeful Arts. Their 
Philofophy, Poetry, Hiftory, and other ornamental 
Branches of Learning are very fuperficial ; and it is 
well known, that the Turks, a very warlike and great 
People, are fuch declared Enemies to it, that they would 
not till lately admit the Art of Printing to be cul- 
tivated among them. 

The Romans maintained their Greatnefs little longer 
than they retained their Ignorance ; and our own An- 

nals 
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nals (notwithftanding the glorious Reign of Queen 
Anne) fhew us at leaft that we were able to conquer 
as well in our darker as more enlightned Ages. | 

I would by no means be here underftood to be an 
Enemy to all good Learning, a Competency of which 
(I mean to write and read, an Height to which I my- 
felf ‘have arrived) may poffibly be neceffary to all fuch 
as are bred to Divinity, Law, or Phyfic. ‘The ut- 
moit I contend for, being to banifh from among us 
thofe dead Tongues which are not only ufelefs, but, as 
I am informed, have much contributed to introduce the 
Religion of the Ancients as wellas their Language. 

I queftion not, but many of my good Readers will 
shania ftare at a Propofal of banifhing Learning 
from thofe learned Profeflions before-mention’d ; but as 
T think I can prove it not only ufelefs, but very per- 
nicious to all of them, I fhall not be haftily afraid nor 
afhamed of my Affertion. 

And firft as to Divinity, I think Peter Barman in 
his Oratio contra Studia Humanitatis, hath plainly pro- 
ved the reading thofe prophane Authors who have writ 
in Greek or Latin, to be utterly inconfiftent with the 
Study of Divinity ; as the whole Oration is excellent, 
and exhaufts all that can be faid on this Head; and as 
I have feen a Tranflation of it in Engl, I hall refer 
my curious Reader to it. As for certain Authors called 
Fathers, which writ in thofe Languages, and which 
were formerly fuppofed condficive to this Study, I ap- 
prehend they are not at prefent extant, having to my 
Knowledge never feen any in the Libraries of our Di- 
vines. 

The Study of Divinity, I apprehend may properly 
be divided into three Branches, viz. the Credenda, the 
Agenda, and the Habenda. 

As to the Credenda, or Matters of Faith, regarding 
Doétrina] and Ceremonial Points, I cannot much re- 
commend the Scriptures (little hereof being to be found 
therein) ; but as 1 apprehend we have about fix Wag- 
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gon-Loads of Books on this Head in our Language, I 
cannot fee any Reafon for our Student to go farther, 
I thall obferve thefe Books are generally very cheap 
(confidering their Excellence), and a young Divine may 
purchafe a very handfome Library for a Trifle. 

Concerning the Agenda, or Matters of Morality, I 
know fome Perfons have thought that the excellent and 
divine Sermon on the Mount, contains a]] that can be 
faid or thought on this Subjeét; that that inimitable, 
fhort Syftem of Morality, which is alone a fufficient 
Proof of the Divine Miffion of its Author, compre- 
hends all that is ufeful or profitable, or meritorious to 
ourfelves and others ; and that, at the fame Time, it is 
fo concife and yet fo full, it is alfo plain, thatno Law 
ever lefs needed a Comment ; notwithftanding which, 
there is fcarce one Word which hath not been explained 
in more Pages than have been written on all the ab- 
ftrufe and Seok Paffages of the ancient Philofophers, all 
which excellent Explanations are now extant in our 
own Language under the Title of Sermons. 

As to the third, viz. the Habenda or Tithes, I ap- 
prehend, as very little of this occurs in the ancient 
Greek or Roman Authors, fo a compleat Knowledge 
may be acquitted thereof by Bohun’s Compleat Law of 
Tithes, al a {winging Folio called Parfon’s Law. 

I think on this fhort Survey, it appears how ufelefs 
Greek and Latin muft be to the Study of Divinity, 
and as to the Pernicioufnefs thereof, I think Lofs of 
Time only would be a fufficient Argument, feeing 
that a very long Life, and very good Eyes, are requi- 
fite to the Perufal of thofe*hecefiary Books abovemen- 
tioned ; but numberlefs other Reafons are given by the 
faid Peter Burman. 

As to the Law, I know it may be objeéted that 
Cicero hath afirmed a compleat Knowledge of all Arts 
and Sciences to be neceffary to the Formation of a per- 
fe&t Orator ; and my Lord Coke, in his Comments on 
Littleton, infinuates that dn academic Education is the 
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proper Introduction to the Study of Law. But thefe 
will have little Weight, if we coniider the Ditterence 
between the Roman and Englifh Laws ; inthe latter of 
which, Oratory is by moft thought utterly ufelefs ; 
and fecondly, that my Lord Coke himfelf is (I am told} 
at prefent generally efteemed (efpecially by all thofe 
good Judges who have never read a Syllable of him) 
to be a very ftupid, dull Fellow, who would ‘have 
made a very indifferent Figure in Weflminfler Hall in 
this Age. I am aflured by my Son Tim Vinegar, who 
hath been a Student in Lincoln’s-Inn thefe a Years, 
that a very competent Knowledge of the Law is to be 
met with in Facob’s Dictionary, and the other “gal 
Works of that learned Author. Nay, he very con- 
fidently afferts, that nothing is more hurtful to a per- 
fe& Knowledge of the Law than reading it ; for (fays 
he) it is common in our Books to meet with contro- 
verted oe pr ge which mightily confound and diftraét 
the Mind of the Student, who will be much more 


likely to be in the Right, if he adheres to his own 
Judgment affifted with thofe Books abovementioned ; 


he confirms this with the Example of fome old Plodd- 
ers, who have loft themfelves in the Wood, without 
ever finding the Road to Bufinefs ; and ludicroufly 
fays, the beit Advice to a Student is not to outlaw 
himfelf. 

Laftly, with Regard to Phyfic, I apprehend it will 
be objected that as this Science hath been almofi totally 
delivered in the learned Languages, fome of its bett 
Books being (as Iam informed) written in Greek, a 
Smattering, even of that Language, would not be en- 
tirely ufelefs to the Student. Nay, perhaps, it will be 
infifted on that without a {mall Share of Latiz, he will 
not be able to writea Prefcription. To this i anfwer, 
that old Phyfic is as obfolete as old Divinity or old 
Law ; that moft of thefe Books are tranflated into 
French; (that Hackney-Vehicle of Learning) that the 
Hofpitals have rendered the Univerfities ufelefs = 
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here a great Quantity of Human Bodies are daily 
prepared to be hacked and dofed juft as the Doétors 
pleafe ; fo that a Man may learn to be a good Phyfi- 
cian mechancically, as he may to write a good Hand ; 
for as the Rule is /cribendo difces fcribere, fo purgande 
difces purgare. Befidés, an intimate Acquaintance with 
Galen and Hippocrates, may rendera Man obftinate in 
adhering to their Opinions, which may poffibly con- 
tradi&t the reigning Mode, or Medicines ia Fa/bion. 
I fhall omit an obvious Conclufion from the eminent 
Succefs of fome Quacks, who have pilled the Nation 
in a very extraordinary Manner, without any Affif- 
tance from either Latin or Greek and the ill Succefs 
of fome Phyficians who have carried thefe two Lan- 
suages in their Heads, and been notwithftanding obli- 
sed to walk on Foot all their Days. 

As to the Matter of writing Prefcriptions, a very 
fmall Proportion of Latin will be fufficient ; not more, 
I believe, than three dozen of Words, fuch as /xmat, 
bibat, repetat, &c. which, with a long Wigand a 
Cane, I look upon as a compleat Furniture for a Phy- 
fician. 

I think, I have made it appear that Learning is not 
of fuch Confequence, as it is vulgarly imagined. And, 
if it be once allowed, as it furely mutt, that it is ufe- 
lefs in thefe three Profeffions, no one will, I conceive, 
contend for the Neceflity of it in any of the ot er 
Callings of Life. The Law fuppofes a Nobleman to 
be utterly void of it, for it provides that he fhall have 
his Clergy, even tho” he can’t read. Nor doth it feem 
to expect much from a Gentleman ; for it gives this 
Reafon for allowing the verbal Order of a Sheriff to 
his Minitters ; namely, It may be the Sheriff 
can’t write. Indeed true Orthography, or the Art of 
Spelling, hath been ever thought inconfiftent with the 
Charatter of a Gentleman, as carrying with it too 
pedantic an Air; and tho’, perhaps, it may be at 
prefent fafhionable for a Gentleman to be barely able 


te

to write, yet I conceive it will be of great Ufe to himy 
that no Body fhould be able to read his Writing. Thofe 
genteel Accomplifhments which have been foolifhly 
thought to afk the Affiftance of Learning, have lately 
been difcovered to require none at all. Poetry, for In- 
ftance, itands fo little in need of it, that the Poet of 
our Age, moft cherifhed at Court, never pretended to 
more than to read. I know it may be objeéted, that 
the Englifo Apollo, the Prince of Poets, the great Lau- 
reat abounds with fuch a Redundancy of Greek and 
Latin, that not contented with the vulgar Affectation 
of a Motto toa Play, he hath perfixed a Latin Motto 
to every A&t of his Cefar in Egypt ; fome of which, 
as appears by the faid Motto’s, he had no Tempta- 
tion, but his aforefaid Redundancy, to place there ; 
and in one other of his Plays, he hath introduced a 
Footman talking Greek. So that one may fay of him 
with Hudibra/s, 


a—— He could fpeak Greek, 

As naturally as Pigs /queak; 

For Latin ’rwas no more difficil, 
Than for a Blackbird tis to whiftle. 


Nay, his Learning is thought.to extend to the oriental 
Tongues, and I myfelf heard a Gentleman reading 
one of his Odes, cry out, Why this is all Hebrew. I 
fhall only anfwer, Rvceptic probat Regulam ; at leaft, 
it would be a very unfair Conclufion, that becaufe we 
have one Poet who is a Man of infinite Learning, there- 
fore great Learning is neceflary to every Poet. The 
fame Reafoning might conclude, becaufe we have one 
great Man with a great Head, that it is therefore ne- 
ceflary to every great Man to have a great Head ; e- 
{pecially, fince I can produce fuch a Number of very 
pretty Poets, and judicious Critics, who owe their Ex- 
cellence to vaft Abilities alone, without the leat Afif- 
tance from Human Literature ; and are living Inftances 
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of the Falfhood of that Affertion of one Horace, 
which I found in my Father’s Common-Place-Book, 
w—— Non rude quid poffit video Ingenium. c

Light. If there be any Vice, which 

carries with it a more efpecial Mark of 

‘Madnefs than all the reft, it is this. ‘The Devil may 

be faid to deal with the covetous Man, as Dr. South 

tells us, he does with the Swearer, to cheat him of 
his Soul without giving him any Thing for it. 

Plautus, and from him feveral modern Writers 
have expofed this covetous Man with great Extrava- 
gance and Redundancy of Humour; nor do I know 
any Character, which is received both on the French 
and Engiifo Stage, with fo general a Satisfaction. The 
Spectators always fhewing a very vifible Pleafure in all 
the Difappointments which he meets with through the 
whole Comedy. * 

Mr. Nehemiah Vinegar hath communicated to me a 
Dream, or Vifion, of his, which, he imagines to 
have been occafioned by being a Speétator the other 
Night at the Comedy of the Af/er, and which I fhall 
give the Public without any farther Preface. 

Methought, fays he, I was conveyed into a large 
Plain, at the upper End of which ftood a huge, old 
Fabric of the Gothic Kind: Its Outfide feemed all 
ef pure Geld, and by the Reflection of the are 
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made the moft charming Appearance I ever beheld. 
As I ftood fome Time ftill, admiring this ftupendous 
Structure, which feemed capable of receiving an infi- 
nite Number of Inhabitants, I obferved feveral Paf- 
fengers pafs by me in all manner of Vehicles, and 
fome on Foot, who all made dire€tly to it. Moft of 
the Foot Paflengers were heavy laden, and fome were 
fcarce able to ftand under their Burthen. They 
feemed alfo to fhew great Apprehenfion of one ano- 
ther, fcarce two being in omaha together, and 
often looking round them with great Caution, leaft any 
one approached too near them. My Curiofity en- 
creafing to know whither all thofe Perfons could be 
going, I took an Oppescaniey of joining one, whofe 
Countenance appeared lefs forbidding than the reft, 
and afked him the Name of the Place, which he and 
fo many others were approaching. Inftead of return- 
ing me a direét Anfwer, he replied with a piteous 
Tone, ‘ Ah! Sir, I am afraid I never fhall get thi- 
‘ ther: Iam not the Man the World takes me for. 
‘ Before the South-Sea indeed I had fome Hopes, but 


‘ that gave me fuch a pull back, that I am afraid I 
‘ never fhall recoverit. I have been Serene Night 


‘ and Day ever fince, and yet am not fo far as I 
‘ was before that curft Year.” As I faw he was 
mending his Pace, and defired to leave me, I turned 
about from him, and found myfelf overtaken by a 
grave, old Gentleman, whofe Journey was confiderably 
retarded by a well-dreffed, young Fellow of about five 
and twenty ; this latter was continually pulling him 
by the Sleeve, and defiring him to ftop, for that he 
had gone far enough of all Confcience : ‘To which the 
other anfwered, * ‘That he fhould be undone, he could 
‘ not fupport him ; that if it had not been for lug- 
‘ ing him along, he fhould have been at the Palace 
* long fince ; that he had fometimes dragged him far- 
* ther back in a Day, than he had been able to re- 
‘ cover in a Month.’ I had juft Time to we 
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the Faces of both, and knew them to be a very rich 
Citizen and his Son—when I beheld a jolly plain- 
drefled Man with a Pack on his Shoulders, which al- 
moft bent him tothe Ground. He was followed by 
a very comely Perfonage in Embroidery, who bowed 
to him every three Steps, and begged that he might 
eafe him of that Burthen, which he promifed to de- 
liver to him again at the Palace Gate: This, how- 
ever, the other refufed ; and I heard him fay, ‘ My 
* Lord, this Barthen is not fo heavy as you ima- 
* gine, nor/s it my own, wherefore I can by no means 
‘ truft it from my Shoulders, to which it is indeed 
“ fo fait fowed chat it will be difficult to feparate 
* them.’ This Couple had no fooner paft me, than- 
there came up a Coach and Pair, in which was a tall, 
thin Man of a very meagre Afpe&, who feemed in 
great Hafte, and was continually calling to his Coach- 
man to drive a Pair of Skeleton Horfes as fait as he 
could. He had fearce reached me,. when he was 
overtaken by a very beautiful young Lady on Horfe- 
back, who ftopped his Coach, and talked to him 
fometime. Iwas near enough to hear feveral amo- 
rous Expreffions, and a frequent Repetition of the 
Words Settlement and honourable Defizn. At laft, the 
young Lady alighted from her Horfe, and got into 
the Coach, which was immediately ordered to turn 
about,and J obferved drove back with much greater Pre- 
cipitancy than it had advanced, fo that it was foon out 
of Sight. I now refolved fo lofe no more Tiine, but 
to haften to the Palace: In my Way thither I over- 
took feveral, and was overtaken by others ; I could 
hear, as I paffed, frequent Mutterings of the Words 
Poverty, Undone ; nor muft I omit feveral melancholy 
Objects which appear’d on the Road, fuch as Racks 
and Gibbets, on which were beftowed the Bodies of 
feveral Malefactors. I faw too feveral, who by over- 
travelling, without allowing themfelves Time {fuffici- 
ently to refrefh themfelves, fainted on the Journey, 
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whofe Barthens were immediately taken up: by others. 
Some of whom carricd on towards the Palace, and 6- 
thers hurried them back again over the Plain. For 
which fes,it. was common enough to fee an elderly 
Perfon followed by half-a dozen People, who all wait- 
ed to take up the Burthen, when he who carried it 
funk under it; and fometimes I obferved them quar- 
relling and -difputing to whom it belonged ; which 
Contefts were rarely decided, till the whole was. torn 
to Pieces. ‘Thefe Pieces were ufually gathered up by 
two grave Men in black Gowns, with green Bags in 
their Hands, who drove each of them a ve rge 
Cart, into which they loaded all the Fragments. 
Thefe Gentlemen would often wrangle very feverely 
on thofe Occafions, and difpute into whofe Cart the 
faid Fragments fhould be put; but F obferved them 
always very good Friends at the End of the Conteft, 
and overheard an Agreement between them to make 
an equal Divifion of the Booty. Amongft. the Mul- 
titude of my fellow Travellers, I took particular No- 
tice of a very complaifant Perfon, who bowed, {miled, 
and whifpered to every one he paffed by ; upon which 
I faw feveral Perfons take from their own Burthens, 
and heap on him, till he became as heavy laden as 
any on the Road, tho’ ar firft his Sack appeared quite 
empty. I was furprized to hear him tell a very ugly 
Fellow juft before me. ‘ That he was the moft a- 
“ greeable Figure he had ever feen, and that he knew a 
* young Lady who was enamoured with his Perfon to 
* the lait Degree.” Upon his pafling by me without 
taking any Notice, tho’ he had been particularly ci- 
vil to every one elfe: I was a little piqued, till I 
confidered it might poflibly happen from my. being the 
only Perfon there without a Pack at my Back. I had 
fcarce taken my Eyes from this Object, when I be- 
held a Man in a full bottom’d Wig, who travelled 
with great Speed, and overthrew great Numbers of 
People as he pafied, feveral of whom were unable to 
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rife again, I was curious to enquire who this Perfon 
was ; and was informed that he was a Phydician in 
great Vogue. 

As I now approached very near to the Palace, I ob- 
ferved the Crowd to thicken on me, which I at firft 
wondered at, but foon perceived it was occafion’d by a 
great Number of Perfons who were denied Entrance 
at the Palace Gates ; where I was informed no one 
could be admitted ’till his Burthen became of fuch a 

rticular Weight. It is impoffible to defcribe the 
Dejedtion which appeared in the Faces of thofe who 
were repelled ; fome few of thefe I obferved to turn 
back again, others to go off a little toa Road which 
they told me led to the Caftle of Content : but the far 
greateft Part immediately applied themfelves to filling 
up their Bags by all Manner of Means till they be- 
came Weight. 

Upon my Arrival at the Gates of the Palace, which 
I was now told, was the Palace of Wealth, I was 
afked by the Porter in a hoarfe Voice, what was the 
Name of him who had the Impudence to attempt 
entring there, without a Packet on his Shoulders ; to 
which I confidently anfwered, that my Name was 
Nehemiah Vinegar. ‘ How Sir, faid the Porter, a 
‘ little mollified, a Relation to Capt. Hercules Vine- 
‘ par? 'TowhichI had no fooner anfwered in the 
Affirmative, but the Doors were thrown wide open, 
and I was not a little pleafed to find the Refpe& which 
is every where paid to the important Name of my 
formidable Son.

KT my firft Entrance into this vaft Pa- 
\ lace, which was fo beautiful and refplen- 
dent without, I found myfelf in a vat 
Y large Hall, whofe Walls were all over 
“@) adorn’a with the richeft Ornaments in 
Sculpture, Paintings, precious Stones, 
Gold, and Silver ; in fhort, every Thing noble, rich, 
and magnificent ; at the upper End of which fat, on 
a Throne infinitely more glorious than thofe of the 
richeft Monarchs of the Eait, a very beautifl young 
Lady, whofe Perfon was fet off with all the Nicety 
of Art, and a vaft Profufion of fhining Ornaments. ~ 
As I attempted to approach the Throne, I was in- 
terrupted by one of her Guards, who told me that 
none was ever fuffered to come beyond thofe Steps, 
to which I was then advanced, that the beautiful 
Perfon whom I beheld was the Goddefs of Wealth, 
that I might feaft my Eyes as long as.I pleas’d at 
that Diftance ; but that the Goddefs, who was a pure 
Virgin, and had never been enjoy’d by any, never ad- 
mitted the greateft of her Votaries to approach —_ 
S 
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As I was admiring the profound Solemnity of the 
Place, and the great Diftance at which the Deity kept 
all her Attendance, I obferved feveral of thofe, whom 
I had before feen without the Palace, to enter the 
Hall, and having paid their Refpeéts to the Goddefs, 
to pafs on to other Apartments. My Curiofity foon 
perfuaded me to follow them, and they led me into 
a vaft Gallery, which furrounded a huge Pit fo vaiftly 
deep, that it almoft made me giddy to look to the 
Bottom: This, as I afterwards found, was the Cave 
of Poverty. ‘There were very high and ftrong Rails,

While I ftood thus amazed with 
the great Magnificence and Beauty of the Building, 
é and the meagre Afpects and wretched Appearances of 
: its Inhabitants, moit of whom were little better drefs’d 
than Beggars; I was alarmed with a very loud Laugh 
aicending from the Cave, upon which catting my Eyes 
downwards, I could juft perceive, by the dim Light 
of a very {mall Candle, feveral Perfons dancing to 
the Sound of a fcraping Fiddle ; and not far from 
them, a Set of the merrieft Countenances I had ever 
deen, fitting round a Table, and feeding, as appear’d, 
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very heartily on fome Dith, which I could not at that 
great Diftance diftinguifh. I could, however, very 
plainly difcern there was no more than one Difh os 
the Table. This Sight, together with the tedious 
Time, as it feemed to me, which I had fpent in no 
very agreeable Company, made me afk one who ftood 
near me, if he could procure any Thing to eat. He 
anfwer’d, that he would have been glad of my Com- 
pany to Dinner, but that he had at that Time no- 
thing worth afking me to; his Family being fo very 
fimall, that they were two Days in confuming one 
Joint of Meat, and that he was to make his Repatt 
on the Relicts of Yefterday. Upon my afterwards 
applying to a Second anda Third, I received Excufes 
of much the fame Nature; my Hunger at length 
growing very powerful, I endeavoured to lay hold on 
a {mall Piece of Bread, which I faw in a Window 
near me, when the Owner caught it from me with 
fuch Violence, that the Surprize waked me, and de- 
liver’d me from a Place which appear’d to me the moft 
miferable I had ever been in. 

As foon as I came to myfelf, I could not avoid 
fome RefleGtions on my Vifion, which may poflibly 
arife in the Minds of moeft of my Readers. It ap- 
pear’d to me, that Wealth is of all worldly Bleffings 
the moit imaginary ; that Avarice is at once the 
greateft. Tyrant, and the greateft Object of Com- 
pafiion ; and that the Acquifition of over- grown 
Fortunes, feldom brings thg Acquirer more, than 
the Care of preferving them, and the Fear of lofing 
them.

What will it avail 
to fhut up the Shops of the Chriftian Dealers at 
Pharaoh and Baffet, or the Operators at Hazard and 
Paffage; while a Way remains open to a Set of Feas 
to plunder Thoufands, in this public and outrageous 
Manner. 

If we fhould therefore’ have any more Lotteries, as 
no Doubt we fhall, would it not be advifable by fome 
reftrrétive Claufe, to confine the Price of Tickets, that, 
fince this is the only awful Method of Gaming left, 
and will be confequently embrac’d with great Greedinefs, 
it may not be in the Power of fuch Vulturs to draw in 
thoughtlefs and fimple People to their Ruin? I fhall 
hope to fee this Claufe, wahels fome Projeétor can prove 
that there is a material Difference between a Man’s be- 
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ing ruin’d by one Sort of Gaming and another ; or, 
that it is of worfe Confequence, that he fhould be 
cheated in Covent-Garden, than in Exchange- Alley.

HERE are certain Qualities, which, 
notwithftanding the Admiration of the 
World hath been pleafed to allow them, 
are, in themfelves, quite indifferent, and 
may enable a Man to be either virtuous 
or vicious, according to the Manner m 
which they are exerted; or, to fpeak more philofophi- 
cally, according to the other Qualities with which 
they are blended in the Mind. » Valour and Wit ina 
good-natur’d Man are truly amiable, and juftly entitle 
him to the Efteem of Mankind ; but, when they meet 
with a different Difpofition, only render the Poffeffor 
capable of doing greater Mifchiefs, and make hima 
more dangerous Enemy to Society than he could other- 
wife have been. 

Thofe who would rank Valour among the Cardinal 
Virtues, will often find themfelves oblig’d to give 
the Title of Virtuous, to the vileft, and modt 
deprav’d of Men. ‘The greateft ‘Tyrants, Murder- 
‘ers, and Robbers epon Earth, have been poffefled 
of 
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of this Quality, and fome of them in an eminent 
Degree. The Devil, as he is defcribed in Mil/- 
ton, appears to be the braveft Spirit in the Uni- 
verfe. : , 

Nor, fhall we do righter in giving too hafty Com- 
mendation to Wit, without having due Regard to the 
Manner in which it is exerted. When Religion, Vir- 
tue, Honour, Modefty, or Innocence, are attack’d 
by this Weapon, it becomes a Sword in a Mad- 
man’s Hand, and, inflead of deferving our; Praife, 
is really an Object of utter Deteftation and Horror. 

And yet, as clear a Truth as this may feem, the 
Practice of the World is notorioufly againit it. Who- 
ever frequents the Execution of Maleiactors, muft have 
obferved, that fuch as die with Bravery and Intrepidy 
never fail of meeting Pity, and even fome Degree of 
Eiteem among the Spectators. Whereas, the contrary 
Behaviour would on thofe Occafions be much more de- 
cent and commendable. It is very well known, that 
the Man who will receive no Injury, is by the Ge- 
nerality of Mankind much more highly efteemed than 
the Man who will do none; nor have I feldom feen in 
the World, Men of the loofeft and vileft Principles, 
whofe Actions have fufficiently fhew’d that their Hearts 
were void of all Manner of Virtue, by this Quality a- 
lone recommend tihemfelves to the Favour and Affection 
of their Acquaintance. 

The Ladies, whofe Voice hath no inconfiderable 
Weight in our Conititution, univerfally declare on the 
Side of Valour. Their great Paffion for this Quality, 
vifibly appears in that Preference which they always 
give toa military Lover. I have alfo obferved on 
our Theatres, that the Intrepidity of Lothario and 
Morat, gained Myr. Booth no fmall Number of fair 
Admirers, notwithitanding all the Vices with which 
thofe Characters are drawn. The celebrated Macheath 
from his Refoluticn only, is known to have been fo 
great a Favourite with our Countrywomep, that the

Picture of the Perfon that reprefented him, had the 
Honour to hang in the Chambers of fome of our 
reateft Beauties. The comic Poets feem fo fen- 
fible of this, that the Hero, who is, in the laft 
Act, to be rewarded with the fine Lady of the 
eng is generally fet out with no other good Qua- 
ity. 

‘Wit, tho’ the Charaéter of it be held of infinite 
lefs Value than the other, is however generally com- 
mended, without any Regard to the Ufes whereto it 
is apply’d. Religion hath of late Years been the 
Subject of much Wit and Ridicule, and that in Wri- 
ting as well as Difcourfe. Virtue and true Honour . 
have fuffered the fame Infults from this unruly Wea- 
pon. Nothing affords fo frequent Triumph to Wit 
as Modefty. It is common to fee a Man of Worth, 
by being poflefs’d of this Quality, made ridiculous 
and uneafy in Company, by the Jefts and Sneers of an 
impudent witty Fellow. I have often heard it faid ; 
Tt is true, indeed, Mr. Such-a-one has a great deal of 
Til-nature, but I eafily forgive it him, for he has a vaft 
deal of Wit. . 

For my Part, when I hear a Man call’da witty ora 
brave Man, I entertain neither a good nor bad Opinion 
of him from fuch Appellation. Catiline and Therfites 
were pofleffed of hele Qualities. But when the De- 
fence of one’s Country, or Friend, hath flowed from 
Valour ; or when Wit hath been ufed, like that of 
Addifon or Steel, to propagate Virtue and Morality ; 
when, like that of Swift, to expofe Vice and 
Folly ; it is then only, that thefe become commen- 
dable, and truly worthy of our Praife and Admi- 
ration. 

I do not know a better general Definition of Virtue, 
than that it is a Delight in doing Good ; how far, there- 
fore, muft they come fhort of deierving that Admiration 
which is due to Virtue alone, who are only poflefled of

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Qualities that enable them to prove hurtful and preju- 
dicial to Mankind. | 

I have often confider’d, with fome Pleafure, what 
a great Benefit it hath been to the World, that Na- 
ture, when fhe was fo exceeding liberal of thefe com- 
monly fuppofed Excellencies to my Anceftors, took fo 
much Care to infufe with them fuch a Profufion of 
Humanity and Benevolence, as have diftinguifh’d 
themfelves in the feveral Heroes of our Family.

RMONG the Sciences (of all which, I 
§ thank Heaven, I am entirely ignorant) 
YZ I have been always the greateft Enemy 
K® to the Metaphyfics. A Science I can- 
x) not help imagining to have been invent- 
ed with a Defign rather to puzzle and 
darken Truth, than.to explain and enlighten it. 

There is no Word in the Exg/ijé Language, for 
which I have fo great a Contempt as for the Word 
Reafoning, which my Son Ofiver informs me is much 
ufed in the Metaphyfics ; nay, is indeed its very Be- 
ing. I have always looked on this Sort of Conten- 
tion, as mean and unmanly, and have therefore, on all 
Occafions, chofe to decide my Difputes by the Axgu- 
mentum Baculinum. 

It isnot without great Pleafure, that I obferve our 
young Nobility and Gentry, at prefent, chufe rather 
to frequent thofe Academies for their Education where 
this Argument prevails, (I mean the Amphitheatres) . 


than the fophiftical Schools of the Univerfities, where 
Men 
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Men are taught to defend the whimfical Syftems of 
Philofophers, but not their own Perfons or Purfes. 

The ancient Method of proving Truth' by Com- 
bat, in known Ufe among our Anceftors, was a Way 
of arguing truly worthy a brave and warlike People, 
who chofe rather to fpend their Blood than their 
Breath, in Defence of their Affertions. Whence this 
Manner of Trial was originally derived is not eafy to 
determine, but it feems to be as ancient as the State of 
Nature, when wild Men and wild Beafts lived toge- 
ther. It ftill fubfifts among the lower Rank, fuch 
who have leaft degenerated from that State, with 
whom it is at prefent no more than a Word and a 
Blow. Nor hath it been ever fo much laid afide a- 
mong the politer Sort, but that, when Propofitions 
have been flatly denied, by the Affertion of a little 
negative Monofyllable which gives great Offence to 
military Ears, it hath been always efteemed, among 
Men of Honour, as the only Method proper to con- 
vince an obftinate Antagonift. 

It muft alfo appear to the Reputation of the Bacu- 
linum Argumentum, that it hath been always the Fa- 
vorite of Princes: The Titles of the greateft Poten- 
tates of the World have been decided by it. And 
when the Reafonings of Commiffaries and Plenipoten- 
tiaries have been found ineffectal to the Conviction of 
either Party, this Argument hath in a fhort Time, 

ut the moft intricate Matters beyond all Poffibility of 
Difpute : Nor is this ufed by abfolute Princes amongtft 
each other only, it alfo ferves very commodioufly to 
fettle certain difficult Points, which fometimes arife 
between them and their own Subjects; when an 
Claims have been laid to Liberty or Property, or Cla- 
mours raifed againft Oppreffion and fuch ridiculous 
Things, an Application to the Argumentum Baculinum 
hath immediately quieted all Doubts, and given per- 
fect Satisfaction in the moft perplexing Cafes. 


I 
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I have often heard, with the utmoit Contempt, an 
Infinuation that Law is built om Reafon ; whereas, it 
is plain, that, was you to withdraw this mighty 
Argument, all the Reafon in the Worid would not be 
able to fupport it. On which Account, the wifeft 
Lawgivers have always fubjoined this as the laft and 
fureft Method of convincing ftubborn Minds. 

I might add, that this is the moft general, as well 
as moft fpeedy Method of Conviction. It inftruéts 
the dulleft, as foon as the quickeft Capacity. Indeed 
there are fome Perfons who are to be argued with in 
no other Manner, of whom it is generally faid, 24 muj? 
have every Thing beat into you. This thofe excellent 
Reafoners, the Authors of the Gazetteer, are fo fenfi- 
ble of, that after an infinite Deal of Paper waited to 
prove the Neceflity and Ufefulnefs of the prefent Ar- 
my, they have been obferved at laft to declare to 
their Antagonifts, that if they will be ftill deaf to 
their Arguments, they fhall be fhortly compelled to 
refort to the Pi/bry and Cart’: Ta:/. The latter of 
which is, I apprehend, a Species of the <Argumentum 
Baculinum, which hath not been ufed in Polttics fince 
the Reign of Fames II. 

If to filence an Antagoniit be any Praife to a Dif- 

utant, 1 am fure the knock-down Argument hath the 
reateit Pretence to it. Alexander and Nero more ef- 
eCtually filenced their Opffoiers than 4rifork or Se- 
meca; and, notwithflanding the great Honour which 
the Peripatetic Schools io long paid to the /p/e Dixie 
of Ariffotk, TY am mightily deccivedaf that of Abx- 
ander had rot once a much greater Sway: I fancy we 
fhall be puzzled to account tor that mighty Refpedt 
which mott Countries in Burepe pay to that enforcing 
Form of Words at the Had of ar: Edit, vor sucH 
is our PLeasure, without confidering it to be al- 
ways backed with the rgumentum Baculinun. 

Having thus fhewn the Antiquity, the Dignity, 
and the Efficacy of this Argument, I fhall proceed to 
meition fome few (cut of the many) good Confe- 

quences 
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quences which will arife from a frequent or conftane 
Ufe thereof. | | 

Firft, This is the faireft Way of Reafoning, as it 
is equally adapted to all Capacities. | 

Secondly, It is the only Argument a very large Part 
of Mankind are any-wife fufceptible of, it being im- 
poffible to convey ‘Truth to feveral fturdy Underitand- 
ings in any other Manner, than dy deating it into 
them. | 

Thirdly, I conceive this will be the likelieft Means 
that can poflibly be invented to make all Men of one 
Mind, to which all other Methods of arguing have 
been fo far from conducing, that they feem rather to 
have propagated and eftablifhed Differences in Opi- 
nion. 

Lafth, As Reafon is not always on the Side of 
Power, and is of no Confequence when againft it, but 
to raife the Indigration of the wifer Part of the Peo- 
ple, by letting them fee their Mifery without being 
able to help themfelves ; and confequently, to aggra- 
vate their Grief; now the 4rgumentum Baculinum, on 
the contrary, will always pen clofe to that hipid 
which is uppermoft ; and, being properly handle 
them, Ma ges fail foon to in il yaar aml 
Uneafinefs in the Multitude, and bring them without 
Murmuring to fubmit to whatever Burthen their Bet- 
ters fhall, in their great Wifdom, think fitto lay up- 
on them. I know it will be anfwered, that fuch 
Heart-Burnings arid Grumbling are of no Confequence, 
but are thoroughly laughed at and contemned by all 
great Men. To which I reply, I am not writing in 
Favour of the Powers, but of the People of the Uni- 
verfe, whom I fhould rather fee well threfhed, than 
guiled, or trick’d, as! cheated, and laughed out of 
their Liberties. I might add, that this would utterly 
render the <Argumentum Pecuniarium ufelefs, which 
may fometimes be called in to the Affiftance of Rea- 
fon ; nay, and perhaps, dealt forth under her Name : 

Whereas 
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Wheeras, the A-gumentum Baculinum is of itfelf faf- 
ficient, {corning all other Support; nor do I believe, 
that any Perfon (unlefs the Gazetteers) ever attempted 
to defend it by Reafon. 

For my Part, I can forefee but one Objection which 
can poflibly be made to this Scheme ; namely, that 
the Duties arifing from the Stamp-Offce will be confi- 
derably leffened. This may be obviated two Ways, 
either by advancing a round Sum in Lieu of thofe 
Duties, or by fuffering no Perfon to make ufe of fuch 
Argumentation, without being fupplied with a Head 
from the Government: For which Purpofe, a very 
large Parcel of carved, wooden Heads may be provi- 

, which being joined on to proper Sticks, may be 
difperfed through the feveral Nations of Exrope, in 
what Quantities the feveral Perfons in Power fhall 
think fit. | 

I fhould not have recommended this Way of argu- 
ing fo ftrenuoufly, had not I feen the Excellence of 
itin my own Family; in which, very violent Dif- 
putes were wont formerly to arife, tending only, as I 
obferved, to create Animofities between the Parties, 
who, on thefe Occafions, always departed more con- 
firmed in their own Opinions; on which Account, I 
introduced this Argument, gnd have been often obliged 
to apply it with great Force on both Sides the Que- 
ftion: But, at prefent, my whole Family are fo per- 
feétly well acquainted with its Weight, that, the 
warmeft Difpute, on whatever Subject, or however 
far advanced, on my bare pointing to the Argument, 
which I have formerly informed my Reader hangs 
over my Chimney-Piece, ceafes in an Inftant, every 
‘Thing fubfiding and being hufhed, as the Tempeft in 
the firft Aineid at the Voice of Neptune.

» IS Majefty having been pleafed to fet a- 
part to Morrow as a Day of folemn Faft, 
in Order to implore the Bleflings of Hea- 
ven on the Briti#/ Arms: I have thought 
it becoming me, as a good Encii/hman, 
to throw in my Mite, and dedicate a 
Paper to the fame Caufe ; in which I fhall cautioufly 
avoid the leaft Stroke of Wit or Humour, it being far 
from my Intention to give any Thing favoury to my 
Readers on this Occafion. I fhall, therefore, in a very 
dry Manner, endeavour to inftruét the People hew to 
execute their Duty rightly at this Seafon, and render 
His Majefty’s pious Intention as effectual as poiiible: 
For [ would, by no means, have them think that they 
have difcharged themfelves towards their Country, 
when they have barely faited for it, which perhaps 
many of us may, at prefent, find much more eafy than, 
to eat for it. 

It is fomething difficult, from. natural Reafon only, 
to account for the Merit of abftaining from the mo- 
derate Ule of thofe good Things which the Almighty 
Bounty hath beftowed on us ; and accordingly among 
thofe unenlightenedNations,who walked only by the Law 
of Nature,without the Affiftance of Revelation, we meet 
with no fuch Pra&tice ; and therefore, the learned Mr. 
Broughton, inhis excellent hiftorical Dictionary , a! 

- puoiuine 
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publifhed ; when he fays, Such Solemnities have beew 
evfered in all Nations ;_ is not to be underftood ftrifly 
of Fafting, but of Sacrifice and Atonement for Crimes, 
of which we meet numberlefs Inftances in prophane, 
as well as facred Writers. 

The earlieft Account of Fafting, {ays that Gentleman) 
properly fo called, was on the folemn Day of Expiati- 
on inflituted by Mofes, who yet (fays he) enjoined no other 
Faft ; nor indeed do I find any Exprefs Order for faft- 
ing in the Text, on which this Solemnity was found- 
ed ; the Words are thefe, Alf on the tenth Day of this 
feventh Month there foall be a Day of Atonement, it 
foall be a holy Convocation unto you, and ye foall affi& 
your Souls, and offer an Offering made by Fire unto the 
Lord. However, as the infpired Interpreter thought 
proper to conftituce Fafting as-one of the Ceremonies 
on that Day, this particular Manner of Atonement 
was not only continued on a yearly Celebration of the 
tenth of the Month 7:/ri, but was likewife praétifed 
on many Occafions both public and private, and be- 
came an effential Part of the Tews Religion ; whence 
it was afterwards received into the Chriftian, and hath 
been fince ftolen by Mahomet, and interwoven with his 
Impoftures. ) 

¥ut whatever Idea Jater Ages may have annexed to 
this Atonement, it was certainly intended by Mo/s 
as a Mode only of that Affliction of Soul, which was 
exprefly commanded in the Text cited above ; now, in 
this Light, it may be confidered as a Species of that 
general Cuftom of Expiation or Atonement in Times 
of public Calamity, which (as Mr. Broughton obferves) 
hath been common to all Ages and Nations. 

Whoever confiders it in this View; namely, as a 
Means to afflict the Mind, cannot, I think, eafily 
imagine that this Duty confifts merely in Abftinence 
from Beef and Mutton, or any other Flefh, while they 
riot in all the Delicacies which Fifh and Vegetables 
can afford them ; no, tho’ they fhould give an Pr 

oly- 
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Holyday to the Cooks, and refufe all Manner of Suf- 
tenance, during 24 Hours, I would not have them | 
hope fuch Abftinence will be acceptable, unlefs it be. 
accompanied with Minds truly and thoroughly afflicted ; 
for otherwife they will have no more Merit than the 
oftentatious Pharifee in the Gofpel, te whom (though | 
= — twice a Week) the fincere Publican was pre- | 
erred. 

To affli& the Mind, then, being our Duty on this | 
Occafion, every Thing which conduces to this End, © 
will be,properly purfued by all. And tho’ Abftinence, | 
even from Delicacies, may in this luxurious Age be a 
confiderable Mortification to thofe of a higher Degree, 
yet itis by no Means fafficient. Every Manner of Mor- 
tification muft be practiced, in order to render our 
Minds perfectly afflifted. Such particular Methods 
therefore as occur to me, I-will here fet down, and 
leave it to every individual Reader to fupply as many 
more as he can fuggeft to himfelf. 

It hath, in the firft Place, been cuftomary in all Na- 
tions,"in Times of public Calamity, to manifeft the 
Affliction of the Mind by outward Drefs-and Beha- 
yiour. The Feaws carried it fo far, that even their 
fineft Ladies dreft themfelves in Sackcloth, and carried 
Afhes on their Heads at thefe Seafons. Thefe were 
Aé&s of Humility, which I fhould be glad to {ee imi- 
tated by our Women of Quality. How beautiful would 
they appear in this Defhabille!-How much to their 
Honour would redound a Proceffion of Ladies of Dif- 
tinction to the feveral Churches, in Robes of Sackcloth, 
with Afhes on their Head! but if they decline this ex- 
traordinary A&t of Zeal, at leaft, I hope, no Silver, 
nor Gold, nor Jewels will be worn on this Day. 

__A total Forbearance of all Diverfions will be likewife 
infifted on, not only of public Entertainments,which will 
not be permitted by the Government, but all private 
Parties, as Cards, Dancing, or any other Merriment. 

The 
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The Prattife of fuch Virtues, as are moft difagree- 
able to polite Difpofitions, as it muft tend towards Mor- 
tification, will be certainly very proper. As firft, Ho- 
nefly. Iearneftly recommend to all Perfons (particu- 
larly to fuch as are very able and very ie im- 
mediately on the Sight hereof, to difcharge all fuch 
Debts as have been long due, and which they may 
perhaps have it in their Power to with-hold from the 

r Tradefman till he-is undone. Secondly, Charity. 
Fépieetiind, in this Time of Scarcity and Stagnation 
of Trade, when the exceffive Prices of all the Necef- 
faries of Life, added to the extreme Poverty of the 
People,. fill our Streets and News-papers with number- 
lefs Inftances of Want and Mifery, at fuch a time, I 
fay, it would be as meritorious in the few amongft us, 
who have Wealth, to relieve the Poor from their long 
Faft, as to faft themfelves. Thirdly, Fufice. I do not 
here mean the exaét Diftribution of meum and tuum, 
already mentioned under the Name of Honefty ; but 
that Juftice in a Civil Society, which requires that 

wevery Man fhould be rewarded and punifhed according 
to the Laws of his Country, 

This Virtue may, perhaps, be underftood to belon 
only to thofe few who act ina magifterial or judici 
Capacity ; whereas, the Truth is indeed far otherwife, 
and this Juftice may be praétifed by every private Man : 
But as my Notion may appear, at firft, fomewhat too 
rcfined to the corrupt Eye of the prefent Age, I will 
endeavour to explain it in as cleara Manner as I am 
able. 

jt hath likewife been cuftomary to all Nations, in 
Times of public Calamity, or after fome high Offence 
committed by any of their great Men, to make Ufe of 
fome Atonement or Expiation, in order to avert the 
Anger of the Gods, which, when kindled by human 
Wickednefs, they thought was only to be melted into 
Pity by human Sufferings. ‘The Gods were therefore 
to be appeafed by a Sacrifice; mo Matter whether of 


the 
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the Perfon guilty or no, provided it was one of fome 
Confequence, and of the fame Family or Race, or 
Kingdom. Thus Jphigenia was to fuffer for the Crime 
of her Father, and the innocent Lives of Curtius and 
the Decii, were accepted as a Propitiation for their 
Country. | 

Now, tho’ the Sacrifice of innocent Blood for th 
Redemption of the Guilty was an Expiation adapted 
only to the Palates of the ridiculous, Heathen Deities, 
and muft be abhorred by the only trae, great Ruiler of 
the Univerfe, who is a Being. of infinite Juftice ; yet 
this fame attribute, which muft deteft che Punifhment 
of the Innocent, muft at the fame ‘Time look with 
Satisfaction on that of the Guilty ; and therefore, thefe 
Lines of the tragic Poet 


When by juft Vengeance guilty Mortals perifo, 

The Gods behold their Punifhment with Pkafure, 

And lay th uplifted Thunder-Bolt afide. 

found as wellin the Mouth of a Chriftian as of a. 
Heathen. 

I do, therefore, recommend this ftri€t Juftice to all 
His Majefty’s Subjeéts, and do earneftly entreat any 
Perfon, who in hts own - Mind is convinced that he 
ought to be hanged, tho’ the Law cannot reach him, 
to deliver himfelf immediately into the Hands of Juf- 
tice, that {peedy and: due Methods of Execution may 
be taken, 

Was it not that I cautioufly avoid (as much as poffible) 
Quotations from Scripture, I could prove that fuch a 
Sacrifice as this would be truly acceptable to the Su- 
preme Being. This I am fure of, fuch an Example, 
would, by hyman Methods, procure all imaginable 
Succefs to our Arms, and Britain fhould once more 


walk forth terrible among the Nations. 
How eagerly would fuch an Opportunity have been 
embraced by an ancient Roman? of how little Con- 
Vou I, I fideration 
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fideration would fuch an Aétion have appeared in 
the Eyes of a Decius, a Curtius, a Pofthumus, a Re- 
gulus, or any other of thofe Heroes who did, or were 
ready to facrifice themfelves as the Victims of Rome ? 
If it be objeéted that this is not only Death, but Death 
with Shame : I anfwer, did not Horatius Coccles pafe 
under the Gallows, left his Country fhould pay the 
Forfeiture of his Crime? It is not being hanged, 
but deferving to be hanged, that is infamous ; and it 
is more than probable, that, if there be any fuch 
Perfon as I have hinted at, his Neighbours know he 
deferves to be hanged, tho’ they can’t bring it about : 
But was the Death of never fo infamous a Nature, 
which of thofe Romans I have mentioned, inftead of 
declining it, would not have cryed out,

MEV ERAL Words, in all Languages, 

RK very harmlefs in themfelves, have, with 

Sy great Injuftice been wrefted and pervert- 

L120] ed to ill Meanings, and, by long Ufe and 

: PLAC Corruption, been brought to convey I- 

: deas foreign to their original Significa- 

tion; fuch was the Greek Word for Tyrant, which o- 

riginally fignified no more than King ; and fuch are in 

our Language the Words Knave, Viilain, &’c. Words 

which have been once ufed in a much better Senfe 
than they at prefent enjoy. 

The Word Turn-coat is an Inftance of this Injuftice. 

This is a compound Word, wis to exprefs what 

I we 
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we generally call good Houfewifery. The Turn-coats 
were no others than certain prudent Perfons, who, as 
foon as their Coat was fufficiently foiled on one Side, 
were wont to order it to the right about, and make a 
very handfome and decent Figure with the other 
Side. 

Hence this Term became afterwards metaphorically 
applied to thofe Gentlemen, who, perhaps, from much 
the fame Reafons, turned from one Party to the o- 
ther ; changing their Opinions, as the other did their 
Coats, to the very Reverfe of what they formerly 
were. 

But, however unhappy this Word may be in the 
Opinion of the World, who are apt to exprefs a very 
great Deteftation to it, I can by no means fee any jut 
Caufe for thefe Cenfures ; on the contrary, I think it 
hath a very ftrong Title to thofe frugal Honours 
which it originally received, and to which I hope thefe 
my Labours may again reftore it. 

It muft be granted, that no Man is fo good a Judge 
of the true Merits of a Caufe, as he who hath been 
on both Sides of it. It is not fufficient to fay, that - 
this Knowledge may be acquired by a ftri€t Examina- 
tion into them: It is notorious, that, while a Man is 
attached to one Party, he is always partial in this 
Enquiry ; nor is he indeed able to fearch to the Bot- 
tom, there being certain Secrets, at the Bottom of all 
Parties, which no one difcovers but to Men of the 
fame Principles. So that, throughly to underftand 
which Side of the Queftion hath the greateft Right, 
it is perfeétly neceflary for a Man to have declared 
himfelf on both. 

Befides, a Man, who will rigidly adhere to one Set 
of politic Principles, muft fometimes unavoidably fall 
uncer the fevereit Cenfure of the Law. What is 
Loyalty in one Reign, is High-Treafon. in the next. 
In James Il’s ‘Time, a Man would have been hanged 
for not doing, what in the next Reign he would have 
been 
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been hanged for doing. Inthe Civil Wars between 
Charles 1. and his Parliament, this was more notori- 
ous : It was neceflary then for any one who would fleep 
in a whole Skin, to change his Party as often as his 
Linnen. 

Reproach, tho’ fixed to the Name of Turn-coat, is 
however often avoided by that Praétice. I knew a 
Gentleman, who, in his Travels through Europe, was 
well received every where, by having travelled through 
as many Religions as he did Countries, and very 
wifely recommended himfelf when he came Home, 
by throwing off all. 

Good Fellawfbip ought to be cultivated every where, 
but it will be impoffible for any Gentleman to live in 
any tolerable Share of it with his Neighbours, with- 
out this Virtue. He muft be with one of his Neigh- 
bours a Whig, with the other a Tory. Indeed, this is 
only to be done by Men moderate in their Principles, 
and will be by no means practicable to fuch as have 
figualized themfelves very particularly on either Side. 
Such Men, whenever the Majority is on the oppofite 
Side to what they have hitherto taken, muft entirely 
relinguifh all their former~Friends, muft pofitively 
deny all they have formerly afferted ; in fhort, they 
muft turn their Coat throughout. 

It may perhaps be afked, and is a Queftion not eafy 
to anfwer, How often a Man may be. allowed to 
change his Sides ? Surely he who hath been on both 
Sides the Queftion, may, when he finds his former 
Principles the jufteft, revert to thefe Principles ; nor 
do I fee why, on very weighty Confiderations, he 
may not take a fourth Trip alfo. 

As for the Reafons which may juftify thefe Changes 
they are fo many and various, that I cannot be ex- 
pected to affign them all here. Surely a Man is no 
more obliged to ftick'to his Principles, wien they dif- 
appoint him, than to his Friends. Any ill Ufage 
from his Party, any Refufal of what he thinks him- 
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felf entitled to, no doubt fufficiently juftify this Ex- 
change. How much indeed a good large Offer from 
the other Party, when he hath nothing to complain 
of from his own, may fpeak in his Behalf, I cannot 
fay ; but furely, fuch is the Weaknefs of human Na- 
ture, that it ought to be confidered in his Favour, 
and will, no doubt, if not fufficiently juftify him, 
very confiderably leffen his Fault. 

If we look into Antiquity, we fhall find feveral 
of the moft eminent Heroes glorious Examples of 
this Praétice, Alcibiades and Themiffocles, and others 
among the Greeks ; Coriolanus, &c. among the La- 
tins. Indeed our own Country affords very few In- 
ftances, Colonel Hurry in the Civil Wars, I think 
makes the chief Figure among the Tura-coats of our 
Countrymen. 

I know it hath been laid down, as a Maxim of 
good Policy, by one of no inconfiderable Reputation, 
to ftand firm to your Principles, inafmuch as you may 
be affured that the Party you adhere to will one time 
or other get the Afcendent. But

Climax in the Character of Pompey, and endeavours 

from this chiefly to recommend him to the Romans.

By Authority, then, I underftand, that Weight which 
one Man bears in the Mind of another, refulting from 
an Opinion of any extraordinary Qualities or Virtues 
inherent in him, which prepares the latter to receive 
the moft favourable Inipreffion from all the Words and 
Adtions of the Perfon thus efteem’d: This Opinion, 
when it becomes General of any Man, conftitutes what 
we call wit ga which whoever hath attained, may 
with great Facility procure any Thing which it is in 
the Power of the People to confer on him, may per- 
fuade them to, or diffuade them from any Purpofes. 
Whatever he affirms, they will believe; whatever he 
affects they will hope; whatever he commands, they 
will execute. In this Light, Virgi/ introduces a Man 


of Authority pacifyinga Tumult, one of the 
PiGures in the whole /Eneid. : 


Ac veluti magno in Popul cum ie coorta eft 


Seditio, fevitque animis ignobile Vulgus. 

Famque Faces €§ faxa volant. Furor Arma miniftrat. 
Lum Pietate gravem, &S Meritis fi forte Virumgquem — 
Confpexére filent, erre&ifque Auribus aflant,. ° 
dile regit DiGis Animos &F temperat has. 


As when in Tumults rife th’ignoble Crowd, 

Mad are their Motions, and their Tongues are loud ; 
And Stones and Brands in rattling Vollies fly, 

And all the ruftic Arms that Fury can fupply : 

If then fome grave and pious Man appear, 

They hufh their Noife, and lend a lift’ning Ear ; 
He footh with fober Words their angry Moad, 

And quenches their innate Defire of Blood,

Or, 
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Or, as another hath tranflated two of the Lines more 
ludicrous ; , 


‘If in their Tumults a grave Man appears, 
_ All's whift, and nothing ftirring but their Ears. 


- We read in Machiavel, that when the Fhrentines in 
a. violent Commotion had flain Pogolantonia Soderini, 
and ran in a Tumult to his Houfe with Intention to 
plunder it, his Brother Franci/co, Bifhop of Volterra, 
who was accidentally there, marching out into the 
Crowd in his epifcopal Robes, by the Majefty of his 
Perfon, and the Dignity of his Behaviour, reftrained 
them from farther Outrage, and prevailed with them 
to return peaceably Home. And in another Place, 
the fame Writer obferves, that Hannibal could have 
kept fo vaft an Army of different Nations in fuch 
exa&t Difcipline, and free from Mutiny and .De- 
fertion, by his great Reputation and Authority 
only. . 

Nor is this Force of Authority lefs prevalent in, Ci- 
vil, than in Military, in the loweft, than in the higheft 
‘Affairs. It prefides in all Affemblies, efpecially fuch 
where there is any Degree of Freedom. Plutarch, in 
the Life of Phocion,; renfarks, that the leaft Gefture, 
the leaft Nod or Token of a Man held in public Efti- 
mation, will be more regarded than the elaborate Ora- 
tions of thofe of no Charaéter. The moft private Life 
muft afford Inftances. of this Truth. In every Club, 
or Meeting of Men, there are fome who command the 
Attention of the Reft, whenever they pleafe to open 
their Mouths, whilft others may talk themfelves hoarfe 
without any Notice taken of them. Hence, I appre- 
hend, arofe that common Phrafe of being wef or ill 
beard ; the Confequence hereof mutt be fenfibly felt by 
every Perfon who {peaks in Company, much more in a 
public Affembly. 


Whence 
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Whence this Authority accrues, is not neceflary to 
difcufs. In public Charaéters, I believe, it .is pene: 
rally the Attendant on Merit, tho’ I confefs that fome- 
times here, and often jn private Life, we owe Eft 
and Contempt, to. accidental, indirect, and fometimes 
ridiculous Circumftances ; of which I fhall give this 
flagrant Inftance, that *till my Removai to a polite 
Part of the Town, the World paid very little Refpec&t 
to thofe excellent Difcourfes with which I obliged them, 
poflefling themfelves with an O payer that nothing 
worth their reading, could poffibly come from Hockley 
in the Hole. | 

But from whatever Caufes the good or ill Opinion 
of the People proceeds, the Confequences of thefe will 
be the fame ; of the Former I have fufficiently {poke 
already ; I fhall, therefore, in the remaining Part of 
this Paper, endeavour to fhew, that the univerfal il 1 
Opinion of a People, renders a Man utterly incapable 
of executing any public Office, either Military or Ci- 
vil. Secondly, I fhall point out fome of the genera |] 
Springs whence this flows. _And thirdly, I fhall give 
a few Hints, by which any Perfon, labouring un- 
der this Calamity, may diftinguifh the Symptems 
thereof. 

The Firft of thofe hath been inclufively fpoken to 
already, for if Authority or Popularity be of that vatt 
a Ses that it almoft always procures Succefs, a 
Reverfe of thefe muft have a contrary Effeét, for tho’ 
fome Men, who have been hated and defpifed by their 
Country, may have comforted themfelves that they 
have been lefs guilty than others, who have fhar’d 
the fame Fate, they could not think themfelves lefs 
unfortunate ; the fame Incapacity of ferving their 
Country, of effecting any great or glorious Aé€tion, 
will purfue them,- whether they are defpifed, or hated, 
right or wrong. This being too plain to require the 
Proof of an Example. I fhall proceed, fecondly, to 
the Caufes of this ill Opinion, which, though perhaps 

an 
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an Inftance or two may be fhewn to the contrary, is 
ly too well founded. : 

This univerfal ilk Opinion, when in the utmoft 
Perfection, is a Mixture of Hatred and Contempt ; 
whatever therefore produces either of thefe, may be 
truly call’d one of the Ingredients in this Compofition. 
Now, I believe, the Original of pepelar Hatred and 
Contempt, may be found in fome of the following A- 
phorifms. 

The People hate their Enemies. 

They hate all thofe whofe Interefts are incompatible 
with their own. 

They hate all fuch as purfue Interefts different from 
their own. 

They hate their Oppreffors. 

They hate all the Devifers and Promoters of Laws, 
reftrictive of their Liberties. 


They hate the Inventers of Schemes prejudicial to 
their Properties. 

They defpife thofe whofe Abilities are known to be 
in no wife equal to their Offices. 

They defpife and hate thofe who have been raifed 


from very low to very high Degrees, without public 
Merit and Services” 


They defpife Men in high Station, whofe Perfons are 
clumfy, whofe Behaviour is aukward, and whofe Man- 
ners are low and mean. 

They hate -all Subjects in Power, who difpofe of 
Preferments without any Regard to Merit or Ca- 

ity. 
P Lally, They hate thofe from whom they appre- 
hend their Deftru€tion, and by how much the more 
per defpife fuch, by fo much the more they hate 
em. 

Thefe are the moft general Caufes of ill Opinion, to 
which, perhaps, fome more may be added. Now the 
Symptoms, by which an univerfal Difregard may be 
difCover’d, feem to be chiefly thefe. 


The 
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‘The inward Suggeftion of a Man’s own Mind, -that 

he deferves to be heartily hated by his fellow Sub- 
jeéts ; and an Apprehenfion arifing thence of the free 
Voice of the People, with a Self-conviction that he hath 
taken all bafe Methods to fecure himfelf-from this 
Fear. 
A dreadful Experience, that all Men of great Abi- 
lities decline his Caufe, his hie mgr and his Ac- 
quaintance. ‘That none will do him the leaft Service 
without Pay, which thofe, who are moft capable of 
ferving him, will notaccept. That he hath no Friend 
who is not his Dependent, and ‘hated for being fuch 
by all others. ‘That no one will fay or hear, write or 
read any Thing in his Favour ; while every Perfon and 
Thing attempting to vilify and ridicule him, are carefs’d 
and eiteem’d by the Public. 

Though more might be added ‘(being perhaps par- 
ticular Branches from thefe general Roots) it inay be 
needlefs to enumerate them, feeing that whoever finds 
the leaft Appearance of any of the before-mentioned 
may conclude the Symptoms are on him ; and whoever 
fhall perceive that he is clear of all thefe, may as fafely 
acquit himfelf. 

I conclude with obferving, that we have had no 
Perfon in whom all thefe Symptoms have met, fince 
Buckingham, and I heartily hope we fhall never fee fuch 
another. Cc

ms & HE Ufe of Speech hath by fome been 

eso), reprefented as an eff ntial Mark, which 

diftinguifhes Man from the other Inha- 
bitants of this Creation. I fuppofe thefe 
Perfons mean’ the Power of conveying 
Ideas to each other by Speech, for that 
of articulating Sounds we may obferve in feveral o- 
thers. - 

Nor, perhaps, will the Obfervation hold extremely 
true with Regaed to the other Quality. Inafmuch as 
I fee great Reafon to believe all Animals have a Sort 
of Language, whereby they converfe with one ano- 
ther. Tho’ perhaps they have not a Faculty of mo- 
dulating Sounds with as great a Variety as Man, ha- 
ving, perhaps, a lefs Variety of Ideas; yet, whoever 
has been at all converfant with them, cannot, I think 
doubt their Power of communicating fome neceflary, 
Hints: For my Part, I am fufhciently affured, they 
have no Sound, but what hath its proper Meaning, 
and is well underftood among themfelves: For, not 
to argue from the Opinion, that Nature hath made 
nothing in vain, whoever hath obferved a Rook a- 
Jarm his Neighbours on the Apprehenfion of Danger; 
or the different Sounds made ute of by the Hen a 
fhe would fummon her Chickcns to their Food, or

warn them to fhun an approaching Hawk, muft con- 
clute that they have fuflicient Methods to convey the 
Ideas of Delight and Terror to each other, nay, and 
to thofe of our own Species, who live much aang 
them, and (if I may be allowed the Phrafe) conver 
intimately with them. The experienced Huntfman 
knows, by the different Notes of his Dogs, whether 
the Game be Fox or Hare which they purfue. In 
fhort,-a Man who fhould be thrown among a Nation 
of People, whofe Language he underftood not one 
Word of, might full as rationally conclude, that they 
had none, and all that feemed fuch in them, was no- 
thing more than certain inarticulate, accidental Sounds 
without any Meaning, as he might thofe of the Beaits 
to be fo from the fame Reafon. 

But tho’ the very Gift of Speech itfelf, doth not 
eflentially diftinguifh us from our fellow Inhabitants 
of this Globe, yet the Manner ia which we employ 
it, I think, does; or, in other Words, tho’ the Ule 
of Speech be not peculiar to Man, I believe the Abufe 
of it is. 

Mr. Lock, in his Chapter of the Remedies of the 
Abufe of Words, fays, ‘'That whoever fhall confider 
‘ the Errors and Obfcurity, the Miftakes and Confu- 
‘ fion, that are {fpread in the World by an ill Ufe of 
‘ Words, will find fome Reafon to doubt, whether 
* Language, as it has been employed, has contributed 
‘ more to the Improvement or Hindrance of Know- 
* ledge amongft Mankind.” 

I am inclined to believe, that if we could, by a 
Kind of Chemical Operation, feparate thofe Parts of 
our ordinary Converfation, which either leave any I- 
dea in the Mind of the Speaker, or convey any to 
that of the Hearer, from thofe which do not, the 


former would be found fcarce to bear the Proportion 
of a tenth Part to the latter. 


_To inftance, firft, in Compliments, among the ci- 
wilized Part of sence a Number of Words 


2 hath 
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hath the Introduction of this Cuftom ftripp’d of their I- 
deas,and in a Manner annihilated? What idea hath any 
Man in his Head, when he fixys to another, Sir, 1 am 
your moft obedient “humble Servant, I an heartily glad 
to fee you, How does your good Family ? I am heartily 
ferry to hear of the Death of your Father, &e. I be- 
lieve there is fcarce any well-bred Man, but hath 
thrown away half the Words of his Language in this 
Manner. Nor is there any Man either w oak enough 
to intend, or to receive Flattery by this Method; 
when one Gentleman tells another he is, [His mo? obe- 
dient Servant, it fignifies no more, nor is anv more 
meant or underitood by it, than if hehad fsid Bara- 
tabatha, or any other Sound, which in no Language, 
that we know of, has any Meaning. 

A fecond Way of fquandering Words ia Converfa- 
tion, is the Art of adorning your Speech (as fome ima- 
gine the ancient Greeks to have done their Language} 
with Expletives. This is a Faculty which I have 
known fome Men pofizis in fo eminent a Degree, that 
they might themfelves be propey! ly called Expletives 
in Converfation. 

A third Way, and lefs innocent than any of the for- 
mer is that of Swearing on every flight, and fome- 
tim es on no Oceafion. If an Oath conveyed to the 

uind of a Chriftian, the terrible Senfe it properly 
ignites it would be impo Tible for him to be fo weak 
as to ufe it; befides, coniidering the prefent flourithin 

state of Infidelity, we may often be affured an- Outh 
is a Sound without any Idea belonging to it; for 
what Idea can an Atheifi have in his “Mind, when he 
iwears by his Creator, or a Deiit, who {wears by any 
of the Articles of the Chriftian Faith. 

‘Vhere are feveral other Methods too tedious to 
mention, in which particular Men very happily fuc- 
ceed; an Arguinent or a Story often carry cff fome 
thouiands of Words, and leave no Perfon the witer; 
not to mention certain Phrafes which have by long 

Cuitom 
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Cuftom arrived at meaning nothing, tho’ often ufed ; 
fuch as, it is very early, very late; very hot, very 
cold ; a very good, a very bad Play or Opera ; the 
beft in the World, the worft in the World, and feveral 
others. 

But befides many other Species cf Word-fquande- 
ring which are generally practifed, every particular 
Profeflion feems to have laid violent Hands on, fome 
certain Syllabies which they ule ad Liditum without 
conveying any Idea whatfoever. 

I need not mention that Cuitom fo notorious among 
Gentlemen of the Law, of taking away from Subftan- 
tives, the Power given them by Mr. Lil of flanding 
by themfelves, and joining two or three more Subjtan- 
tives to fhew their Signification ; I mean the noble Art 
of Tautology, which is one Kind of Extravagance in 
the Ufe of Words: ‘They have alfo feveral Words, or 
rather Sounds peculiar to themfelves without any Mean- 
ing, fuch as learned in the Law, difpatch, reafonable, 
and many others. | 

Payficians feem to have fo carefully avoided this 
Extravagance, that in their Prefcriptions they ufe no 
Words at all, conveying their Meaning to the Apothe- 
cary, by certain ftrange Figures, whicn fome think to 
havea very myttical, and even magical Force in them; 
and yet thefe Gentlemen have fome Words in Ufe a- 
mong them, to which it will be very difficuit to af- 
fign any certain Idea. Such are out of Danger, fafe 
Prefcription, infailible Mcthod, @e. Nay, I have 
been told, that Phyfician itfelf, isa Word of very lit 
tle, if any Signification. 

The Mercantile World, may at firlt Sight, from 
their Writings be fuppofed to fpare all Superfluity of 
Language, and ufe no more thai the needful, and yet 
notwithitanding their frequent Barifhment of the frit 
Perfon out of their Epiitles, we fhall find in their 
Mouths feveral Words and Phrafes of as little Mea- 
ing asany before mentioned: Such are, very cheap, 

K 3 loweit 
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loweft Price, get nothing by it, fair Trader—As I 
have a Soul to be faved, this coft me, &9c¢.— 

There are alfo feveral Ways at firft ufed to diftin- 
guifh particular rees of Men, but by time imme- 
morial ftript of all Ideas whatever, 

Such are Captain, Dr. Efquire, Honourable, and 
Right Honourable, the two laft of which fignifies no 
more than if you fhould pronounce the above-men- 
tion’d Word Barababatha. | 

Great Men have peculiar Phrafes, which fome Per- 
fons imagine to have a Meaning among themfelves, 
but give no more Idea to others, than any of thofe 
unintelligible Sounds which the Beafts utter; fuch are, 
upon my Honour, believe me, depend on me, I'll 
certainly ferve you another Time, this is promifed, I 
with you had fpoke fooner ; and fome hundred others 
of this kind, very frequent in the Mouths of the faid 
great Men. 

I fhall enumerate no more out of many - Inftances 
which might be brought of our ufing Sounds, with- 
out Ideas; but from what has been faid, I am perfua- 
ded the Ufe of Speech appears of no fuch univerfal 
Advantage as fome may think. it, and that we may 
not confider the Diftingtion which Speech has fet be- 
tween us and the Brute Creation (if it hath fet any) 
fo much to our Honour, nor make fo ill a Ufe of it, 
as to upbraid them with what if Nature hath granted 
to us, we have fo barbaroufly and fcandaloufly abufed.

Methought (fora Man may dream with his Eyes open) 
the Jupiter of the Ancients was again the Deity in Fa- 
fhion, and, again difpos’d to familiarize himfelf to 
Men, by admitting Prayers, Conferences, or even Ex- 
poftulations: Methought, I faw him defcend in that 
awful, but yet converfible Figure, in which Homer has 
defcrib’d him, and, it may be fuppos’d, that Phidias 
reprefented him ; his Brow unclouded, his Eye benign, 
and every Mufcle fweeten’d with Smiles of Conde- 
fcention and Complacency, like the God of Nature, 


and Parent of the Univerfe : His Terrors all laid by, 

his Thunder fleeping ; not the Judge, but the Friend of 

Man. . 
yoy likewife, that, by a Sign from him, 


the Earth Icit its rotund Figure, and, as Mi/ton aptly . 
expreffes it, immediately ftretch’d itfelf into Longitude, 
becoming an immeafurable Plain, hardly to be com- 
prehended by human Eyes, tho’ view’d from the re- 
moteft of the Stars, and to be diftinétly furvey’d by 
none but Fove alone. On this were initantly aflembled 
all the Nations of the World, of all Comple¢tions, 
Manners, and Religions; thro’ the Midft of whom 
two different, nay oppofite Beings continually hurried 
to and fro, prefent at Births, and following to the 
Grave, traverfing all the Stages of Life, the Bud of 
Infancy, the Bloom of Youth, the full-blown Flower

The 
Younger, on the contrary, had a Face like Hede, 
the Smile of Venus, the Voice of a Syrex, and all the 
Allurements of all the Graces, Eale, Joy, and Ex- 
taly wereever in her Train. The Prayers, Vows, 
and Wifhes of the Univerfe were offer’d folely to her ; 
courting her Prefence with Blandifhments, hailing her 
Arrival, and foliciting her Refidence. A Glance of 
her Eye reviv’d the Poor, comforted the Mourner, and 
let in a Dawn of Hope on the Broken-hearted. . 
In a Word, Power, Pomp, Riches, and Luxury of all 
Sorts, were coveted only for her Sake.—She gave them 
their Value, and, when fhe refus’d her Blefiing, they 
infantly chane’d tieir very Natures, and became Cor- 
rofives, that, like the Vulture of Prometheus, prey’d on 
the very Heart of the Poffeffor. The Names of 
thefe two potent Principles, were Phafure and Pain ; 
through every Climate, under al] Difpenfations, 
in all Ages, alike the Terror and Defire of Mor- 
tals ! 

Thefe, therefore, it may be eafily imagin’d, were 
the moit intereting Figures in the various Scene before 
me; nor, in Spite of the Prefence of the Thurndercr, 
could I help acknowledging their Importance, or beirg 
fenfible of their Power. At length J€ercury, by 
Command, “tye out a Proclamation, that Fupiter be 
ing continually importun’d with a great Varicty of im- 

=. pertinent 
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pertinent Prayers, was come down to grant his Crea- 
tures a general Boon, willing them to put up the'r Pe- 
tition, and to render it as comprehenfive as poflible ; 
fince the God was in good Humour, and would give 
his Fiat to whatever they fhould agree to afk, without 
putting them to any Expence in Sacrifices, or Fees to 

his Priefts. 
An univerfal Burft of Applaufe fucceeded to this 
racious Declaration, and immediately the Affembly divi- 
fied itfelf into Parties andCabals, to confider how to make 
the wifeft Ufe ot the Golden Opportunity. Soon after 
which, as if one Soul had govern’d that huge Body, 
all Eyes were turn’d on Pain; now, as ufual, bufy 
in Mifchiefs ; and teaching them what to afk, by what 
they fuffer'd. Pain! Pain is the univerfal Evil! 
exclaim’d the Voice of the whole Earth; Rid us of 
that, we afk no more! *Tis foe has defeated the benign 
Purpofes of Heaven, blended herfelf with the whole 
Produ& of Nature, corrupted the very Elements we are 
form d of, and made Life itfelf a Curfe.——Whereas, 
ence remov'd, the Heavens will be all Sun-foine and 
Star-light, the Ocean will fmooth itfelf into Cabns, and 
Earth convert itfelf into a new Eljfium. Rid us of Pain, 
then, almighty Jupiter! 2% that one complicated Curfe, 
is contained all-we would deprecate! All we would a- 

woid | 

As foon as their Petition was prefer’d, the God 
was feen to fmile; and, giving his Affint, by the 
majeftic Nod of Acceptance and Favour, Paz# in- 
ftantly difappear’d, a the whole Afiembly, which 
was the Moment before agitated like the tumultuous 
Billows of the Ocean, remain’d fix’d and motionlefs 
as Statues : Nota Limb, not a ‘Fongue, hot an Eye 
was mov’d. Actions began, Sentences half utter’d, 
‘Thoughts in Embrio, all remain’d fufpended : A dead 
Calm feem’d to benumb and ftupify the whole Creation. 
Péeafure appear’d now to be conneéted by fecret, and 
till then invifible Ties to her Sifter “Pain, and when

Thefe, then, were manifeftly the Weights to the Ma- 
chine, and of Courfe, were no fooner taken off, but 
all the Wheels ftood ftill.

And if Animal Life remain’d for a while after, 
it was owing to the Impulfe formerly given ‘it,

When this furprifing, but affe€ting Scene had taken 
Place, methought the God, as fufficiently diverted with 
the Folly of his Votaries, by a fecond Signal, introduc’d

You are all my Creatures; of Courfe 
equal in my Efteem, and I have exaétly proportioned 
your Pleafures to your Pains. You cannot reproach 
fleeping Matter for being incapable of Pleafure, fince 
‘tis equally free from Pain ; neither could Matter, if 
endu’d with Voice, infult your Pain, fince ’tis recom- 
pens’d with an equal Senfe of Pleafure. Fram’d as you 
are, Pain and Pleafure muft both enter at the fame 
Door: And that you fo are fram’d, isa Proof you are 
fram’d aright. 
At chele Words, ‘fupiter and his Herald difappear’d, 
the Scene chang’d, and I found the World, at my Re- 

turn, juft as I left it.

i that ufelefs and pernicious Weed, which every where 
obitruéts Men in all defirable Purfuits. 

As it was the Aim and earneft Endeavour of the 
Stoics, and other Seéts of the ancient Writers, to raife 
and elevate human Nature to the higheft Pitch of 
Goodnefs and Virtue; thefe Philofephers have, with 
no lefs Pains, laboured to degrade and debafe it to the 
loweft Sink of Iniquity and Vice. As the former had 
before them the Pattern of Divine Perfeétion, the Imi- 
tation of which they affiduoufly preached up to their 
Difciples and Followers, the whole Courfe of their 
Labours vifibly tending to bring Mankind as near as 
poifible to the Excellence of the Deity ; fo the latter 
have not fcrupled to fet before their Readers the Imi- 


tation of an infernal Demon, and drudged as heartily 
to level us with him. 


What 
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What Advantage thefe Political Philofophers propofe 
to themfelves or the World from the Propagation of 
this Doétrine, is not eafy to determine ; or why they 
fhould fo ftrenuoufly endeavour to prove that true 
which they muft at the fame Time own, is highly 
our Intereit to wifh falfe, I cannot imagine. Was hu- 
man Nature really as depraved, and totally bad as they 
reprefent it, furely the Difcovery is of the fame Kind 
with his, who with great Pains igpene se his Friend 
that a Wife, who had agreeably deceived him, and 
with whom he lived extremely happy, was falfe to 
him. A Man, upon whom fuch unwelcome Difco- 
veries are intruded, may fay with him in Horace.

An Evil which admits of no Remedy, a wife Man 
would furely wifh to remain in Ignorance of. Surely 
a Perfon violently deformed in his Features, would 
have little Reafon to thank one who officioufly helda 
a Glafs to him ; nor is he more obliged to another, 
who tells him he is undoubtedly a Rogue in his Na- 
ture. ° 

Thefe Philofophers have carried on their War a- 
gainft Virtue two Ways. ‘They have firft, as much as 
in them lay, endeavoured to ridicule and extirpate all 
our Expectations of any future Reward in another 
Life; and fecondly, they have reprefented it as dire€tly 
incompatible with our Happinefs and Advancement 
in this. While one Part of this ‘Tribe have been kick~ 
ing our Religion out of Doors, another have as ftrenu- 
ouily applied themfelves to fend our Morals after. We 
have feen Religion reprefented as a Grievance, ; od 
Vices very modeltly called the chief Benefits to a Ni- 
tion. 
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I thall not here enter into the Difcuffion. of Points 
of fo great Coniequence, and which have been fo often 
and fo well proved as the Immortality of the Soul, and 
the Certainty of a future State. The Reader will find 
in Tilltfon, and Ck: &, fufEcient Demonftratiors of this 
Truth, fufficient Antidotes ageinf all fuch Writings 
as I have above-mentioned. ‘The Scope of this Paper 
is to prove, that thefe Writers would do a real Difier- 
vice to Mankind, even fuppofing theie Allegations 
were true, and Religion as Me as they would have it 
imagined. 

Was there no future State, it would be furely the 
Intereft of every virtuous Manto with there was one ; 
and fuppofing it certain, every wife Man muft natu- 


rally become virtuous, How finely does the Stoic 
argue,

What a glorious, What a rapturous Confideration 
muft it be to the Heart of Man to think the Good- 
nefs of the Great God of Nature concerned in his Hap- 
pisefs? How muft it elevate him in his own Opinion? 
How tranfported muft he be with himfclf? What ex- 
tatic Pleafure mutt he feel in his Mind, when he pre- 
fumes that his Ways are pleafing to the All-powerful 
Creator of the Univerfe? How eranfporting mutt be 
the Thought that he is look’d on with Favour by the 
mighty Being, in whofe Will is all Gocdnefs and Be- 
nevolence, and in whofe Power is ali Exiftence and all 
Happinefs ? If this bea Dream, it is fuch a one as 
infinitely exceeds all the paultry Enjoyments th’s Life 
can afford. It is fuch a Delufion as he wo undeceived 
you might be well faid Occidere & non forvare, to dee 
Rroy, not prefeave. How crucl wouid it be in a Phy- 

fician 
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fican to wake his Patient from Dreams of purling 
Streams, and fhady Groves, to a State of Pain and 
Mifery ? How much more cruel then is this pretended 
Phyfician of the Mind, who deftroys in you thofe de- 
lightful Hopes, which, however vain, would afford 
fuch a Spring of Pleafure during the whole Courfe of 
rour Life. | 
And fuppofing that the Deift, nay the Atheift, could 
carry his Point, fuppofing that the Belief of a future 
State, nay of avery Deity, could be rooted out of the 
Vorld, and- Men could be brought to believe that 
this vaft regular Frame of the Univerfe, and alli the 
artful and cunning Machines therein were the Effects 
of Chance, of an irregular Dance of Atoms. Suppofe 
the Atheift could eftablith his Creed (a Creed abound- 
ing with many greater difficulties to human Underftand- 
ing than any religious one whatever) nay, fuppofe the 
Deift could eftablifh his, that we could believe the 
Deity a lazy, unattive Being, regardlefs of the Affairs 
of this World, that the Soul of Man, when his Body 
dieth, lives no more, but returns to common Matter 
with that of the Brute Creation, where would be the 
Advantage accruing to us? What Mifery would be 
banifhed out of the World? would Men be the happier 
or better for this Knowledge? What would be the 
Confequence of this? Why then Mankind might be 
left to purfue their Defires, their Appetites, their 
Lufts, in a full Swing and without Controul. The 
Ambitious, the Voluptuous, the Covetous, the Revenge- 
ful, the Malicious, fteering clear of human Laws only, 
without any Fear of being called toa future Account, 
might feait and glut their feveral Paffions with the moft 
delicious Re atts they could procure.

| Delights with Women, and gratify him with the 
fineft Dainties that the Gardens, or the Shambles of 
Venus can produce ; let him, if he pleafe, compli-

ment preferved to us in the Records of 
all Antiquity, than what is contained 
in a fhort Sentence of P/ato, which I 
have often feen quoted. ‘* That could 
‘ Mankind behold Virtue naked, they 
* would all be in Love with her.” 
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Several of the Philofophers, as well as primitive 
Fathers, and fome modern Divines, have drefled her 
up in fuch difagreeable Colours, have reprefented her 
to be of fo rigid a Nature, and fo difficult to be attain- 
ed, that they have frightned the weaker and more in- 
dolent Part of Mankind from her Embraces, while 
thefe have either defpaired of Succefs in the Purfuit, 
or fancied fuch intolerable Penances, as they were un- 
able to undergo in her Poffefiion. 

A certain Se&t, whom I mentioned in my laft Paper, 
taking Advantage of this frightful Figure, in which, 
Virtue was fet heeth, turned the Arms of ridicule upon 
her, and endeavoured to perfuade Mankind, that this 
qutwardly difagreeableMiftrefs had as few Charms with- 
in. That, however ugly fhe appeared in that Drefs, 
wherein her Advocates had exhibited her, fhe had 
really put on her beft Face ; that thofe hidden Beauties 
which they talked fo much of, were nothing more 
than Chimeras of their own Brains; or at leaft For- 
geries only devifed to impofe upon and cheat the Mul- 
titude. In Oppofition to whom, they tricked out and 
adorned with all poflible Shew and Splendor, a very 
fine, young Lady, who they affured the World was 
full as charming within as without, and ten Times a 
more valuable Conqueft than that Miftrefs for wham 
they had fighed fo long. 
aaa of thefe Gentlemen acted in a more difguifed 
Manner, never telling any the Name of this Mittrefs 
they fo commended, while others grew bolder, threw 
off her Mafque, and were not afhamed to declare, that 
Vice, to every wife Man, was infinitely preferable to 
Virtue. ‘That every Man who intended to advance 
himfelf in the World, or to be great and happy, 
muift make his Addreffts to the former ; that T'hirft and 
Hunger, Whips and Chains, were the only Boons 
which Virtue beftowed on her Admirers. That her 
Favour was the fure Road to Mifery, and that thofe 
in whom fhe moft delighted, fhe nade moft unhappy. 
In 
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In Confequence of this, feveral Treatifes were writ- 
en, fhewing how Men might attain the full Poffeflion of 
the former Lady ; or, to drop the Allegory, Rules were 
preferibed to make us complete Rogues. 

And yet, if we examine this Matter thoroughly, if 

we ftrip Virtue and Vice of all their outward a. 
ments and Appearances, and view them both naked, 
and in their pure, native Simplicity, we fhall, I truft, 
find Virtue to have in her every ‘Thing that is nine 4 
valuable, to be a conftant Mifirefs, a taithful Friend, 
anda pleafant Companion; while Vice will appear 
ataudry, painted Harlot, within, all foul and impure, 
enticing only at a Diflance, the Pofleffion of her cer- 
tainly attended with Uneafinefs, Pain, Difeafe, Pover- 
ty, and Difhonour. 
' Virtue is not that coy, nor that cruel Miftrefs the is 
reprefented. Nay is fhe of that morofe and rigid 
Nature, which fome miitake her to be. If fhe loves 
Retirement, and is more fafely preferved there, {till 
fhe will accompany you in Cities, in Courts, and in 
Camps. Ambition itfelf, if moderate, fhe will coun- 
tenance, fhe will not indeed permit you, by all Means 
whatever, to rife and advance yourfelf ; yet fhe has 
been known to raife fome to the higheft Dignities in 
the State, in the Army, and in the Law. So that 
we find Virtue and Intereit are not, according to Pho- 
tinus in Lucan, as repugnant as Fire and Water. Be- 
fides how much more defirable is Preferment acquired 
by virtuous, than that obtained by vicious Means. 
‘ihe virtucus Man, for the moft Part however, enjoys 
his Preferment with a Security of Mind, with Safety, 
and with Honour. Whereas the Man, who by bafe 
and difhoneft Means hath raifed himfelf to Power, 
{lands as it were ona Pinacle, expofed to every Wind, 
fearful and difquieted within, hated and purfued with- 
out. His Power feldom lafting, always uncertain, and 
generally fare to end in Ruinand Difhonour. 


Nor 
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Nor hath the virtuous Man lefs Advantage in the 
Ways of Pleafure. Virtue forbids not the fatisfying 
our Appetites, Virtue forbids us only to glut and de. 
ftroy them. The temperate Man taftes and relifhes 
Pleafure in a Degree infinitely fuperior to that of the 
voluptuous, ‘The Body of the voluptuous Man foon 
becomes impaired, his Palate foon lofes its ‘lafte, his 
Nerves become foon unbraced and unfit to perform 
their Office : whereas, the temperate Body is ilill pre- 
ferved in Health, it’s Nerves retain their full Tone and 
Vigour, and convey to the Mind the moit exquite Sen- 
fations. The Sot foon ceafes to enjoy his Wine, the 
Glutton his Dainties, and the Libertine his Women, 
‘The temperate Man enjoys all in the higheft Degree, 
and indeed with the greateft Variety : For human Na- 
ture will not fuffice for an Excefs in every Paffion, and 
wherever one runs away with a Man, we may generally 
obferve him facrificing all the reft to the Enjoyment 
of that alone. ‘The virtuous and temperate Man only 
hath Inclination, hath Strength ; and, (if I] may be in- 
dulged in the Expreflion) hath Opportunity to enjoy 
all his Paflions, 

Poverty is fo far from being enjoined us by Virtue, 
that Parlimony, which fhe exprefly prefcribes, is a 
certain Way to Wealth. Indeed fhe fuffers us not 
by any bafe or mean Arts, by impofing or preying on 
others, to rufh, as were, into immenfe Fortunes, 
The Confequences of which, we may obferve, to be 
always either {pending them again in a Manner asde- ff 
teitable as they were amafled, or forfeiting them to that f 
Juitice which we injured in the getting them, or be- 
coming abfolute Slaves tothem. The fat of which is 
of all Circumftances the moft miferable. There is 
fcarce any Trade, any Profeflion in Life, which will 
not abundantly fupply the induftrious Profeffor. If we 
fearch to the Bottom, we fhall find the moderate Ac- F 
guifitions of Induftry and Honefty more productive of 


Hap. 
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Happinefs, than all the Plunder with which Fraud 
Rapine, or Violence can enrich us. | 

It is needlefs to run through any other Inftance, we 
fhall find in all, that Virtue indulges usin the Ufe, ' 
and preferves us from the Abufe of our Paffions. That 
jt isalways the Refult of Wifdom, as Happinefs will 
be always the Refult of Virtue. | 

Vice cheats us with the Appearances of Good, while. 
Virtue only gives it us in Reality. Honour, Pleafure, 
Wealth, are only found under her Conduct. Vice’ 
plays the Courtier with us, it flatters, and promifes, 
and deceives. Virtue is more referved, lefs liberal to 
us on a flender Acquaintance ; but when we prove our- 
{elves worthy her Favours, fhe is always profufe in be- 
ltowing them. 

And this is fhe that hath been reprefented in fo ri- 
gid and odious a Light by fome of her own Advocates. 
That hath been pictured as fuch a Tyrant, requiring 
Things almoft impoffible to be performed, and forbid-. 
ding us other Things from which it is as difficult to 
abitain. ‘This is that Virtue which wanton Wits have 


ftrove to ridicule, and wicked Sophifters have argued 

to be fo contrary to our worldly Intereft ; whereas, her 

Commands are moft eafy, and her Burthens light ; fhe 

commands us no more than to be happy, and forbids 

us wipe | but Deftruétion. In fhort, her Ways are

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It would have been much more confonant with your 
former Character, to have taken the other Side, and 
have given a final Kick to this Lady, whofe Nudities 
it feems, Plato was fo delighted with. I know not 
whether fhe may be fo fond of appearing naked in thefe 
colder Climates, but I am fure fhe will always leave:her 
Yollowers fo. 

My Lord Bacon, fomewhat a greater Philofopher I 
think than yourfelf, was fo far from attempting to e- 
ftablith real Virtue, (and let me tell you fhe had ther 
a little better Footing than at prefent) that he only en. 
deavour'd to recommend her Shadow. He advifed Men 
only to wear the Mafk of thofe Virtues which were 
neareft allied to their Vices ; the covetous Man to af- 
fect Thriftinefs ; the Prodigal Liberality ; the Cow- 
ard Humility; the rafh Man Valour; and fo of the 
rt it. 

"Chis is indeed arguing like a wife Man, like a Man 
who underflands the World, and the Way of living in 
it. ‘This is fuch philofophical Diet, asa Man may 
grow fat by feeding on. No chimerical Syftem, which 
path flarved all its Profeflors, which favours of the ro- 
mantic ‘Tub of Diogenes, and would foon reduce us to be 
glad of a ‘Tub to live in. 

I fhall not here attack the former Part of your A 
logy for Virtue, whefe you {peak of anabhed World. 
‘That Subject, I hope, hath been pretty fatisfaCtorily 
handled already by fome modern Free-Thinkers. I 
cannot, however, help obferving, how aptly you ufe 
the Word Dream on this Occafion. And if you have 
a Defire to dream on, or to talk in your Sleep, as we 
are well convinc'd you did in the beforementioned Eifhy, 
far be it from me to wake you. Dofe yourfelf as you 
pleate, good Captain, but diftribute not your Opiates 
through the Nation ; for when you co, I fhall always 
apply proper Antidotes. I fhall not be afraid of your 
Club, whofe ridiculous ard miraculous Power, Credat 
J udecus Apella non ego, , 
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I come now to the fecond Part of your Apology, 
where Virtue is very modeftly afferted to be not only 
confiftent with, but neceffary to worldly Intereft. Here 
you fet out very bravely indeed, noble Captain, with 
fhewing us how confiderable a Prop fhe is to Ambition, 
how nec: fliry to the acquiring or keeping Preferments.

Forgetiulnefs of Promifes, Treachery, &’c. may there- 
fore, have the fame Title to be praife-worthy in the 
Courtier, Laftly, which I think the ftrongeft Argu- 
ment of all, as it is a Maxim in Law, that the Foun- 
tain and Head of g Courtcan do no wrong, this Inca- 
peuty of doing wrong, may probably defcend to all 
8 ho belong to a Court ; and thus a vicious Perfon can 
L ez a 
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be never preferred there, becaufe he is no longer vicious 
than’till he is pefer’d. 

But I fhall dwell no longer on this Article, fince I 
think I can eafily confute you on the other Heads, 
And if I can once prove the Court to be the only Place 
where Virtue thrives, if I can drive her to that Re- 
treat, I fhall leave her in that good Company with all 
my Heart. 

You have afferted, that Pleafure confifts in Tempe- 
rance. But, I fuppofe, you will agree that it has no 
great Affection for Hunger, or ‘Vhirit, or Cold: And 
thefe, Sir, are Misfortunes which Virtue can in no wife 
hinder you from. Virtue is a Sort of Cafh, unknown 
to the Butcher, the Baker, the Draper, the Taybr. 
Ifa Man carries nothing but Virtue to Market, he will, 
J am afraid, carry nothing elfe from it. Nor are the 
virtuousPleafures which you allow us with Women, to be 
purchafed by this Coin, The graveit Parent would 
liften very little to rhe Catalogue of a Man’s Virtues, 
if he brought no Rent-Roll with him ; nor would he 

eafily prevail with the young Lady to run away with 
him, by any fuch Charms. If Plato, and an Enfign 
of the Foot-Guards were-to be Competitors fcr a 

Wife, the Philotopher would ftand as ill a Chance in 
the Lady’s Eye, as hg would inher Father’s, was a 
rich Country-Sguire, or City-Alderman, his Rival. 
Money muit parch: fe him Picafure, and Virtue will 

fearce purchafe him Money. A very virtuougMan may 
farve.in Wefminfer Hall, or among the fair Traders in 
the City, w ‘hile the Gentleman who would take Fees 
yn agy Caufe, or fometimes on both § pee a fame 
Catfe ; and the Trader who {years folcfhnly ~w he 


gets nothing by his Sik at a CroWna Yard, and iells 
st afterwards for four Shilli lings, will be pretty fure of 
growing rich. And Riches are the Way to Honouras 

well as Pieafure. Nay, the very ‘Tgtles, which are pe- 
culiar to Virtue itfelf, are ufurp’ d by Riches. What 


> the ideaning of a good Man in the City, but a rich 
Mas; 
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Man; or a bad Man, kuta poor one ? Will not Riches, 
even at Court itfelf, procure a Mana ‘Title, and does 
not a Title endow him and his Succeffors with Honour ? 
Human Happinefs is furely plac’d in being rich, and 
Riches are not procured by Virtue. How they are 
procur’d, I fhall fhew you in a future Letter. You ma 
as well publifh thefe my Lucubrations yourfelf; for, 
if you do not, I fhall carry on the Controverfy in fome 
other Paper ; and I know one very fit for my Purpofe : 
For whatever Paper is carried on for the Support of 
Corruption, will not ftick at proclaming War againtt

There fend you, 
according to my Promife, fome Inftruc- 
tions whereby a Man may arrive at that Pitch of Gran- 
deur and Honour in the Warld, which you fo falfly 
{ugcefted to be attainable in the Roads of Virtue. 

‘The firft Quality which every Man ought to be 
pofifid of, who promifes himfelf to make any Figure 
in this Hemifphere, is the Art of Lying. This Word, 
as it regards our Intereft, however it came to be fcan- 
dalous I will not determine, comprehende Flattery and 
Scandal, a falfe Defence of ourfelves, and a falfe Ac- 
cufation of other Pvople. 

Tt hath been laid down as a Maxim, that a Liar 
ought to havea good Memory. This I take to bea 
Bletiing, which it not born with a Man, is not eafily 
att.ined. Such as think it is, I fhall recommend to 
that excellent Treatife call’d Memoria Technica, and 
other 


9S Ihave, Ithink, in my former Letter, 
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other Books which they may find of the fame Na- 
ture. 

Firft, a Lie ought never to be improbable; feveral 
Liars, who might have made a very creditable Figure 
in their Country, have been blown up at once, and 
deftroyed by one too bold Stroke. I have feen more 
fail in this Profeflion from too great Forwardnels, 
than the contrary Excefs : For in this Calling, as in 
no other, a Man fhould avoid a Reputation of ex- 
celling in it if he would turn it to any Advantage. 
‘There are fome Perfons fo famous for this Art, that 
their very mention of a Story is fufficient to deftroy 
the Credit of it. ‘Thefe can only fcandalize by prai- 
fing. It will be proper always to have fome Regard 
to public Notoriety, 4—gy/’s Valour and Dignity, 
C/)—/d’s Wit, or D—ton’s Politenefs, will not be fo 
judicioufly call’d in Queftion. Such Lies as thefe 
thould, if poflible, be avoided. But this regards only 
the Le fcandalous ; if you come to the Le panegyri- 
cal you need fet no Bounds, 


It matters not how falje or forc'd, 
So the befi Things be faid 0 th’ worft, 


Here the Affent of the World is of no Confequence 
to you ; your Patron believes himfelf, and that is fuf- 
ficient. You may lay on Honour and Beauty, and all 
Manner of Virtues as thick as you pleafe, you are not 
to confider what he is, but what he fhould be, or 
what he would be thought. ‘Thofe are the Perfeéti- 
ons you are tocompliment him with, and you will 
{carce ever fail of Succefs. 

But, however fearlefs a Liar may be of being con- 
tradi€ted by others, he fhould always take efpecial 
Care not to contradict himfelf. Indeed, in being of 
both Sides the Queftion, he muft quit his Occupation, 
and dabble in Truth to which he ought always to be 
a profefied Enemy. Yet, if he fees it for hie Intereft, 
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rovided there be fome tolerable Intervention of 
Hinre, (not lefs than three Months at leaft) he may 
abufe the fame Man for Vices which he has not, 
whom he had before complimented with Virtues that 
he had not. But this requires great Caution. 

In fpreading falfe News, efpecially Defamation, 
Care fhould be taken in laying the Scene. Thus he 
may, with great Intrepidity, at London, report any 
Adventures from any Place a hundred Miles diftant. 
If he confines himfelf to this Town, he fhould at leaft 
lay the Scene of his Aétion at one Part, and report it 
in the other. 

A fourth and laft Precept, which I fhall here lay 
down, is never to publifh any Lie in the Prefence of 
one who knows the Falfehood of it. This, befides 
its rendring it of no Effect, may poflibly lead the Liar 
into fome Inconveniencies. 

The fecond Quality which equips a Man out for 
Preferment is Impudence, fome indeed have called it 
the firft. This Quality, or fome Degree of it at leaft, 
fhould be born with a Man, but as many are fo un- 
fortunate as to bring a very flender Share into the 
World with them, I fhall communicate fuch Meafures 
as are moit proper to be taken in order to the attain- 
ing it. 

“And firft, asa neighbouring Nation, how juftly I 
will not affirm, are famous for this Excellence, it 
would not be amifs to have the Child fuckled by an 
Irie Nurfe, whence it may very regularly be convey- 
ed toa Frexch School-mafter. At the Age of Twelve 
at fartheft, let him be put to fome Astorney, or ra- 
ther Solicitor, As the Place of his Education ought 
to be in this Town, let him go at all leifure Times 
to the Play-Houfe, efpecially when fome of noted Af- 
furance act ; if he could have the Liberty of going 
behind the Scenes, it were better, where he might 
have an Opportunity of converfing with the Aédtref- 
fes, who are generally great Miltrefles in this Sci- 

ence, 
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ence. On Sundays he fhould be fure to frequent the 
Oratory. After he has been about two Yeirs wite an 
Attorney, it were good to make him a Page at Court, 
or Enfign of the Foot-Guards, he may here perform 
his Exercifes at the Play-Houfe and Oratory as before : 
It may be proper alfo for him to frequent a French 
Ordinary, and if he paid now and then a Vifit or two 
to W’cftminfier-Hall in Term Time, it were not amifs. 
Particular Care fhould be taken to keep him out of - 
the Way of all Manner of Learning, which hath been 
found too apt to render Men modeft. Perfons who 
know the moft, being always moft diffident of them- 
felves. The only Schools he fhould therefore frequent 
are the French School as above, a Dancing-Schco!, 
and that celebrated School of Mr. James Figg, where 
he will meet with the beft and propereft Company. I 
believe, if thefe Rules were ftri€tly obferved, we 
fhould fee very few fail of arriving at this Excellence, 
which how neceflary it is to our Preferment need not 
be here explained. It is that with which no Man can 
fail, and without which no one can fucceed. So true 
is that of Hudibra/i, 


For he that has but Inmpudence, 
To al Things has a juft Pretence. 


How many Perfons have we feen make confiderable 
Ligures in the World by this Endowment only ? 

But it is poflible for a Perfon to be too impudent, at 
leait to be improperly fo. When a Man is once fure 
of being thoroughly an Adept in this Science, that is, 
of having utterly banifhed all Shame, he may then 
truit himfelf with the AffeStation of Modefty ; for he 
is moit truly and happily impudent, who is fo with- 
out appearing fo. The impudent Perfon, as well as 
the Liar, muft fucceed under the Difguife, the one of 
Truth, and the other cf Modefty. It may indeed 
be Sometimes proper to throw off this Mafk, but then 
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great Care is to be taken to whom he is impudent. If 
he carries it no farther than putting a modeft young 
Lady out of Countenance in a public Affembly, pro- 
vided fhe has no cne by to defend her, or to the roaft- 
ing a Man of real Merit without Affurance ; to mix, 
without any Invitation, in the Company of Men infi- 
nitely his Superiors, or bear off, or, as others call it, 
put a good Face on his own notorious Rogueries, I 
think it may be allowed him ; but he muft take Care 
not to miftake his Man, or even his Woman. I have 
kaown the impudenteft of all Fellows put to fhame by 
a pretty Repartee from a fir Lady, whom he had at- 
tempted to confound ; and the fame Perfon very feve- 
rely ufed by one of his own Sex, for exerting that 
‘Talent on him. In fhort, Impudence is a Horfe, to 
which, if you give the Reins too a’ he will be 
apt to runaway with yous byg-being well ordered and 
coverned, will never fail of carrying you to the Top 
of your Wifhes. 

A third Ingredient in our Politician muft be Ingra- 
titude. He muft know no other Tye but his Intereft, 
to which he muft at any Time be ready to facrifice his 
Party or his Friend. He is to confider all the World 
asa Set of defigning Rogues, and all Obligations con- 
fered on him as done with a View to the Doer’s owa 
Benefit, and that his was the leaft confulted in them; 
but if any Obligation fhould appear to be of fuch a 
Nature, that it is impofible to attribute it to any of 
thefe Vices, he is then to look on the Perfon who con- 
fered it as a fimple Fellow, to afcribe * to his Weak- 
nefs, and inftead of valuing, to defpife him for it. 
This a Man muft have the Seeds of in himfelf, and 
cultivate by Converfation in the World. There are 
fome Men of fuch milky Natures, as Lady Mackbeth 
fays in Sheke/pear, that it will be difficult to bring 
them to this Height of Perfection ; but fuch Men I 
reject, as utterly incapable of ever coming to any 
‘Laing, and proper only to be your Difciples.

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A Man once thoroughly indued with thefe three 
Qualities of Lying, Impudence, and Ingratitude, will, 
I believe, fcarce want any other Titles to Preferment 
and Grandeur. As for Bravery, tho’ fome have fuc- 
ceeded well ‘with it, who have had no other Virtues 
as it may lead him into Scrapes and Inconveniencies 
he had better be without it ; let him ftick clofe to thefe 
I have prefcribed, and I fear not but he will foon 
look down on all thofe who purfue fuch Romantic 
Schemes as you have advanced.

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And, fince we have feen fuch dreadful Inftances 
of the Tyranny of thefe victorious Paffions, what 
fevere Tribute they exact, how cruelly they torture 
thofe who fubmit to their Yoke, it will be, I am per- 
fuaded, found our Intereft to ftand to the Battle man- 
fully, to give no Ground to the Affailant, nor Quarter 
to the Retreating. Wecan be guilty of no Cruelty in 
the Purfuie of thefe Enemies ; forafmuch, as we are 
Certain they omit none when the Fight inclines to 
their Side. The fevereft Slavery impofed by Men on 
ene another is light, in Comparifon of that under an 
overbearing Paffion. ' 

Seeing, therefore, that this Contention is fo abfo- 
lutely neceflary, and at the fame Time fo difficult, it 
is well worth our while to fortify ourfelves againf 
fuch Attacks, to confider by what Means we may 
beft refift the Impulfe of thefe dangereus Enemies, and 
arrive at that Perfe€tion which hath been recommened 
by the wifeft of Antiquity, and fulfll that glorious 

t vince teipfum. 

As it behoveth every Prince, before he enters inta 
a War, to examine his own Force, and ftrengthen 
himfelf with the beft and moft powerful Alliances. 
So it is the Intereft.of this our Wasrior to ftudy well 
the Strength of his own Mind, afid to borrow all 
the Affiftance which Philofophy can lend him on this 
Occafion. 

I have been often furprized, that among all the Di- 
vines and Philofophers, who have declaimed on this 
Subjeét, few or none have laid down any good Rules 
for the attaining fo defirable a Conqueft. ‘The former 
have afcribed all to Grace, and the latter to that con- 
fammate Virtue of the’ Stoics, which was able to do 
all Things. ‘They have both trumpeted out much on 
this Head, and fufficiently demonftrated the great 
Glory of our Self-Conqueft. But, by their Leave, this 
is aéting little unlike to a Phyfician who fhould 
fing forth the Praifes of Health, when he ae = 

Cribe 
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{cribe Men the Method of attaining. it; or a Guide; 
who inftead of fhewing him the Way to London, thould 
entertain aT raveller with the great Beauty and Magnifi- 
cence of the Place. ; 

I fhall therefore attempt here to lay down fome 
Rules whereby we may proceed to the attaining what 
I think needs no Recommendation to the Purfuit of. 

The Economy of the Body hath been often come 

ared to’ that.of the State, fo may alfo that of the 
Mind ; asa juft Ballance of Power can only fupport 
any Degree of Liberty in a, Political Conftitution, fo 
muft the exact Ballance of the Paffions preferve Order 
and Regularity in the Mind. It is therefore the Bufi- 
nefs of every Man, cafefully to confider to what Side 
the Scale leans, otherwife he will be hurried away be» 
fore he is aware, and perhaps, while he comforts him- 
felf that he is neither hurtful, nor covetous, nor cruel, 
Pride is imperceptibly, getting the Afcendant over him, 
and laying fuch a Foundation for univerfal Empire in 
his Mind, as it will be afterwards difficult for him te 
deftroy. 

This Self-Examination is by no means eafy to be 
well executed: A: Man may be thoroughly acquainted 
‘with the Policies of the World, may bea perfeé&t Maf- 
ter of the Interefts and Defigns of all the Princes. in 
Europe, and yet an utter Stranger to what is doing in 
that little State within his own Breaft. It isa Know- 
ledge perhaps of all the moft difficultly attained. Our 
Paffions are’ fubtile Politicians, and when they find the 
‘Man on his Guard, will a& in the moft cunnintr and 
difguifed Manner. It hath been obferved, that we 
often miftake ‘the Actions of others, as good or Evil 
from riot knowing the Springs whence thofe. A&ions 
proceed : But what if we areas great Strangers to the 
Springs of even our own Actions! If we miftake 
Avarice for Parfimony, Profufenefs for Liberality, 
Pride for Honour, and fo of the reftt This isa De- 
ceit which our Paflions often put apon the.moft caa- 
tious 
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_ tious, ‘and againft which we ought to be daily on ou? 
Guard 


When the Enemy is thus difcovered, we muft not 
be lazy or backward in oppofing him. It is eafier to 
obitruét a Foe in his Landing, than to attack him 
when drawn up in Battle array, or to drive him fuc- 
cefsfully out of the firft Trench than out of the lait, 
Every Inch of Ground gives frefh Courage to him thet 
advances, and takes it from him that retreats. It.is 
well faid, Ae that loketh:om a Woman, fo as to luft 
after her, hath already committed Adultery with her 
in kis Heart. For, not to: underftand this, accord- 
ing to the generally fuppofed Meaning, that the leaf 
Degree of Vice gives a Taint to the Mind, it will be 
always found much eafier to refift the firit Impreffion of 
Evil, than to root it out when it hath got the leaf 
Footing. No Paffion attacks us at firft with that 
Violence, which it afterwards aflumes. It fteals im- 
perceptibly into our Minds, and feldom declares itfelf 
‘till certain of the Victory. 7 

Nothing can conduce more effe€tually to our Defence 
againft thefe Invafions, than a right Knowledge of the 
Methods which our Paffions take in attacking us, 
The moft ufual Way is, I beligve, to dazzle our Eyes 
by the immediate Glare of the Objeét before us, fo as 
to hurry uson to Action, without giving our Under- 
ftanding Leifure to confider and weigh the Confequence. 
Luft efpecielly a&ts inthis Way. I have heard the 
moft abandon’d Libertines, when they have been drawn 
into the leaft cool Confideration, confefs their Folly, 
and condemn themfelves. Indeed, if a Man would 


fet before his Eyes the Ideas of Pain, Difeafe, Dif- 


honour, Poverty, Death, and all the frightful Ideas of 
thofe Miferies, which the leaft Indulgence of this Paf- 
fion will almoft certainly bring upon him, he muft be 
very fool-hardy to give way to it ; but he is allured 
and charmed with the Hopes of the immediate Poffef- 
fion of a defirable Object, with the Sexitiadtion

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the mot violent of all Defires ; he looks not beyond ~ 
the prefent Moment which promifes him perfect Hap- 
pinefs. Could his Reafon fay to him.

He would fcarce fall into the Snare. ——— Did a 
Man, when firft attacked by Avarice, confider the 
eternal Watchings, Care, Fear, Heart-achs, all the 
Pains and Terrors which that Paffion muft infallibly 
bring upon him, he would be fafe from its Dominion ; 
but his Paffions have dazzled his Reafon, with fhew- 
ing the beautiful Objects near and in a full Blaze, while 
the other Ideas are kept at a Diftance, and out of 
his Sight. Revenge, which Dr. South calls, the mioft 
delicious Morfel that the Devil ever dropped into the 
Mouth of a Sinner, works ftrongly in this Way. If 
a Man once dare confider and make ufe of his Reafon, 
this Paffion, unlefs in very depraved Natures, lofes all 
its Force. Pride, which is a fubtle and alluring Flatter- 
er, is of ali the moft neceffitated to this Way of Pro- 
ceeding. Pride indeed is not only obliged to hide from 
us the Evils which attend her, fhe muft alfo hide a 
Man from himfelf; for did he once confider his own 
Mind, and the wretchednefs of his Condition; did he 
compare .himfelf with others; nay, with the very 
eaits of the Field; I believe, moft of us would laugh 
this ridiculous Paffion out of our Minds. 1 fhall men- 

tion but one more, which aéts in a contrary Manner , 
from all the reit. They ftrive to allure and flatter us 
into Coinpliance, but Fear is a bluftering Bully, and 
endeavours to frighten and terrify us into Obedience. 
And this, however, by Methods as vain and as deceitful 
as the reft; and which require us only to exert our 
Reafon to fubdue: For, if we examine thoroughly 
the Evils with which it threatens us, and thofe it cer- 
tainly 
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tainly brings upon us, we fhall find the latter to be 
much the heavier and greater of the two. Cc

RY but, recollecting it was a Seafon of the 
Ke Year when that rarely happens, I began 
to think the great Guns were firing on 
fome public Solemnity ; till at laft, I was very much 


furpriz'd, and I believe the Reader will be fo too, to 
underftand 
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underftand that this dreadful Hurricane was. nothing 
more than my Wife Joax, who was laying about her 
with great Vigour, and exercifing her Lungs on a 
Maid-Servant for the Benefit of my Family. 

This good Woman is one of thofe notable Houfe- 
wife’s, whom the carelefs Part of the"World diftin- 
guith by the Name of a Scold: This mufical Talent 
of hers, when we were firft married, did not fo well 
agree with me. I have often thought myfelf in the 
Cave of £olus, or perhaps wifhed myfelf there on 
Account of this Wind-Mufic ; but it is now become 
fo habitual to me, that I am little more alarmed at 
it, than a Garrifon at the Tattoo or Reveille; in- 
deed, Ihave, I thank God, for thefe 30 Years laft 
pait, feldom laid myfelf down, or rofe up without it. 5 
all the Capitulations I have made are, that fhe would 
keep the Garrifon-Hours, and not difturb my Repofe 
by fuch her Performances. 

It hath been remarked by fome Naturalifts, that 
Nature hath given all Creatures fome Arms for their 
Defence; fome are arm’d with Horns, fome with 
Tufks, fome with Claws, fome with Strength, others 
with Swiftnefs, and the Tongue may, I think, be pro- 
perly faid to be the Arms which Nature has beftow’d 
on a Woman. 

This Weapon, however harmlefs it may appear, 
is generally found fufficient, as well for all offenfive 
as defenfive Purpofes. I think it is the wifeft of Men 
that fays, Beware of an evil Tongue. A Scold is very of- 
ten dreaded by her whole Neighbourhood, and I much 
queition whether my Wife’s Tongue be not as great 


. ; Terror to all her Acquaintance as my Cudgel can 
e. 


The Wifdom of our Legiflature feems fo fenfible of 
the Danger of th's Weapon when wantonly uled, be- 
ing indeed little lefs than a Sword in a Madman’s 
Hands ; that, in certain Diitridts, they have ereéted 
evr Canals a wooden Stool, wherein, the O-Fender 

being 
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being placed, is to be very feverely duck’d ; which 
Kind of Punifhment, as it ftops the Mouth of the 
Scold, fo it alfo feems to intimate the Violence of this 
Weapon, whofe Force, like that of Fire, can only 
be extinguifhed by Water. 

Dr. P& in his Natural Hiftory of Staffordhire, 
gives he Mig Account of the Method of curin 
Scolds at caftle and WaVall, * Which Meth 
* (fays he) fo effe€tually, and fo very fafely does it, 
* that I look upon it as much to be prefer’d to the 
* Ducking-Stool, which not only endangers the Health 
* of the Party, but alfo gives the Tongue Liberty 
*twixt every dip ; to neither of which this is at all 
liable : It being fueh a Bridle for the Tongue, as 
not only quite deprives them of Speech, but brings 
Shame for the Tranfgreffion, and Humility there- 
upon, before ’tis taken off. Which being an In- 
ftrument fcarce heard of, much lefs feen, I have here 
prefented it to the Readers View, Tab. 32. Fig. 9. 
as it was taken from the Original one, made of Iron, 
at Newcaftle under Lyme, Wherein the Letter a, 
fhews the jointed Collar that comes round the Neck; 
b, c, the Loops and Staples, to let it out and in, 
according to the Bignefs*and Slendernefs of the Neck; 
d, the jointed Semi-circle that comes over the Head, 
made forked at one End to let thro’ the Nofe ; and 
e, the Plate of Iron that is put into the Mouth, and 
keeps down the Tongue. Which being put upon the 
Offender by Order of, the Magiftrate, and faftned 
with a Padlock behind, fhe is lead round the Town 
by an Officer to her Shame ; nor is it taken off, ’till 
after the Party begins to fhew all external Signs 
¢ imaginable of Humiliation and Amendment.’ I 
am very forry I have not an Opportunity to give 
my fair Readers, and particularly my own Wife, 
a Reprefentation of the Figure refer’d to, in this 
Paper, but fhall advife all who may be any, wife 
concerned to confult it in the Doétor’s Book, as I ap- 
prehend it may tend very much to Edification. P 
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A certain ingenious and learned Gentleman, fome 
Years fince, publifhed a very elaborate ‘T'reatife on 
The Art of Altercation or Scolding, wherein he proved,

My Wife Zcaz tells me, that, on going into any Fa- 
mily, we may eafily fee, by the Regularity and Order 
of Affairs, whether the Miftrefs ofthe Houfe be a 
Scold or not; to which perhaps the old Adage con- 
cerning the bet Muftard may allude. . 

A very ingenious Clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land hath ailured me, that he founda very fenfibie’ 
Alteration (for the better) in his Parifhioners, upon 
the Settlement of a very excellent Scold among them. 
Whatever Vice or Enormity any in the Parith were 
culty of, they were very fure of hearing it, as the 
Proverd fays, Ow dath Sides of their Ears, by this good 
Woman ; who, the Doétor very pleafantly affured me, 
cil more towards the Prefervation of good Manners 
by thefe daily LeCtures which fhe exhibited Graris in 
the Streets, than he could by all his Sermons in the 
Pulpit. 

I believe, it hath been often found, that Men, whom 
he Prefervation of their Healths and Fortunes, nay, 
even the very Terrof of the Laws’ could not reftrain 
trom Extravagancy, have owed their Reformation to 
a Curtain-Lecture. I do remember, when f'was a 
young Fellow, to have heard a Man excufe himfelf: 
for retiring early from his debauch’d Companions, by 
faying, Gentlemen you know I have a Wife at Home.

We are told, that, in former Times, a Loan being 
refus'd by the City, it was threaten’d, in Revenge, to 
remove the Court to York. ‘lo which the then Lord- 
Miyor had the Senfe and Courage to reply. We hope 
they will leave the Thames behind thim. Q.Whether 
E s do not remove the River? 

Notwithftanding the Report of fome important Ex- 
peditions being on the Point of taking Place, “tis cer- 
tain the Commiffioners have as yet hir'd no Tranfport- 
Veffels: They demanding every Ship to be fitted out 
ata very extraordinary Expence, yet refufing to in- 
demnify the Owners, in Cafe Affairs fhould take a 
different Turn, and the intended Embarkation be 
thought no longer neceffary.

The Stagnation of foreign Trade, begins already to 
affect our Manufactures at Home: Thofe Tradefmen 
Who us'd to pay 40 or 50d, per Week, Journeymen’s 
Wages, 
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Wages, now not paying above five or fix : Whence "tis 
eafy to account for the daily Encreafe, both of the 
Numbers and Calamities of the Poor.

RO THING is a greater Proof of the 
eneral Fondnefs in Mankind for Scan- 

al, than their Readinefs to extend an 
JAY Cenfure which may be jaftly incur’d by 
RA a particular Member of a Profeflion to 
the Profeffion itfelf. Hence it is, that 
we fo often hear general Invectives thrown out againft 
three learn’d Bodies, to whom the Care of our Proper- 
ty, and of our Wealth, both fpiritual and temporal, is 
committed ; for amongft fuch Numbers of Men, it 
will be impoffible to prevent the intervening of fome 
of deprav’d Inclinations, even amongft thofe who are 
more efpecially fet a-part for the Service of the Divine 
Being, who are indeed call’d to that Holy Office, and 
confequently are endow’d with a double Portion of 


his 
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his Spirit, by what foever Names or Titles they :may 
be dignified or diftinguifh’d. 

For this Reafon, good Men have fometimes rather 
chofen to conceal the Crimes of Individuals, than to 
be the innocent Occafion of bringing Afperfions on a 
whole Society of Men; and, as, amongft thofe three 
Profeflions, the Law hath more efpecially experienc'd 
this Love of Calumny, I thought it neceffary ‘to pre- 
mife fomewhat before the following Accufgtion of an 
unworthy Brother of that Clafs, for which I have fo 
unfeigned and fo well-merited an-Fiteerm, whofe Name 
however I fhall yet conceal ; in hopes, if poffible, of 
his Amendment. oe 

Without farther Preface, I ama Freeholdér of a 
Manour, in that Part of Great. Britain call'd Exgland, 
“the Lord of which is a Man of an ttexceptionmtBle 
good Character, and heartily defirous of protecting his 
Tenants im all their Immnnitfes; but, 28 he ‘hath fo 
large an Eftate, that it is impoffible for him perfonally 
to infpeét all Parts of it, he is,obliged to retain a Stew- 
ard, and, unhappily for hfs poor Tenants, hath fix’d 
on an Attorney for that purpofe, who, asit hath-fince 
turn'’d out, proves not only deficient in the Knowledge 
of his Bufinefs, but alfo labours under a Safpicion: of 
too familiar a’ Correfpondence with fome neigabouring 
Lords, | 

In one of the adjacent Manours there ftands a Cop- 
pice, by the Side of which our Lord’s Tenants have 
an undouuted Right to pafs, and, for Time out of 
Mind, have pafied and repafled to and from.,Market 
with Waggons and other convenient Carriages ; It hath 
been reported, that fome idle Fellows of our Parifh 
have taken an Opportunity, as they return’d Home 
late, to cut and carry away certain Logs of Wood out 
of this Coppice ; whether this be true or noI will not 
determine, but, be that as it will, I will venture to fay 
nothing was ever more unjuftifiable than the Meafures 
which that Lord took to defend himfelf, by feifing our 
— Waggons 
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Waggons, under a Pretence that they were made of his 
Wood ; aad impounding oyr Horfes, as taken Damage- 
Faifant in his own Manour, where they were very bar- 
baroufly ufed, and had‘their Bars cropp’d. 

Upon thefe Outrages, wherein I was a very par- 
ticular Sufferer, I applied to the Steward, and defired | 
him to bring an Aétion againft the Lord of the Manour: 
Uis Anfwer was, that the Lord was his intimate Ac- 
quaintance, and that he doubted not but he fhould Pet 
cure me ample Reparation without having Recourfe to 
Law, which he faid was ‘a very precarious and ex- 
penfive Remedy, that he would negociate Matters with 
his Steward, and did not fear Succefs ; efpecially, as 
he had a good Correfpondence with the Lord’s Wife, 
who govern’d her Hufband. This fatisfied me for fome 
Time, till, hearing nothing from him, and the like 
Violences being daily repeated on me, I renew’d my 
Application. He now alter’d his Tone, and fhaking 
his Head, told me, he was afraid I was one of the 
Felbws who cut the Wood; and, for bringing a Replevin, 
he added with a Sneer, that, fince my Hor/e’s Ears 
were cut off, it would be impracticable for me to re- 
cover them, fince they were now no longer Horfes in 
the Eye of the Law; for that one Lirt/eton (I think 
that was the Man’s Name) fays, @hat a Worfe is 
. ak Thing, andnot capable of being fe- 
er o. 

He added more to the fame Purpofe, till I loft all 
Patience, and, after having afferted my Innocence, I 
politively infifted that he fhould follow my Inftruétions, 
or | would employ another Attorney ; this ftartled-him, 
when, changing his Voice a little, he faid : If I would 
go to Law, I-fhould go to Law, and bidding me take 
Notice, it. was xo Law-Suit of his, which he hop’d [ 
would remember when his Biil of Cofs come to be 
pay’d, he promis’d to fend for a Writ. 

Several Months paft before I could hear of any 
Arreft being ‘™tmade, or any Writ ferv’d on the Defen- 
4ant, who itil) periifted in his injurious Behaviour with 


ad- 
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additional Infolence, while I was laugh at by all the 
i 


neighbouring Parifhes, as one who did not dare to do, 
himfelf Juftice. Upen this, I made fuch vigorous Ap- 
plications to the Attorney, that he thought proper to 
delay the Affair no longer; indeed he now {fet about 
it like a Man who was in Earneft : Iam not well vers’d 
iu Law Proceedings, but, foon after he had taken out a 
Writ, he made a Thing, which they call, I think, a 
Declaration, in which there was a Set of Words fuffici- 
ent to freighten a Man, not over-timorous, out of his 
Wits, Savords, Staves, and Knives, were, I remember, 
therein mention’d: To this the Defendant, as my At-. 
torney informed me, put in what he call’d a Special 
Plea, juftifying all his Infults, and making me the 
Argrefor, pretending that he had a Right to feze all 
VW aggons which pafs’d too near the Hedges of his Cop- 
pice, to which my faid Attorney advifed me to demurr ; 
but, on confulting the Di€tionary of Law put forth by 
Mr. Giles Facob, I conceived this was only intended 
to delay my Caufe : I therefore infifted on having it 
brought to a fpeedy Trial ;gn which my Attorney, being 
refolv’d to put me to as much Expence as po/fible, {ell 
to work like a Madman, and fubpena’d nalf the Parifh, 
at the fame time diftributing Fees to all Manner of 
Council, and to fome, who, as I have heard, would 
never have been emply’d by any other. I now thought 
my Affairs would have been decided, and I fhould have 
obtain’d fome Satisfaction of the Defendant, to whom 
he had given Notice of Tria/; but, tomy great Sur- 
prize, meeting feveral of my Evidence, whom he had 
to my great Coit, brought up to Town, walking idly 
about St. Fames’s Park, and acquainting them that 


my Caufe would certainly come on in a Day or two, 
One of them told me, that my faid Attorney talk’d of 
bringing Matters toa Reference. ‘This incens’d me to 
fuch a Degree, that I went dire&tly to him, and, after 
a fevere Reprimand, told him that I was refolved to 
rely on the Merits of my Caufe, the Strength of my 


Evi- 
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Tvidence, and the Verdi& of an Eni jury: He 
then whifper’d in my Ear, that if I proceeded, I fhould 
certainly bring the Lord Paramount on my Back, who | 
had been heard to fay, that the Defendant was in the - 
sight, and that I had better be quiet ; I haftily anf- » 
wer'd, a F——~t for my Lord Paramoynt, if my 
Caufe be jult, we have a good Lord of our own, who 
will ftand by his Tenants, and Iam determin’d to go- 
to Trial. Well, fays he, you fhall go to Tria/ then, 
and the next Day down he fent a xew Set of Subpzena’s, 
which Method he repeated as often as I infifted on) 
bringing the Matter to a Decifion. In fhort, he has_ 
now /ubpena’d almoft the whole Parifh, who are all in 
Town at my Expence, -{carce People enough being left 
behind to carry on the daily Labours of Husbandry : 
notwithftanding which, I fee no gc he of any 
Trial, though, at the fame Time, the Defendant is play- 
ing the Devil with me, and laughs at my Law-Suit, 
while my Attorney fays, it is all of my owz /eeking, 
that I would not be advifed by him, that he was always 
againfi my going to Law, that the Lord Paramount is 
going to fall upon me, for all which I may thank my- 
ielf ; nay I am told, he fhakes his Sides among his 
Clerks, and asks in Derifion, if J have had enough of 
Law already, which I was fo very eager to enter into ? 
and that if I have not, bel] give me enough of it, with 
other Sarcafms of this Kind. - 

But what vexes me more than all is, that if I, or the 
other ‘Tenants offer to complain, he fays we fly in the 
Face of the Lord, for whom we have all of us the moft 
perfect Love and Refpeét ; and I am certain, if he did 
but know how his Steward has us’d us, he would di/- 
card him ; and, indeed, it would be very much his In- 
tereft fo to do, for, when his Tenants are ruin’d, his 
Manour will be little worth, but alas! the Steavard has 
his Ear, and we have not : however I am now aflured, 
that my Cau/e will be brought on foon, and that I fhall 
recover Damages : If the contrary fhould happen, I 


hope 
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hope the Attorney will not take it ill, when I move the 
Court to have my Papers taken out of his Hands ; for 
I have been lately told, that tho’ he manage Matters 
well enough at the Seffons, and hath an admirable 
Knack at /:ttding Rates, his Knowledge in the Law is 
very /uperficial, and he is no ways equal to the ‘con- 
ducting an Aion. 

I hall conclude as I begun, by defiring you or your 
Readers not to apply what I have here faid to all 4- 
torneys in general, feveral of whom undoubtedly be- 
have with great Honour to their Clients, nay, I’my- 
felf know fome, into whofe Hands if I had put my 
Affairs, they would long fince brought the Defendant 
to Rea/on ; but, at prefent, my Affairs are in fuch Con- 
— that Iam afraid I fhall get no one to undertake 
bem,

Things, fnug Places, &se. One Mr. Forage particular- 
ly fays, Do, do, do, Mr. Vinegar, «write, write, write, | 
and [ll warrant you || ———— as foon as it happens —— | 
let me fee but——+ay that will do——depend but 
then———through thick and thin~——my Intereft ; by 
which laft Word L imagine him a Man of Confequence : , 
There are likewife fome Inftruétions to abufe certain 
Perfons whofe Names I dare not infert even the firft Let- 
ters of, for Fear of having my Paper fentenc’d by the 
Common Voice, to be burnt by the Hands of the Com- 
mon Hangman. 

Though I have as great Contempt for the Promifes 
of Mr. Forage as any Man living can have, and have 
therefore, inftead of abufing any Perfon according to 
his Defire, abfolutely concealed the leaft Hint of their 
Names ; yet, on the other Side, I have fome Regard 
likewife for the Advice of a very fenfible Writer as he 
feems, who fighs himfelf Cavendum eft; for, I do not 
know many Parts of my Body, for which I have a 
greater Refpe€&t than my Ears+; nor is there, I appre- 
hend, any Reafon for writing more on Politics at this 
Time, when Matters feem perfectly to be fettled and con- 
cluded ; befides, there are fuch a vaft Number of able 
Heads employ’d in that excellent Political Paper, call’d 
the GazeTTeeEr, which is publifh’d every Day, and 
diftributed Gratis over the Kingdom, at the Expence, 
as fome imagine, of the Authors, who are not content 
to club their Wits, but club their Purfes alfo, for the 
Good and Inftruétion of their Country ; befides which, 
I have heard it whifper’d as a Secret, that there hath 
been publifh’d for thefe 3 or 4 Years, a certain Piece 
of Paper, intitled The Hyp-Doéfor, treating, as the 
News-Papers inform us, on political Subjeéts, fo that 
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there is really no Room, not to fay Occafion, for any 
other Writer ; nay, fome have afferted, that a great 
Deal of that excellent Doétrine in the Gazetteers them- 
felves, pafles direétly to a certain Part of the human 
Body, which was never underftood to be the Sect of 
Politics, without being firit perufed in common with o- 
ther Fundamental Treatifes. 

Laftly, which is indeed a very fatisfatory Anfwer 
of itfelf, I find I am no Politician, It is true, I have 
read moft of the ancient and modern Hiftorians, as 
well as the moft celebrated Writers on Government, 
but alafs, non omnia poffumus omnes. find this is a 
Study beyond my Reach. A Man muft be born a Po- 
litician as wellas a Poet, or elfe omnis effufus Labor. 
Mr. Bayle tells us that fome of the Rabd:’s, who agree 
that Adam, at his Creation, contained all the other 
Learning and Knowledge of the World, affertthat he 
was no Politician. I know fome have thought that Eve 
was the firft vers’d in this Art, which fhe is thought to | 
have learnt of the Devil; an Opinion confirm’d by 
Dr. Scuth, who deduces it from, the fame Fountain, 
and affirms the Devil to be a very eminent Politician, 
Others derive Politics from Pandora’s Box ; but I thiak 
the moft probable Opinion is, that it came firft into the 
World at the Building of Babe/; the attempting to 
build a Tower up to Heaven, bearing an exa&t Refem- 
blance to moft political Schemes ; the Builders of this 
"Tower have by the beft Critics been thought no other 
than a Set of Minifters, which I fuppofe to have been 
collected from their confounding one another by their 
Language, a Circumftance in which all their Succeffors 
have imitated them, it being the chief Excellence, and 
earneft Endeavour of a Minifter to avoid being under- 
ftood by any of his Fraternity. And though fale few 


of them have been fuch wretched Bunglers in their Art, 
that all their Schemes have been feen through and de- 
feated hy their cotemporary Minilters, yet have thele 

very 
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tery Bunglers been able to confound and amufe ail o- 
thers, and oftentimes many. of their Countrymen, who 
have been infinitely wifer than themfelves. 

Nor indeed can it happen otherwife, for whatever 
was the Original of Politics, it mult certainly be allow’d 
to be a Myftery ; 7. e. according. to the learned Nir. 
Bailey, a Thing concealed, a Secret not eafy to be appre- 
tended: Which Etymology is fo true, that all Arts, 
Sciences and Profeffions have laid hold on this Word ta 
fionify thofe Arcana in their feveral Profeflions, ('c. 
which are referv’d only for the Adepts in them ; thts 
Divinity, Law, and Phyfic, contain Myitterics which 
are underftood by Divines, Lawyers, and Puyiician:, 
though they have no Manner of Idea to any who have 
not been initiated into them ; on which Account it may 
rot be improper to obferve, that the Greef Word for 
initiating is immediately derived from that which iig- 
nifies Myftery in that Language: Why then fhould Po- 
litics, which is certainly as mviterious as any of thele, 
be imagin’d to require lefs initiating into it than the 
ret? And, fince no one expe&ts of me that I fhoald 
anfwer Queries in any of the three above-mentioned 
Profeffions, I hope they will not follicit me hereafter to 
fatisfy their Political Doubts, when I affure them I know 
nothing of the Matter. 

IT hope I fhall not be troubled to open any more Let= 
ters, enquiring, What our Fleets are doing in the AZ- 
diterranean, the Ocean, and the Channe/? Since | an{- 
wer once forall, that I cannot tell; nor vexed with 
any more Queftions concerning our Army, what is the 
Intention of keeping up fo large Land-Forces ? What 
is the Defign of our Encampments ? When and where 
our Marines are going ? In what Ships ? Whom do we 
apprehend an Invafion from? Where are the Ships 
Which are to bring our Invaders over? How long we 
fhall maintain all thefe Forces by Sea and Land? What 
we fhall do with them ? How we fhall pay them? To

With 
many others of this Kind, to all which I anfwer, as I 
have done before, J cannot tell.

The coarfeft Obferver muft take Notice 

of the Differences in Building, Furniture, Drefs, Equi- 

page, and others of this Kind; but a more delicate 

Eye may carry the Speculation much farther, may per- 

ceive on a very fhort Confideration, fomewhat of this 

Charaéteriftic in our Minds, and will, I Believe, fee fu- 

ficient Reafon to conclude, that we think, as well as 
a&t by Fafhion. 

This I apprehend to be meant by Hiftorians and 
Critics, when they diftinguifh feveral Ages by certain 
Charateriftical Epithets, as Learned Age, Devout Age, 
Martial Age, Inquifitive Age, Dark Age, fc. to 
which likewife feems to allude, that Expreflion which 
frequently occurs in Polemical Writers, viz. ZAzs qvas 
a Way of Lbinking in Fafbion at that Time. Indeed it 
is known, that particular Syftems have been admired 
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at one Time, and decryed at another, or, in other 
Words, have been fometimes in and fometimes out of 
Fafhion. I have heard, that an Author having.writ a 
Play, in which there was a Ghoft, a Friend whiofe Ad- 
vice he asked, having obferved the little Refpeét fhewn 
by the prefent Audiences to thofe unfubftantial Chara- 
ters, defired him to cut it out, alledging that Cfo/is 
were cut of Fafbion. ‘. 

No Nation under the Sun can give more pregnant 
Inftances of this Force of Fafhion on the Mind, than 
our own, Our Anceftors make as various a Figure in 
their Ways of thinking to a curious Reader of our 
Hiltory, as their Perfons do in a Gallery of Family- 
PiGtures. Particular Virtues and Vices have been as 
generally in Vogue at certain Seafons as the Fardin- 
gale, the Ruff, the Hoop, the broad Brim, the nar- 
row Brim, or any other Singularities of Drefs have 
been among us. 

I fhall not defcend to Particulars in former Ages, 
Writers who lived in former Times have recorded 
them: I fhall therefore perform my Part to my own 
‘Vime, which I haften to the more eagerly, as I have 
the Pleafure to obferve, that the amiable Charaferit- 
tic of the prefent Age is Charity. 

The numberlefs and I believe unequall’d * Initances 
of Charity, which we have carefully colle&ted, as far 
as they have come to our Knowledge, do (as we have 
often obferved) a real Honour to our Age and Nat:. 
on, and this is a truly Chriftian Virtue, nay, I wiil 
venture to fay, the moft Chriftian Virtue: Itis this, 
which, in the Scripture Language, covers a Blultitude 
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* Alluding to the Difributions made to the Poor dui ing 
‘aft Years feverc Winter. 
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of Sins ; without which, to fpeak with the Tongues of 
Men and Angels, is but as founding Brafs or a tinkling 
Cymbal ; without which Prophecy Knowledge and Faith 
are reprefented as nothing. This Virtue hath fhone 
forth brighter in our Time, than at any Period which 
I remember in our Annals. Since, therefore, fo no- 
ble a Spirit is raifed among us, every Man muft with 
to fee it conducted in a Manner which may render it 
as extenfively beneficial as poffible, to which Purpofe I 
fhall likewife throw in my Mite of Charity, and give 
a little of my Ink (which is all that I have to aived on 
this Occafion; by the Help of which, I fhall endea- 
vour to point out the prapereft Objeéts, as they appear 
to me, of this Virtue. © 

But firft I fhall obferve a Fault which fome Perfons 
have been guilty of, in the Exercife of their Charity, 
who, to avoid Oflentation, while they have beitowed 
with great Liberality, have carefully concealed their 
Names; an Error which the whole Body almoft of the 
Clergy have uxwarily fallen into on this Occafion, con- 
trary to that exprefs Precept. Let your Light fo fhine 


before Men, that they may SE E your good Works: But 
whoever confiders the Force of Example or of Fafhion, 
as I have faid above, muft think that he who is pub- 
licly charitable is doubly charitable, and that a + 


Man, by giving Examples of Goodnefs, may, in fome 
Meafure, draw to himfelf the Merit of that of others ; 
befides, confidering the little Honour which is, at pre- 
fent, paid to Virtue, it may be queftioned whether a 
Man does not conceal his Virtue rather from Fear of 
Shame than of Glory. 

Having premifed this little, I fhall proceed to thew 
what estas I apprehend to be the greateft Objects of 
Charity among us ; which are certainly not to be met 
with in our Streets ; whofe begging Inhabitants deferve 
Panifhment more than Relief, and are a Shame not to 
the Legiflative but the Executive Power of our Laws. 
However as I may poffibly dedicate a whole Paper 

to 
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to the Provifion of the Poor, I fhall fay no more of | 
them here. i A rien Fa : 

There are fo few Thin olutely neceffary to the 
Suftenance of Life, that _ so few labour under aWant | 
of them: Diftreft Circumftances are, not being able to | 
fupport the Character in which Men have been bred, » 
and the Want of Conveniencies to which they have - 
been accuflom’d, and therefore the firft and chief Ob- | 
je€ts of our Charity are fuch Perfons as, having been 
educated in genteel Life with moderate Fortunes, part- 
ly through Want of Refolution to quit the Character 
in which they were bred, and partly for Want of 
duly confidering the Confequences of their Expences, 
have, by following their Superiors into Luxury, in or- 
der to fonpaie, as they it, the Figure of Gentle- 
men, reduced themfelves to Diftrefs and Poverty. 

Secondly, Such younger Brothers, Sons, collateral 
Relations and Perfons unhappily of the fame Name 
with thofe who have wickedly and foolifhly oppofed 
the Meafures ofe Minifter, and very unjuftifiably ftood 
up in Defence*Of a certain feditious Word, called Li- 
berty, by which Means: fach younger Brothers, &&c. 
have with great Abilities been refufed thofe Provifions 
Civil and Military, which feem to have been intended - 
only for them. 

Thirdly, Perfons in all Profeffions and Occupations, 
who have, by Misfortunes and unavoidable Accidents, 
been reduced from an Affluency to Want, and, havin 
Jong tafted the Sweets, are, without any Faults of their 
own, obliged to experience the bittereit Potions of Life, 
and this often with that great Curfe of thinking they 
have educated Children in a Condition of Life far be- 
yond what they will afterwards be able to fupport, and 
muft confequently forefee them obliged to ftruggle 
with the greateit Difficulties and Misfortunes incident 
to human Nature. 

A Fourth Objeét of Charity may be thofe who, for 
Want of Reputation, Friends or Money, may apply 

themfelves 
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themfelves in vain with great Induftry and Ability to 
— Art or Science. Of which we have had number- 
lefs Inftances through the Envy, Pride, Ill nature, and 
ill Judgment of Mankind, which four Qualities make 
up that which we generally call ill Fortune, 

Laftly, and perhaps chiefly, fuch as fometimes by 
Inadvertency, fometimes by Misfortunes, and fome- 
times by the nobleft Aéts of Friendfhip, and through 
the Rapacioufnefs, Impatience and Unmercifulnefs of 
Creditors, more favage than Wolves, and the impious 
Severity of our Laws, are fnatch’d away from their 
poor Families, from the little Comforts of the Con- 
verfation of their Relations and Acquaintance, froma 
Poffibility of employing their Faculties for the Service 
of themfelves, their Wives or their Children, from 
the Benefit of wholefome Air in common_with the 
Brute-Creation ; ftript of all the poor, little Supports 
of Wretchednefs, iad even that lait and greateit, Hope 


itfelf, and carried to Dungeons where no Conveniency 
of Life is to be had, where even the Neceffaries of it 
are dearer than the Conveniencies elfewhere, where 


they are confined together with the vileit of Crimi- 
nals, who are indeed much happier, as a Jucge is 
fhortly to deliver them either to Liberty, or, what is 
better than their Dungeon, to the Gallows. 

Thefe I think are the chief Oojetts of our Compal- 
fion, on Account of their Circumftances, amongft 
whom great Regard is to be had to the feveral Meiits of 
the Sufferer, and the Occafion of his Sufferings. I 
own kam one of thofe who think there is fome Merit 
in Misfortunes, efpecially when they are not ballan- 
ced with Guilt, I look on Indifcretion with Pity, not 
Abhorrence, and on no Indifcretion with fo much Pity 
as that of Extravagance, which as it may bring Mena 
into the greateft Calamities of this Life ; fo may it 
arife from the Goodnefs, the Openefs, and the Gene- 
rofity of the Heart, Qu.lities which naturally enlarge 
in every Man’s Eye the idea of his Poffcifions, as A-. 
varice leiicas it. ) 
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But perhaps it will be afked me, whether I would 
raife a Fund large enough to pay off the Debt of the 
Nation, or whether I would impoverifh all the Rich 
to enrich the Poor? I own (to fpeak in the Language 
of acertain Gentleman, whom I have in my Eye) I 
have a Fund in View for that Purpofe, and could 
heartily with to fee a Law, by which all ill-gotten E- 
ftates fhould be applied to fo good an End; and in- 
deed this would be no more than Lex Falionis, to 
make thefe Eftates repair, in their Diffolution, the 
Mifchiefs they had occafioned in their Creation ; 
and to convert a Fund, which hath been amafied by 
preying on the Miferies of Mankind to the Relief of 
thofe Miferies.- In fhort, all Eftates which have been 
gotten by Plunder, Cheating, or Extortion, which 
would include moft Prime Minifters, Scriveners, Pawn- 
brokers, Stockjobbers and Petty Attornies, fhould be 
applied to this Ufe. 

But however defirable fuch a Law would be, as it 
will fcarce pafs this Seflions, or perhaps the next, and 
as (being coercive) it doth not fall under the Head of 
Cherity, 1 fhall fay no more of it, it being my prefent 
Purpofe by Charity only to apply a Balm to thofe 
Wounds which I have above opened: But as I have 
not Room here for all which I intend to fay on that 
Head, I muft defer it to my next Champion. C

lamities. ‘I there attempted to’ ‘fhew 

~ that the chief Source of our Diftrefles 

was the Attempt to preferve Appearances beyond our 

Circumftances, and that this was chiefly occafion’d by 

the Irruption which Luxury hath made of late Years 

into this Ifland. I fhall therefore in this, wherein I 

intend to propofe te all well-inclined Perfons, the moft 

- effetual, bef, and cheapeft Methods of exerting their 
Charity,: fet out'from the fame Beginning. , 

Tt were héartily to be wifhed, that thofe few among 
us who have vait, over-grown Eftates, would, for the 
Good of their Country, put a Stop to the reigning 
Luxury in Building, Furniture, Equipage, Tables, 
Drefs, &'c. -% 

But if they cannot bring themfelves to fo much pub- 
lie Spirit, it might be expeéted that, inftead of decoy- 
ing fuch as are not able to fupport them, into thefe 
Expences, they would, to their utmoit, difcountenance 
their entring into them; that, whenever they conde- 
fcend to vifit Men of equal or fuperior Birth, but in- 
finitely their Inferiors in Fortune, they would not throw 
out certain Hints, ¢a¢ particular Parts of the Town 

(where 
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(wheré Rents are cheap) 4e too difant, that old Houfes 
are cold and inconvenient, that they did not know there 
was any fuch Placein Town. I likewife infift that they 
never mention the Word Pi@ures, nor even (during the 
Froft) infinuate that Carpets rhake a Room warm, that 
one cannot fet his Wig without a Glafs, or that fmall 
Grates wafte Coals. I likewife earneftly recommend to 
all Grandees, never, in the Company of their Inferiours, 
to wonder how People can walk the Streets; and.do 
pofitively forbid any Perfon, of what Quality foever, 
unlefs he be a profeft Wit, to condemn Port-Wine. 
J defire moreover, that no Man with a mourning Sword 
on, may be afked qwho he is ix Mourning for ? And da 
declare, that henceforth, a Hole in a Man’s Stocking 
fhall make no Flaw in his Reputation, unlefs the Stock- 
ing be a very fine one, or the Wearer rides in a Chair. 
I Ee likewife, in the humbleft Manner, addrefs myfelf 
to all Ladies of Quality, entreating them that their 
Ladyfhips would be pleafed never in the Prefence of 
any of their Sex, who are not of Quality, to admire 
at the Ruftic Conftitutions of Perfons who can get up 
early in the Morning, nor ever to mention fuch Words 
as Clerks of the Kitchen, Bills of Fare, Pyramids of 
Defarts, rich Wines, or any of the Neceffaries of 
great Tables, nor condemn the Beaftlinefs of Hackney- 
Chairs, Rofe-Diamonds, Pafte-Necklaces, coarfe Lace, 
thin Edgings, colour’d Stockings, frippery Luiftrings, 
or any other plain Ornaments of Beauty. I do farther 
intreat them, that they would maintain a proper Re- 
gard for their Quality, and not fubmit to game with 
their Inferiors. 

I fhould be Jikewife oblig’d to that eloquent Orator 
Mr. Cock, in his next Auction of old China, or any 
other ufelefs and expenfive Furniture, if he would pre- 
vent common Gentlewomen from fetting before their 
Betters, and if he would handle his Hammer with pro. 
bee a to the Quality and Riches of the Perfon 
who bids, 
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Mr. Heydegger is alfo defir’d to infert at the Bottom 
of his next Mafquerade-Bill, that there is nothing more 
to be feen there than a Set of Figures in ftrange and ri- 
diculous Dreffes, moft of them drefs'd out of Charaéter, 
but without any Humour ; that the few Women of 
Fafhion, who go thither, herd only among themielves, 
and know one another as well as if their Masks were 
off, and that the greateft Part of the beautiful Shepher- 
deffes, Nuns, and innocent Country Laffes, are to be 
feen every other Day in the Week in the Balconies at 
the Theatres, and the Chocolate-Houfes near Covent- 
Garden. Ifhould be farther oblig’d to him, for in-

Laftly, that a pretty Creature, 
neatly and plainly drefs’d, walking in the Park in the 
Morning, and giving an Inftance of the Bloom and 
Health of her Conftitution m the Face of the Sun, will 
be apter to make a ufeful Impreffion ona fenfible young 
Fellow, than any Town-Complexion at a Midnight 
Affembly, with the Affiftance of Paint, Candles, or 
any other Aid. 

Having thus flightly pafs’d over the principal Heads 
of Extravagance, I follow the Method of my laft Pa- 
per, which brings me to the fecond Evil; namely, 
the leaving the younger Brothers, &’c. of Families un- 
provided for, forthe Reafons there mention’d. 

Tho’ it mutt be confefs’d, that all Men in Power will 
naturally firit provide for their own Relations, yet it 
might be expected that this Preference fhould not ex- 
tend itfelf to the moft diftant Affinity by Marriage of 
thofe Relations ; nay, even to their very menial De- 
pendents, that it would be fufficient to provide fora 
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Brother, a Son, or at fartheft a Coufin, in Places they 
were not fit for, without carrying it to almoft as ri- 
diculous a Degree as the Roman Emperor, who made 
his Herfe a Conful, by conferring genteel Places, thofe | 
of Profit and even of Truft on the loweft of Servants, — 
without any Regard to Birth, Education, or Capacity ; 
as this is a fecond Source to public Diftrefs, fo it is | 
the Bufinefs of public Charity to remove it. I there- 
fore hope fhortly. to fee all Employments whatever, 
beftowed with Regard to the three Qualities I juft now 
mention’d, whatever Political Principles (as long as 
they are confiftent with our Conititution) the Relations 
of fuch Perfons, or even they themfelves, may be re- 
mark’d for. I hope, particularly, that it will be no 
Objection to any one of Merit that his Family is poor 


and has no Intereft, Circumftances which fhould rather 

roduce Charity than reftrain it; and any Perfon or 
SEE a who, by a contrary Proceeding, are the Caufe 
of innumerable Diftrefles in Gentlemen’s Families, 
make a very bad Amends for their Behaviour by {cat- 


tering a few Pieces among the Mob. . 
As to third and fourth Branches of Diftrefs, namely, 
the Ruin of Perfons who have fucceeded either in 
Trade or the Profeifions, and the Inability of others to 
procure it; as they are occafion’d often by the fame 
Caufes, fo I fhall join the Cure of them in one Article ; 
and here I recommend it to all Perfons, when they are 
to employ any one in their Bufinefs, not to be blindly 
led by Fafl.ion, and abfolutely perfuaded that none 
can do it for them, but thofe who have fo much Bufi- 
nef; that in Reality they do none at all well. This falie 
Opinion prevails fo univerfally in Law and Phyfic, that 
there is {carce a Medium in either, between ftarving in 
the Profeffions, or being a Slave to them. Wycherh, 
in his Plain Dealer, fays of a Lawyer in Vogue, that 
by being in every Body's Caufe he is really in none. 
I know not whether I fhall be allowed to fay that a 
Phyfician, by feeling every Body’s Pulfe feels none3 
ut 
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but this I will affirm, that 20 Patients would have 
more Advantage of their Phyfician’s Skill than 200 
can ; it may be ask’d, fhall notevery Man employ the 
moft fkilful in his Affairs? Doubtlefs; but I am afraid 
there is lefs of Preference in Judgment than of Whim, 
Fancy, Fafhion, Pride, &c. in the Cafe; all which, 
{ hope, will for the Future be charitably laid afide. 

In the Cafe of Trade, this Partiality and the Pride 
which occafions it are more apparent. Do we not 
every Day confefs that we give advanced Prices for 
the Names of particular Tradefmen who have the Af- 
furance to exaét larger Prices for their Commodities 
than their Brethren, only becaufe they are richer, and 
might confequently afford to fell cheaper? (I know one 
in particular in this Kingdom, who, if he does not 
mend his Manners, will hear more of us, that has fold 
his Name for infinitely more than his Head is worth, 
and who, by his Familiarity with them, feems to have 
bought the Names of feveral Perfons of great Fafhion 
in Return.) ‘This Refufal to lay out our Money with 
any others than thofe who don’t want it, as if we care- 
fully avoided doing good, even yhen it cofts us nothing, 
nay, when it is to our Advantage, betrays want of 
Senfe as well as Want of Charity, nay, and Want of 
Spirit too. For what can be meaner than to fupport 
the Infolent, and fhun the Submiffive? I, therefore 
hope, that, for the Future, no one will pafs by a Shop 
becaufe it does not ftand in fuch a particular Place, be- 
caufe it is not Mr. Such-a-one’s, becaufe the Owner 
is a young Beginner, or, in the polite Phrafe, becaufe 
No Body buys there. Seeing that fuch a Behaviour very 
plainly tends to the Difcouragement of all Induftry a- 
mong us. : . 

I come now to confider Men in the laft and greateft 
of Diftreffes, which can arife from Circumftances, or 
which it isin the Power of Charity to relieve, I mean 
thofe Wretches who are in Goal for Debts which they 
cunnet pay. ‘There is not, perhaps, a more fhocking 
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Refleftion than that of the Numbers who are confin’d 
on this Account, in all Manner of Mifery in the fe- 
veral Goals of this Kingdom ; and more, I believe, 
than are to be found on the fame Occafion in all the 
Prifons in Europe. How agreeable the making fuch 
Numbers of Subjeéts not only ufelefs to, but a burden 
onthe Community, may be toa wife ora polite Na- 
tion, or the infli€ting fuch Mifery on fo many for 
fometimes no Offence, may be to a Human or a Chrif- 
tian People, I will not determine. ‘The Wifdom and 
Goodnefs of our common Law fuffer'd this only in 
Cafes of violent Trefpafies, or for Debts due to the 
King, till the Devil found Means by flow Degrees, and 
by feveral * Statutes, which gave this Satisfaction, as 
itis call’d, firft in Account, afterwards in Debt, este, 
to introduce this Prototype of Hell more generally : and 
it is the fame infernal Spirit, who, in one of our Law- 
Books, ‘+ {peaks through the Mouth of a good Servant 
of his, a Judge in pacen Elizabeth’s Reign, who 
compares a Man in Goal toa Beait in a Pound ; and 
f ays, § That the Sheriff or the Plaintiff are no more 
“ob! iged to give Victuals or Drink to the Prifoner, 
than the Diftrainer is to the Cattle impounded ; for 
that he is to live upon his own Goods, if he hath 
any ; if not, onthe Charity of others ; and if others 
will give him nothing, let him ftarve, fays he, in 
God’s Name (or rather the Devil's) and thank him- 
{elf for it.’ 

However, it is certain, that the Laws, at prefent, 
(how wifely, or juftly, or righteoufly I won't fa y) do 
put in the Power of cuety roud, ill-natur’d, tes 
rapacious Creditor to fatisfy his Revenge, his Malice, 
or his Avarice this Way on ‘aie Perfon who owes him 
a few Shillings more than he can pay him; but let a 
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Chriftian take Care how he ufes it, and remember that 
as furely as he forgives not his Neighbour his Tref- 
pafles, fo furely will his Father in Heaven deny to for- 

ive him his ; nor do I know any Crime in this 
World which can appear to a finite Underftanding to 
deferve infinite Punifhment, fo much as that curfed and 
rancorous Difpofition which could bring a Man to caufe 
the Deftru€tion of a Family, or the Confinement of a 
human Creature in Mifery during his Life, for any 
Debt whatever, unlefs the contra¢ting it be attended 
with great Circumftances of Villany. 

I fhall conclude, witn recommending to a particular 
Perfon who may have fome Intereft to endeavour the 
Reformation of the Law on this Head, fachan Ac 
may gain him fome real Friends while alive, and fome 
Admirers after his Death. Sure I am, that no Age 
ever called fo loudly for it as the prefent, when we 
muft fhortly either make an Alteration im our Law 
herein, or a very large one in our Goals. C

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And certain Particulars have been mention’d, that 
deferve the mott rigid Scrutiny, and if true, the moft 
exemplary Punifhment. 

On Sunday and Yefterday, Feb. 17 and 18. the high, 
Spring ‘Tides, like a brave People, Who had long ftrug- 
gled under the Rod of Oppreffion, took Advantage of | 
the Thaw, to burft their Fetters, and declare again for | 
Liberty. But, as fome Mifchief generally attend fuch 
Revolutions, feveral Barges and Lighters, were drove 
from their Moorings, and broke to Pieccs in the 
Fray. 

Snide of Admiralty are held fometimes till One 
o’Clock in the Morning ; where fome Removes have been 
made among the Captains of the Fleet ; certain imart 
Altercations have pais’d, and final Inftru€tions have been 
given for hiring ‘lranfports of the Merchants.

In the Gazetteer of Saturday lait, we are told that 
Queen Elizabeth's Lord Chamberlain had, almoft as great 
a Power over the Parliament, as the prefent Lord Cham- 
berlain has over the Play-Houfe : Whence, without the 
leaft Apology for the Infolence of the Comparifon, or 
any Regard tothe Revolutions that have happened in 
this Kingdom face, he defires the good People to con- 
clude, that one R ought to have as large a Do- 
muinion as the other. ‘ 

And in that of Monday, an Argument is drawn from 
the prefent flourifhing State; and unreftrain’d Freedom 
of Ireland, where there is no Place-bill, that fach a 
Project was not only fuperfluous, but deftructive to 
Great-Britain, ——— With fome abfurd Reflexions, by

SAZIO MONGST other Species of Charity, for 
GA Which this Age is juitly celebrated, there 
is one which fhines forth in avery par- 
8 ticular Manner, I mean that of founding 
2 Hofpitals ; a moft commendable and 
‘ufeful Branch of this Virtue, and in which ' 
we have fo well diftinguifh’d ourfelves of late, that 
within thefe three Years, or thereabouts, we have 
feen the Rife of 3 Hofpitals, one at Hide-Park-Corner, 
anotherat theBa?A, and laftly that (for Foundlings) which 
does Honour not only to the noble Propagators of it, 
but to our very Age and Nation, and leaves us only 
to wonder, how it was poffible, thro’ Stupidity or Bar- 
parity, to have been delay’d fo long. 
An ingenious Gentleman this Jaft Winter, havine, 
I fuppofe, obferv’d this prefent Bent of our Genius, 
and that moft of the Calamities with which our Minds 
or Bodies were vifited, had Cures provided for them in 
this Way, thought proper to give us an ufeful Hint of’ 
ereCting an Hofpital, without which I own I have often 
thought that noble Structure in Moorfields deficient, 
namely, an Ho/pital for Fools. This Hint was convey'd 
into the World from.the Theatre, by a Dramatic Com- 
polition under that Name. 
Moft Perfons imagin’d this Piece would not be li- 
vens'd; and fome, who, Iam fure, knew nothing mor 
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of it than the Title, afferted that there muft certainly 
be Reflections in it on fome People; however, con- 
trary to their Expectation, it came on the Stage, 
where to their no lefs Surprize, it met with an ill Re- 
ception. 

I was myfelf prefent on the firft Night of its Re- 
prefentation, and do fcarce remember to have feen any 
Thing equal to the Horror which appear’d in the Faces 
of the whole Pit; nor can any of my Readers have an 
Idea of it, unlefs fuch as have obferv’d the Countenan- 
ces of a Set of Children at a Story of Raw-Head and 
Bloody-Bones: For really, (to imitate the Language 
us’d on fuch Occafions) they feem’d to think the Poet 
was come for them all. Nay, fo terribly were they 
frighten’d, that I have been told they all got up ina 
Clufter together, and did not dare ftir out of the Houfe 
till 12 o’Clock at Night, when one of the Aétors came 
on the Stage, and told them there was no Danger, and 
that they might be aflur’d they fhould never hear any 
more of it. 

For my Part I was diflatisfied with the Treatment of 
this Piece, in which I thoughtthere was Merit, though 
an old Gentleman who fat by me, and did not join in the 
Tumult, was of a different Opinion: H€ often fhook 
his Head, and faid it was ill-tim’d, that there was very 
few of thofe Sort of People at prefent, with many Cri- 
ticifms of the like Kind, and at laft concluded that he 
was glad the Farce was Damned ; for that he was 
fure the Author was an ill-natured Fellow, by his 
wanting to confine fuch inoffenfive People as Fools 
were, 

But, notwithftanding this old Gentleman’s Cenfure, 
I am itill of the Author’s Side ; not only from the 
Performaitce, but the Intention of his Piece, being 
—! to recommend fuch an Hofpital as I have men- 
tioned, 
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I cannot help imagining the antient Cuftom of keep | 
ing Fools to have had fomething of this Provifion for 
them in View. By this Cuftom every Man of Fafhion 
was in a Manner obliged to have at leaft one Foo! in | 
his Family. This was equal, if not fuperior, to a ge- | 
neral Hofpital for them, and would have continued to 
this Day, had not the Fools become ungrateful to their | 
Benefactors, and made fo ill an Ufe of their Goodnefs, 
as at lait to take upon them to be Wits: For which 
Reafon, they were all foon turned out of Doors; but 
fince that Time, to fhew the Revolution of humin 
Affairs, Wit hath been in Fafhion, and feveral Fools 
have found Means to introduce themfelves into great. 
Families under the Difguife of Wits, and have never 
been difcover’d by their Mafters. 

But though great Numbers of Perfons, and fome 
whom I could name, have kept Fools for this Reafon ; 
yet this Pra€tice is not fo general as formerly, and num- 
berlefs Fools are daily to be feen in all the Parts of this 
Town, without any Body to take Care of them ; or, 
as it appears by fome late moving Inftances, without 
knowing where to go: For to omit the great Numbers 
who have been feen dancing, &e. on the T4ames, and 
who ran about the Town laft Monday Night in antic 
Dreffes, fuch hath been lately the Diftrefs of thefe poor 
Creatures, that I am credibly inform’d, feveral Foois, 
not knowing where to thruft their Heads, publicly 
offer’d the other Night Crowns a-piece, beyond the 
already advanc’d Price, for Seats in the firit Gallery at 
Covent-Garden Theatre ; when Orpheus and Euridice 
was firft reprefented. 

After thefe Inftances, I am fure no one can think it 
other than an Aé&t of Charity to the Fools themfelves 
to confine them ; befides they are far from being fuch 
inoffenfive Creatures as the old Gentleman hath repre- 
fented them ; nay I could almoft venture to affert, that 
there is fcarce any Mifchief done, in which Fools are 
not concerned, 
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Is any Mifchief ever made among Friends and: Re- 
lations without a Fool concerned in it? Should we e- 
ver hear of a Separation, or even a Quarrel between ‘a 
Hufband and Wife, unlefs one or both of them were 
Fools ? How comes it that Servants get at the Se- 
crets of Families ? How do Lawyers get Poffeffion of 
Men’s Writings ? Priefts of their Minds, and Phyfi- 
cians of their Bodies, and by thefe Means all four of 
their Purfes ?, How happens it that Horfes are kill’d, 
Wheels worn out,-and Time thrown away to {pread 
little, paultry, dirty, mean, malicious Scandal? Why 
doth one Man attempt to fruftrate the Schemes, or one 
Woman to hinder the Amours of another, which do 
not interfere with their own ? Ina Word, how comes 
it that any one fuffers an Injury by which the Perfon 
who does it reaps no Advantage, but that Fools walk 
abroad ? : 

Or, to make ufe of higher Inftances, Why have a 
whole People often loft their Liberties, or indeed why 
have Kings defir’d to take them away (fince the greater 
and nobler, and braver a People are, fo much the 
greater is the Monarch who reigns over them) but for 
the above Reafon. And to’ bring it Home, 
how can we account for the tame Sufferance of 
fome Invafions on our Rights in former 'Tffnes, but 
by faying, Tuar Foots wikE THEN IN THE 
Lanp. 

It would be needlefs, fince, though I am writing 
for the Sake of Fools, I am not writing to them, to 
enumerate any more Inftances to prove {fo plain an Af- 
fertion, as that Fools ought to be fhut up as* well as 
Madmen. 

And where is the Ill-nature of this Propofal ? What 
Inconvenience, nay even what Lofs of Amufement 
would arife to them from hence, fuppofing they were 
confin’d in a larze and wholefome Hoipital ? Could not 
the Beau dreis i:imfelf, the Coquet play before the 
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Glafs, or the Prude fkrew up her Face as well here as_ 
any where? For fince they only admire themfelves, 
cannot they do it by themfelves’? Cannot a Poet here 
wonder at his own bad Verfes, or a Critic abufe good | 
ones ? Cannot a Projector lay his Schemes, and all the 
different Sorts of Fools, play over their different Sorts. 
of Follies? Nay, we will-allow them all tke Amufe-. 
ments they have at prefent, and fling them, ina Heap, | 
all their Mufic-Mafters, Dancing-Mafters, Fidlers, O- 
reras, Puppet-fhews, Raree-fhews, Pantomines, Dex- 
terity of Hand, and a compleat Set Gratis of Gaxet- 
teers; in fhort, all they have or that they defire te 
have; nor do I know’any Thing they will be debar'’d 
from, but the Converfation of Men of Senfe, which 
can be no Misfortune to them, as thefe are a particular 
Sort of odd People, for whom the faid Fools have al- 
ways had a moft uninterrupted Contempt: So that in 
Reality this will be not fo properly the Hofpital as the 
Paradife of Pools. ' ' 

Indeed, I am aware but of two Objeétions which © 
can be pofibly made to this Charity : ‘Lhe firft is that 
trite one which hath been fo often objected, viz. the 
great Expence of fo large a Building; but this may 
be eafily obviated by only a Change of Places, that is, 
by our bringing the Fools all together into one ; for 
which Purpofe, to avoid the greater Confufion, it may 
be convenient to affign that Situation for the Hofpital 
where the greateit Part and the moft eminent already 
refide : But, for particular Reafons, the Public will ex- 
cufe my pointing out the Quarter, till the Scheme is 
farther advanc’d, and fome of the moft powerful Fools 
fecur’d., 

The fecond, which feems indeed at firft Sight of 
ereater Weight, is thata very large and ufeful Body 
of the Community, who are vulgarly call’d Knaves, 
may be injur’d thereby. This Scheme being little lefs 
than to take from them the Means of fubfifting on thofe 
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Creatures, who are, by fome learned Men, thought to 
have been created for no other Purpofe, than for the 
Food and Convenience of the faid Knaves. This. 
would, I own, have great Force, if it was abfolutely 
true, or at leaft if without Remedy: For Iam _ nei- 
ther fo romantic a Writer, nor one of fo little public 
Spirit, as to conceive that any Reparation could be 
mace for fo great a Lofs to Society : But Iam very 
confident, that by this Means no Knaves would be 
depriv’d of Subfiftence, but fuch as would be entitled 
to a Provifion in the Hofpital. Honeft and undefign- 
ing Men of very good Underftanding would be always 
liable to the Attacks of cunning and artful Knaves, 
into whofe Snares we are as often feduc’d by the Open- 
nefs and Goodnefs of the Heart, as by the Weaknefs 
of the Head. ‘True Wifdom is commonly attended 
with a Simplicity of Manners, which betrays a worthy 
Man to a tricking Shuffler, of a much inferior Capa- 
city. Befides, Knaves have the Quality with Pikes, 
when they can find no other Game, of preying on one 
another ; anda great, fubtle Knave, and fuch it is the 
main Bufinefs of a well-order’d Commonwealth to fup- 
port, will no more fail of his Prey while any little ones 
are within his Reach, than an over-grown Pike will 
want Food while there are any Imaller Pikes ia the 
fame Pond, €

ful of faithful Subjects by whom he was ador’d, and 
the Sovereignty of an ineftimable Mine of Emeralds ; 
the only one in Egypt, and the richeit in the World. 
He was born with a great Soul, noble and elevated 
Sentiments, a penetrating and comprehenfive Genius, 
2 Courage truly mafculine, and capable of the high- 
eft Undertakings, He had diftinguifh’d — in 
Wary 
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War, both among the Arabian Princes his Neighbours, _ 
and under the imperial Standard of the Port: Whence | 
he was as formidable to his Enemies, as amiable to his 
Subjects ; and all thefe great Qualities, join’d to the 
Royalty of his Defcent and his immenfe Treafures, | 
made him regarded with a jealous Eye, even at Cairo. 

The Bafhaws of Egypt, fucceffively had heard of his 
ineftimable Mine, and Avarice needed no greater Temp- | 
tation to endeavour his Ruin: To which End, it was, 
at laft, thought advifeable to render him criminal in 
the Eyes of the Grand Seignior, by the following 
Means. Certain Yurks were firft prompted to com- 
mit Outrages in his peaceable States, to infult his Sub- 
jects, and carry off their Camels: And when Haffein 
prudently avoided oppofing Violence with Violence, an 
Aga in the Neighbourhood was commanded to invade 
his Frontier with open Hoftilities. All which, in- 
ftead of oppofing, he only modeftly complain’d of, 
and at the fame Time interceded for Redrefs to his in- 
jur’d Subjeéts. But, inftead of obtaining Juftice, his 
Remonftrances were treated as Treafon, and he him- 
felf order’d forthwith to repair to Cairo, to anfwer 
for his Conduét. Ha/ffein, really aftonifh’d at this Pro- 
ceeding, and, unwilling to be facrific'd in the Dark, 
defir’d Time to deliberate on his Compliance : Which 
was look’d upon as fuch an Aggravation of his Guilt, 
that he was inftantly proclaim’d'a Rebel, and cer- 
tain Troops were employ’d to punith his Difobedi- 
ence. 

But this Rancour of his Enemies was not excited by 
the Emerald. Mine alone ; Haffein poflefs’'d yet a great- 
er and more envy’d Treafure, his Wife, a Lady of a 
furprifing Beauty, but even more celebrated for her 
Prudence, Spirit, Truth, and Fidelity, than the trant- 
cendent Charms of her Perfon.—’T was on her the E- 
mir doated ; ’twas for her his Heart was firft and prin- 
cipally concern’d ; not his former Lofs of Egypt, or 
the Danger that now threaten'd the Remains of his 
ancient Patrimony. A 
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A Jouracy which the Pyir had Occafion to make 
to Cairo, together with the Pp incefs his Spoufe, af- 
forded the Bafhaw an Opportuiiuty io fee her ; and 
that Sight was the very Moment accompanied by Love. 
——At the Time, that Hafein was at Cairo, the Baf- 
haw had given certain magnificent Entertainments to 
the Ladies of his own Seraglio, and invited thofe of 
all the Lords of his Court to fhare inthem. As no 
Man of whatever Quality was permitted to bea Spec- 
tator of thefe Sports, Haféin made no Difficulty to 
fufter his dear Princefs to be prefent: But, while the 
whole Court fhone with Lights, and rung with their 
innocent Pleafures, the Bafhaw, either bewitch’d by 
his Curiofity, or prefuming on his Power, interrupted 
all by lus fudden Appearance among them. At which 
unexpected Surprize, the Apartments echo’d with Cries 
of Fear and Aftonifhment, ard every one made what 
Shift the could to efcape. ‘The Arabian Princefs was 
the firft that had drawn his Attention, and, of Courfe, 
was the laft thet could avoid him. Her alone he re- 
garded, ameertys and follow’d; and, having, half by 
Violence ftopp’d.— You fly me, Charmer of my Heart, 
f: ays he, and «vould conceal thofe Beauties that deferve 
the Adoration of the World —Don't envy me the Plea- 
fure te is charming Oppo tunity gives me» but allow me 
one iVloment, at “heat, to enjoy a Felicity that I wifh 
could be eternal. What have you to fear where you 
may command i ? Every Thing, my Lord, aniwer’d fhe 
fiercely, and difengaging herfelf e agerly from his Hands, 
Lwery Thing where the Laws of Honour and Hopitality 
are fo fagran ‘ly violated. At thefe Words, the ab- 
ruptly Jeft-him, cover'd with Confufion, inflam’d with 
Pailion, and in Defpair of ever feeing the dear Objeét 
any more. On the other Hand, Haffein was. no 
fooner inform’d of this Adventure by his Wife, but 
he refolv’d to leave Caire that Moment, and fave him- 
felf from the Treachery of Courts, in his own more 
hofpitable Mountains. 
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This fatal Interview finifh’d what the Emerafy. 
‘Mine began: A Vaflal, tho’ a Prince, was thdught 
too happy in poflefling Two fuch invaluable Trea 
fures, and it was refolv’d to bereave him of both, 
at the Expence of his own Life—But Hafzin no 
fooner was convine’d his Ruin was fonght, but he de- 
termined to ftand upon his Guard.—He order’d his 
Subjeéts to retire to the Mountains with their F locks 
and Provender, and fortify’d the Pafles with alljima- 
ginable Diligence.——~ Whence, however eafy it was- 
thought at Caro, to reduce a petty Prince of the 4. 
rabians, thofe who were charg’d with the Expedition, 
found the Difficulties almoft unfurmountable, —Skill’d 
in all the intricats Mazes of that wild Country, he 
terrified them with continual Alarms, cut off their 
Convoys, and, by the Advantage of Situation, repell'd 
their moit obfiinace Attacks, 

But, however fuccefsfully he had hitherto defended 
himfelf, his dear Princefs termented herfelf inceflantly 
for being the fatal Caufe of his Danger. Wretch 
that Lam, would the trequeatly exclaim, That Beauty, 
which Heaven flattered me with as’a Pledge of my 
Hufband’s Happinefs, that very Beauty threatens to be 
his Ruin! Do you fee my dear Haffein the Capriciouf- 
nefs of my Fate ? I love you, and defire to hve only 
for your Sake; and yet 1 have the Curfe to fee that 
very Life become a Snare to put an End to yours.— 
Yes, yes, ’cis I that embitter your Pleafures and poi- 
fon your Repole ; that wae your Dominions with 
Fire and Swerd. — Without me, you would have no 
Enemy to endanger your Eftate, or calumniate your 
Fame.—Perfidious Beauty, how chimerical are thy Ad- 
vantages ? How real thy Calamities ?-—-Ha/ffein hear’d 
thefe delicate Complaints with unfeign’d Affliction, 
and cordially endeavour’d to remove them.—No, Ma- 
dam, fays he, "tis not Love, but Avarice:is the Caufe 
of our Misfortunes ! The Bafhaw never lov’d, and you 
do him tco much Honour to fuppofe him capable of 

an

an Inclination fo noble ? His brutal and favage Heart 
doats only on my Emerald-Mine, and ’tis to the Lut 
of Rapine I am to be facrific’'d : But how little will 
be his Gain? Haf/éin was never the Slave of Fear, 
and, in fuch a Situation as mine, thofe who dare die, 
can difappoint, if not conquer their Enemies, 
Neither, on the other Hand, was the Bafhaw wholly 
at Eafe.—Six Months had already paffed, and yet Ha/- 


fein liv’d ; and ftill poffefled both his Wife and his 


Mine.—Refolv’d, therefore, to be kept on the Rack 
of Expeétation no longer, he levy’d half the Force 
of Egypt, headed the Expedition himfelf, furrounded 
the Mountains on every Side, and cut off all Poffibi- 
lity even of a Retreat. 

The unfortunate Ha/ein, feeing bimfelf_now irre- 
parably undone, had Recourfe to his laft and only 
Confolation : ‘There were but fix Perfons in the Secret 
of the Mines: Thefe he fent for, and pointing to the 
Turkife Forces afcending the Hills on all Sides: My 
Friends, {aid he, Thofe are the Tyrants that have en- 


flav'd you, and murder’d your Princes : And I, the laft 


of the miferable Line, am now ta follow them.—You 
know the Motive of this unjuft Invafion.—The precious 
Mine, which their Avarice perfuadgs them is infinitely 
more Valuable than it really is—AIn one Moment they 
cxill be here, and, in Imagination, already devour their 
Prey.—But, if Lam not deceivd in your Fidelity, that 
Imapination is all they foall ever poffe/s.—Death, Death 
will both deliver you fiom their mercilefs Hands, and 
difappoint their hungry Avarice for ever.—Depend upon 
it, your Prince will not lng furvive you. 

As he ended, with a Glance of his Eye, he thew’d 
them the Executioners ready with their Bow ftrings : 
to which thofe faithful Subjects fubmitted with an A- 
lacrity, beyond Example.—Ha/ein drop’d fome grate- 
ful Tears upon their Bodies, and flew to the Tent of 
his dear Princefs to take his laft Leave :— Medam, 
faid he, The Exemy is at Mand, bis Standards even now 
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arife between the Hil: But, I have already had the 
Pheafure of preventing half his Triumph—My. Slaves, 
by their Deaths, have feal’d up the Secret of the. Mine 
for ever.—And for you, my dear Spouse, added he, ten- 
derly preffing her Hand, as to take his laft Leave, 
Live !—Here in Spite of himfelf, Tears, for a Mo- 
ment, hinder’d him from going on. Live my dear 
Spoufe —Remember the unfortunate Haflein! Remember 
bis Fidelity ! 

He could add no more: But, quite overcome with 
Tendernefs, would have torn himfelf away to conceal, 
if poffible, the Refidue of what he fuffer’d and de- 
fien’d. Buc the Princefs detain’d him by Force: 
Stay, Haffein! cry’d fhe, in the Anguifh of her Soul. 
"Tis too foon to die. For that I know is your Defign, tho 
you ftrive to conceal it from me.—But have you thought 
me unworthy to bear you Company? Do you believe me 
mean enough to furvive you? Know then Haffein that, 
tho’ you have refolved to fhew me the Way, it jball be 
my Glory to prevent you.—No, my dear Lord, added fhe, 
folding him in her Arms, the Barbarian /a/] triumph 
over neither of usm—aA friendly Poifon will, in a few 
Moments, fecure me from his Infults. I forefavs our mu- . 
tual Misfortunes. I forefaw your Life was near its 
Period, and found Means to reach the Goal before yous 
Happy in the Refte&tion that our Enemy will have every 
Paffion, but his Cruelty, defeated.—Go, fhe continued, 
almoft fainting as fhe {poke : Go, Fight! Die! — But 
fail not to avenge the Blood of a Wife that hv'd you be- 
yond her Being.—-In ending thefe Words, fhe expir’d 
in his Arms ; and Haféin, having taking a religious 
Leave of her dead Body, haften’d to put himfelf at 
the Head of his little Army ; who, infpir’d with the 
Enthufiafm of their Sovereign’s Grief, and Rage, be- 
hav'd as if the Right of Vengeance was their own.— 
But Haffein, alike hopelefs and regardlefs of Victory, 
charg’d into the Middle of the Enemy ; and, feleét- 
ing the Vizier, as the only Object worthy of his Fury, 
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_kil’'d him m_ the Middle of his Guards, and was by 
them jmmediately cut to Pieces on the Body of their 
Lord. * %

HH E unequal Diftribution of the good 

\ Things of this World, hath been repre- 

3 fented as one excellent Argument of a 
4 future State. The Difparity between 
NGF the Lots of Men hath been thought ho 


otherwife reconcileable with the Goodnefs 
of the Almighty Being, than by confidering this World 
as a fhort State of Probation only, and our Happinefs 
here of very little Account in the Divine Eye: For, 
as the beft Parents, during the Infancy of their Child- 
ren, give fometimes the fineit Toys to this or that 
Child, and think it fafficient to provide equally for 
them in their main Settlement in Life; fo this our 
great Parent, regardlefs of the different Shares which 
we pofiefs of the Toys of this World, is only careful 
to provide an Equality of Blifs for fuch as do not forfeit 
it in our lafting Settlement hereafter. 
__ But though Health of Body and Strength of Mind, 
being poffefs’d by fome in avery fuperior Degree to 
that which falls to the Lot of others, do really intro- 
duce the greateit Difparity of worldly Happinefs; this 
is not fo certainly the Confequence of the unequal Di- 
{tribution of Power and Riches, and notwithftanding 
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the Difdain with which the great and fine World look 
down ona middle State, notwithftanding contemptu- 
ous Phrafes, as Low People; Fellows that Nobody 
knows; firange Creatures; mean Company ; Nobody's ; 
Whatdyecallums ; Dirt; Scroff, * &c. notwithftand- 
ing all this, I am convine’d that Happinefs does not al- 
ways fit on the Pinnacle of Power, or lie in a Bed of 
State ; but is rather to be found in that golden Mean 
which Horace prefcribes in the Motto of my Paper, 
where it is feldom mifs’d, unlefs by fach as, through 
too great Humility, dare not invite Happinefs to their 
humble Dwellings, but foolifhly put off the Hopes of 
entertaining this Gueft, till they can make themfelves 
Mafters of ftately Rooms and {plendid Furniture to re- 
ceive it. , 

Philofophers and Moralifts have already fili’d fo 
many thoufand Pages with their Declamations on this 
Head, that I fhall add no more to them, efpecially 
fince Examples convince us more fpeedily than Pre- 
cepts ; and ‘the Two following Pictures, which are 
taken from Life, and the latter without the leaft 
Embellifhment, muft fatisfy the Reader, that there are

The firft of thefe Pi€tures I fhall prefent the Reader 
with as it was drawn by my Son Fack, who, asI have 
faid in my firft Paper, wears fine Cloaths, and keeps the 
beft Company.

He had a perfect Knowledge of Human Nature, 
though his Contempt of all bafe Means of Appli- 
cation, which are the neceflary Steps to great Ac- 
quaintance, reftrained his Converfation within ve 
narrow Bounds: He had the Spirit of an old Ro- 
man, joined to the Innocence of a primitive Chrifti- 
an; he was content with his little State of Life, in 
which his excellent Temper of Mind, gave him an 
Happinefs beyond the Power of Riches, and it was 
neceflary for his Friends to have a fharp Infight into 
his Want of their Services, as well as good Inclina- 
tions or Abilities to ferve him. In fhort, he was one 
of the beft of Men, and thofe who knew him belt, 
will moft regret his Lofs.

Did not think the Captain’s inimitable

which, we are told, you* have applied all your Days. 
And yet, you cannot certainly be in earneft when you 
infinuate that the Myfteries of Politics are not to be 
fathomed, efpecially thofe that regard the Intereft of 
our own Country, which furely require neither the 
‘Talents of a Conjurer, nor fo much Labour and In- 
itruction to es 
The Intereft of this Ifland, is, I believe, chiefly to 
preferve a good Underftanding between the King and 
his People : ‘To maintain a very {mall Army, and a 
very ftrong Fleet ; to keep up the ftritteft Alliance 
with the Maritime Powers without making too great 
Conceffions to them on the Article of ‘Trade: To 
ballance Power as equally as poffible on the Continent, 
and to hold the Scales ourfelves ; to itep the Current 
of a certain Potentate’s Eneroachments in the Medt- 
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terranean, and thofe of another in the W’e/-Indias ; to 
encourage our Manufaftures at Home, efpecially the 
Wollen, by taking -Meafures to prevent the Exportati- 
on of Wool (which as Iam told may be accomplifhed) 
and by diminifhing the Taxes, and with them the 
Price of Labour 3 to prevent the Growth of Luxury, 
and to take the Opportunity of every Hour’s Peace to 
leffen the Debts of the Nation. 

Thefe are, I believe, the true and principal Heads ; 
of which, as I apprehend every one may be eafily con- 
vinced, foam I perfuaded that it is far from being 
impraticable to effeét them. By the Art of Politics, 
therefore, I apprehend you mean the Art of Prime- 
Ministry. An Art which to thofe who are not 
verfedin it, doth indeed feem to abound in Myfteries, 
equal with the Fealls of Cybele, the Orgia of Bacchus, 
or any Other Myfteries of the Heathen Religion, 

But as dark and difficult as this is, I have, with 
infinite Pain and Study, at laft made myfelf a perfect 
Matter of it, and intend to convert my Knowledge at 
once to the Ufe of my Country, and to my own Liveli- 
hood. I fhall therefore inititute Lectures, wherein I 
will teach the whole Art of Prime-Miniftry ata very 
reafonable Rate. 

The Ufefulnefs of this Knowledge need not, I ap- 
prehend, be infifted on, it being apparently fufficient 
of itfelf tomake any Man’s Fortune, and may fave the 
great Expences which are often thrown away in giving 
genteel and learned Educations to Children, by filling 
their Heads with ufelefs Languages and Sciences.

this Wafh) tho” he had taken a Journey to Corinth, 
on Purpofe, thinking by his Oratory to have talked 
her out of it, returned without it, faying, ¢anti non emo 
non § penitere, Ifball not give fo much to prevent my be- 
ing afbamed: Who can imagine that fo many Philofo- 
pers and wife Men would have run after 4 common 
Strumpet, or that fo fine a Woman as the other Lais 
would have afked ten thoufand Dezavrii of fo pretty a 
Gentleman as Demoffhenes, who we are told was the 
greateit Beau, as well as the greateft Orator of his Age, 
and proftituted herfelf for nothing to fuch an ugly, 
dirty, ill-bred Fellow as Diogenes? Hence came the 
Proverbs, ‘Lhat every Man could not go to Corinth, 
or, as Aules Gellius paraphrafes the Greed, it is in vain 
to go to Corinth, untefs one could give Lais her Price 


for her Wafo: and that other Proverb of Corinthian 


Brafs, or rather Wath, of which the other is an eafy 
Corruption.

Name, and to the common Cuftom of hanging out 
Names on a Sign, by which we are fometimes not only 
informed where Mr. 4.

This Partiality arifes from one or both of thefe 
amiable Originals, wiz.

If this had been publifh’d by any other Bookeller 
but Mr. G /, we fhould have believed that it was 
intended to impofe the Year Nine on the World as a 
Work of Mr. Pope’s, who is I think avowedly the 
Author of the Year Eight ; but the faid Mr. C—/ is 
too well known to have any fuch Attempt fufpeéted, 
both from the Nicety of his Confcience and his Judg- 
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ment, which could not fuffer him to hope that he 
fhould be able to exhibit the Pop of a Piffo/ for the 
Fire of a Canon. 

I have been often defired by my Bookfeller to give 
a Name (as he calls it) to this Paper: For which Pur- 
pofe, he hath drawn up feveral Advertifements..

Ps H ERE can be nothing fo difcouraging 

IES from the Purfuit of Reputation as a Re- 

<3) flection, which we too often fee Occafi- 

42 on to make, that it isthe Prize of the 

Undeferving. Men are apt, and with 

fomefeeming Juftice,to defpifea Reward 

which they obferve to be promitcuoufly beftowed on 

Vice and Virtue, Wifdom and Folly. Reputation, 

which, were fhe always conftant to Merit, would en- 

gage all Mankind to be Rivals for obtaining her, be- 

comes a common Harlot; and by being often poticifed 

by thofe who do not deferve her, is the Contempt of 
thofe that do. 

Shak/peare fays in his Othello, That Reputation is an 

idle and moft falfe Inprfition, oft ¢ got without Merit, and 
deft witha: it de ferving. 

Haman Lile every where abounds with Inftances of 
the Jufinefs of this Obfervation; nothing is commoner 
than to hear Men applauded and extolled for Virtues 
and Perfe-tions, which they are fometimes utterly de- 
“7 of. 

at tho? Men have been fometimes known to purchafe 
falfe Praife at the Expence of their ‘ireafure£ and 
have, for particular Reafons, found Methods to beftow 
it as unworthily on their Creatures, yet are we more 
rarely bribed than ceccived into our wrong Applaufes. 


Tho’ 
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Tho’ Virtue and Wifdom be in Reality the Oppo- 
fites to Folly and Vice, they are not fo in Appearance. 
Indeed, it requires a nicer Eye to diftinguifh them, 
than is commonly believed. ‘The two latter are conti- 
nually induftrious to difguife themfelves, and wear' the 
Habits of the former. They know their native De- 
formity and endeavour to conceal it; which the World, 
always judging by the Outfide, eafily fuffers them to 
accomplifh. Aétions of the worft Nature have, by 
the Affiftance of falfe Gloffes, been accompanied with 
Honour, and Men have often arrived at the higheft 
Fame by deferving the higheft Infamy ; which, when 
we confider the general Incapacity of Mankind, we 
fhall be fo far from being aftonifh’d at, that we thall 
rather think it Matter of Wonder, that they have 
ever judged right. ‘True Virtue is of a retired and 
quiet Nature, content with herfelf, not at all bufied in 
courting the Acclamations of the Crowd; fhe is plain 
and fober in her Habit, fure of her innate Worth, and 
therefore negleéts to adorn herfelf with thofe gaudy 
Colours, which catch the Eyes of the giddy Multitude. 
Vice, on the contrary, is of a noify and boiftrous Dif- 
pofition, defpifing herfelf, and jealous of the Contempt 
of others, always meditating how fhe may acquire the 
Applaufe of the World, gay and fluttering in her Ap- 
pearance, certain of her own ill Features, and there- 
fore careful by all the Tricks of Art to impofe on and 
engage the Affeétions of her Beholders.——Thus ac- 
complifhed, how can the lacter fail to pleafe, and the 
former to be flighted ! 

It hath been obferved, that a Lover will find it more 
difficult to fucceed in a real than a counterfeit Paffion. 
The true Lover, confcious of his Affe€tion, will neg- 
le&t a thoufand little Methods, which the Counterfeit 
is eternally feeking after to perfuade his Miftrefs of his 
Sincerity. In like Manner, it happens to the Candi- 
dates for Reputation. There is a Confcioufnefs in true 
Merit, which renders a Man carelefs of the Reception 
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it meets with. He difdains to fly to little Arts to in- 
form the World of what it wants only Judgment to 
difcover of itfelf. He is rather ftudious to deferve than 
acquire Praife. Whereas, the Man ofa contrary Cha- 
racter is always forward to acquaint others with his 
Deferts. He is not defirous of Virtue itfelf, but only 
the Reputation of it, therefore is more -folicitous ‘to 
carry Virtue in his Countenance than in his Heart ; 
whence it often comes to pafs, that the worft of M n 
have impofed on the World, and enjoyed the higheft 
Degree of Reputation, while thofe of the greateftWorth 
have been flighted and defpifed. 

Ic is with Virtue and Vice, as with Nature and Art. 
The Works of Nature are in themfelves, infinitely 
fuperior-to all the little Quackery, and impotent Imi- 
tationof Art: But asthe latter ever applies herfelf to 
the Humours and Tempers of Men, as the is ever em- 
ployed in tricking and decking herfelf out, with a View 
of catching the Eyes of her Beholder, we often fee her 
meaneft Performances prefer’d by the Generality of 
Mankind, to the nobleit Produétions of Nature. 

But Reputation is not always the Fruit of Defign;- 

Chance hath in this, as inall other worldly Affairs, a 
very confiderable Dominion, Reputation often courts 
thofe moft who regard her the leaft. Aétions have 
fometimes been attended with Fame, which were un- 
dertaken in Defiance of it. onathan Wyld himfelf 
had for many Years no {mall Share of it in this King- 
dom. 
Reputation is ever the Companion of Succefs ; had 
Tyler or Straw fucceeded in their Attempts, they might 
have probably rivalled the Fame of Martel or Cromwe/. 
Had Alexander been entirely defeated in his firft Battle 
in Afa, he might have been called a Robber only by 
Poiterity. 

Had Solon, Lycurgus, Numa, Mahomet, or any other 
Law-givers been fuccefslefs in their Attempts, they had 
been univerfally contemned as Fools, Madmen, or 
Impoftors, 


Befide 
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Befides all thefe Reafons, there are, as Horace ob- 
obferves in the Motto of this Paper, fo narrow Bounds 
between fome Virtues and Vices, that it is very 
difficult to diftinquifh between them. Covetoufnefs and 
Thrift, Profufenefs and Liberality, Cowardice and Cau- 
tion, Rafhnefs and Bravery, Praife and Adulation have 
been all very often miftaken for one another. To 
which Impofition, not only the Deceit of the Perfon 
himfelf contributes ; every Man, who labours under 
the fame Vice, is, for his own Sake, willing to give it 
the gentleft Appellation in another. The covetous Man 
will call his covetous Brother thrifty, and fo of the 
reft. 

Thefe, I think, are the chief Springs from which 
falfe Praife hath arifen ; and thefe are certainly great 
Difcouragements from. the Purfuit of it, in the Road 
of Virtue. Notwithftanding all which we fhall find, 
to confider the Argument in another Light, fufficient 
Incentives to all our Endeavours after this moft invalua- 
ble Blefling. oe 

Firft, the real Value of the Thing itfelf. Upon 
the Poffeffion of which all Joys, all Happinefs and Com- 
fort depend. Lofs of Reputation, fays. the Cit in the 
Comedy, may tend to lofs of Money, In fhort, we can 
arrive at no one valuable Acquifition in Life without 
if. } 

Secondly, tho’ Reputation may be purchafed with- 
out Merit, yet is that eflentially different from what 
we attain worthily. It is attended with continual Fears 
of lofing it, feldom waits a Manto his Grave, and 
hardly ever outlives him, whereas the Man who really 
deferves this Reward, hugs himfelf fecurely in the 
Poffeffion of jt. This not only fticks to him while he 
lives, but is {carce ever known to forfake his Name. 

A third, and indeed a ,glorious Confideration to the 
virtuous Man, is that he may rejoyce even in the never 
attaining that which he fo well deferves, fince it fur- 
nifhes him with anoble Argument for the Certainty of 

a 
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a future State, As it is inconfiftent with the Juftice of 
a fupremely wife and good Being, to fuffer his honeft 
and worthy Endeavours to go unrewarded, can the 
Heart of Man be warmed witha more exitatic I magi- 
nation, than that the moft excellent Attribute of the 
great Creator of the Univerfe is concerned in reward- 
ing him? Such a Confideration as this may well make 
him defpife the falfe, fhort-liv’d Honours, he fees un- 
juftly beitowed on others, and keep him conftant and 
fteady in the Ways of Virtue, at the fame Time that 
he thoroughly defpifes all the Rewards within the 
‘Power of Man. . L

14 HE wifeft Legiflators feem to have ima- 
eect gined that Mankind in general fet no 
en T |e greater Value on any human Reward than 
De. 1 <2 on Reputation, nor fear any Punifhment 
QA Se} equal with Infamy: For which Reafon, 
as Honours have been conftituted for the 
Rewards of the nobleft A€tions, fo Infamy hath been 
added as the laft and greateft Increafe of Punifhment 
which can be inflited on Villany. 

In my laft Paper, I confidered the unjuft beitowing 
of Praife as a Perverfion of this Reward, and a Means 
which might remove this Incentive to Virtue. I fhall 
therefore, i my prefent, animadvert on thofe Methods 

which 
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which may work the like Effeé on Infamy, and tend 
as vifibly to withdraw from us all Horror of that 
Word, as the former do to leffen our Value for Repu- 
tation. I mean Slander or Calumny, : 

The Reader may, perhaps, be furprized at feeing 
this reprefented in fo new a Light, nor would I infinu- 
ate that Slanders are often (if ever) fpread with this 
View, which have indeed generally no other than the 
immediate Satisfaction of private Malice or Revenge: 
But that the Confequence I have mention’d may be 
hereby produced, will be eafily granted on Reflection ; 
nay, nothing is commoner than for good Men, who 
have been oppreft in this Manner, to comfort them- 
felves, that they only fhare a Fate to which Virtue is 
the moft liable. In which Opinion, the Moral Writers 
have endeavoured to fupport them. 

Plato recommends a Law for the Punifhment of this 
Vice, and the Romans had very fevere ones for that 
Purpofe; ‘ Which ftood them (fays Machiavil) in 
* good Stead, and which the Firentines have confide- 
rably fuffered by neglecting.’ The fame Author, in 
another Place, comparing Calumny with Accufation, 
goes on, ‘ Men are legally accufed no where but be- 
* fore the Magiftrate or the People, but they are ca- 
‘ Jumniated every where, within Doors and without, 
* in th? Streets and in the Market-Place. 

‘Lhe Laws of England are little fevere againft Slan- 
der, unlefs it be againit the Great: For as to that Ac- 
tion which may be brought for Words, as it is founded 
on the Suppofal of a Trefpafs, or real Injury commit- 
ted, fo Juries have fo little Confideration of any other 
Tojury befides what is done to the Pocket ; that fince 
the Statue of 21 ames I. Chap. 16. which limits 
Cofts, it is rarely worth any Man’s While to bring an 
Aion for Words, unlefs he can prove {pecial Damages. 
Befides, there are feveral Words which cruelly injure a 
Character for which the Law gives no Remedy. 


Slander 
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Slander arifes from feveral evil Paflions or Difpofi- 
tions in the Mind. The chief of which are, Firit, 
Revenge ; and which it is a Manner of exerting as 
inconfiftent with Honour as. Chriftianity : For as the 
latter teaches us to forgive an Enemy, fo the former 
reflrains us to an open and generous Manner of punifh- 
ing him ; whereas, Slander may be properly compared 
to a poifoned Weapon, or a Stab in the Back, and is 
indeed never ufed but by fuch bafe Perfons as would 
ufe thete alfo. Dr. South expreffes himfelf warmly, 
but not improperly on the Subject. ‘ It is, fays he, 
* that killing poifonous Arrow drawn out of the De- 

vil’s Quiver, which is always flying about, and do- 

ing Execution in the Dark, againft which no Virtue 

is a Defence, no Innocence a Security, It isa Wea- 
pon forged in Hell, and invented by that prime Ar- 
tificer and Engineer the Devil; and none but that 
great God who knows all Things and can do all 

Things can protect the beft of Men againft it.’ 

A fecond Spring, from whence this Vice flows, is 
Malice. A Paffion which the Greeks and Latins feem 
to have an adequate Idea of, by affigning it a Name 
immediately derived from thofe Words which fignify 
Evil, intimating that this Difpofition, as the principal 
Species thereof, is the moft worthy to borrow the Name 
of the Genius itfelf. Nay, one of the Piatonifts ex- 
prefly affirms, That it is the Token of the very worft of 
Men, and of a Mind thoroughly polluted with all Manner 
of Vice. Andas Malice is the bafeft of all Paflions, fo 
Slander is the meaneft of, all the Manners in which it 
difplays itfelf. But, as it would be abfurd to reprefent 
the Bafenefs of an Aétion, with a View of diffuadin 
fuch corrupted Minds, from its Purfuit; I fhall there- 
fore addrefs myfelf only to thofe who, from lefs crimi- 
nal Principles, affift thefe Perfons in fpreading their Ca- 
lumnies, and, being moved perhaps by a little Envy or 
Spleen, or Wantonefs, content themfelves that they 
were not the original Authors of the Slander, which 
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they ufe their utmoft Diligence in promoting. T° 
fuch, as they are not totally abandon’d, tho’ very fat 
from being innocent, it may not be-improper to re- 
prefent this Vice in its natural, odious Colours, and of 


which the oy is guilty, tho’ not in fo deteftable 
a Degree as the firft Inventor. | 


As this Vice, exeept from the Malignity of our Na- 
tures, allures us with no Temptation, fo it is foftea- 
ed by no Excufe. Other Robbers, while they. do lefs 
Mifchief, if they cannot plead Neceflity, may at leaft 
alledge the Defire of Profit, or of Pleafure, in their 
Favour ; whereas, this pitiful Thief, who fteals away 
our Reputation, can fay nothing in his Defence ; his 
Motive, which is a Delight in Miichief, is even more 
odious than the A€&t he commits ; and while he doth 
the moft fenfible and barbarous Injury to another, he 
is fo far from acquiring any Benefit by it, that he cf n 
endangers his own Reputation in endeavouring to take 
away his Neighbour’s. This is finely exprefied in the 
following Lines of Shaks/peare, which at the fame 
Time affert the ineftimable Value of the poflefling, 


and confequently the Injury of being deprived of a good 
Character. 


Gcod Name in Man or Woman, dear my Lord, 

Is the immediate F ewel of their Souls. [thing ; 
Who fteals my Purfe, feals Trafo, ’tis fomething, no- 
’Tavas mine; tis his; and hath feen flave to Thousands. 
But he that filches from me my good Name, 

Robs me of that which not enriches him, 

And makes me poor indeed. 


Let him who finds a Libel {ays a great Lawyer) im- 
mediately burn it. My Advice to him who hears a 
{candalous Story is to fupprefs it, at leaft ’till he is cer- 
tain of its Truth ;-and even, then he would do well 
to weigh the Guilt of it with Candour, and to examine 
whether any good Confequences to others will attend 
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the Difcovery. A fcandalous Story fhould be heard with 
Reluctance, believed with Difficulty, and publithed 
with Deliberation : For in this particular, that of Ho- 
race is moft true, Ne/cit vox miffa reverti. When we 
have once fet forth the Calumny, we can recall it no 
more, nor can we ever make any Amends to the inju- 
red Party if we are miftaken; the Tongue of the Slan- 
derer being like the Sword of the Murderer, and the 
Lofs of Reputation almoft as irretrievable as that of 
Life. 
So far from haftily publifhing a Slander, a Chriftian 
ought not haftily to believe it. We are well advifed 
to take care in judging him with whom ve have nothin 
to do; for that we judge one Way, and God and 
Truth another ; how then fhall we appear before that 
dreadful Tribunal, where it will not be exough to fay that 
1 thought this or I heard that, and where no Man’s Mi- 
lake will — an unjuft Surmife, and much lefs 
uflify a falfe Cenfure ? 
as fhe ih Scandal be of fo flagitious a 
Kind, how much more heinous mufi be that which is 
thrown on a whole Body of Men, efpecially that Body, 
which as it ought to be the moft fecure from, is the 
moft expofed to Scandal? And this is a Vice into which 
we could not fallif we confidered firft, that they are Em- 
baffadors from above, and that an Affront to them is an 
s\ffront to their Principal. Secondly,’That it is very un- 
likely, if not incredible, that a Body gifted with a dou- 
ble Portion of the Divine Spirit, fhould be more frail 
than others,who pretend to no fuch Infpiration. Thirdly, 
If we confidered what a Prejudice we, by thefe Means, 
give to Religion in the Minds of the Vulgar, who never 
regard Precept when it is oppofed by Example. Let 
us therefore take Care how we reprefent thefe as a 
Body of Men induftrioufly feparating themfelves and 
their Interefts from the Laity,. ambitious of Power, 
and covetous of Wealth ; {paring no Means, and refu- 
fing no Conditions to come at either; who have no- 
thing 
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thing of a Scholar, but the Pedantry ; of a Gentle. 
man, but the Pride ; and of a Chriftian, but the Pre- 
tence: Who are ever flow to commend or reward, but 
have as great an Alacrity in Cenfure or Punifhment, 
and who are fo little the Followers of their Blefizd 
Matter, that as he bore the Contempt of all, and def- 
pifed none; fo thefe, while they are the moft impa- 
tient of it themfelves, are of all Men the proneft to 
the Contempt of others. Laftly, whofe Care of our 
Souls appears only in this candid Interpretation of their 
A&tions ; that, to recommend us to apply our Thoughts 
to another World, they attempt, by impoverifhing and 
enflaving us, to make this’not worth our Care. 

Such Suggeftions as thefe have been too induftrioufly 
{fpread, but to what Purpofe ? if they were true, the 
would be greatly to be lamented ; but if falfe (as ua- 
doubtedly they are) what can the Inventors and Spread-- 
ers of them expect lefs than that Punifhment which is 
allotted to the Devik the Father of Lies, and his 
Children? L

One afferts that Government bein 
made for the Sake of Fools, a Politic People fhoul 
employ no other in their Adminiftration. My Lord 
Shaftefbury * is cited, where that noble Author fays, 
It was formerly the Wifdom of wife Governments to let 
Men be Fools as much as they pleafed. And the Ex- 
ample of one Crates + is produced ; who left his 
his Money inthe Hands of a Banker with this Condi- 
tion. That if his Children were Fools, he fbould then 
give it them ; if witty, he foould then diftribute it a- 
mongft the greateft Fools of the People. Iam farther 
reminded that Era/mus writ in the Praife of Folly, and 
that no one, but myfelf, had ever been Fool enough to 
write againft it.

There are fome in a threatening Strain, particularly 
from one Mr. Ca-fa, who often repeats that there are 
very good Laws againft falfe Imprifonment ; and my 
former Correfpondent, Mr. Forage, advifes me not to 
all him a Fool ; and concludes, with afking me, if he 
fhould be fo, what I muft think of the whole Nation ? 
Iam alfo complimented by a Patriot, with having 
contrived a Method of accomplifhing what the whole 
Body of Pariots have fo long endeavoured in vain ; and 
at the fame Time am thanked, by one Phih-Forage, 
for providing a proper Recefs for the Men only. 

Befide all thefe, great Intereft is made for Offices 
in the Hofpital, particularly for that of Phyfician. In- 
aleed, by the vaft Number of Candidates, it feems they 
think very little Bufinefs will be left for the Faculty 
without Doors.

S IR, 


OUR Proje& of providing for Fools inan Hof- 

fi «sitll is laughed at by grave Men, as very wild 
and ridiculous. For who can hear of fhutting up fe 
wait a Number of your People ? Or, who fhall be ap- 
pointed to keep them up againft their Will? And to 
‘what Purpofe, fince I do not find you propofe any Cure 
for their Folly ? Befide, is it imagined that Perfons are 
of 
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of no Uf without any Underftandine ? Sureles 
ere, the’ im an inferior Degree, capable of body Le 
boor as well xs the four-footed Part of the Creation, 

fi ‘i he Source of all the Evil which is done by thefe 
sort of Pee t., and perhaps of the greateft Mifchiefs 
aitencing Society, is that Miftake which is fometimes 
made of wife Men for Fools, or (what more frequently 
happens) of’ Fools for wife Men ; and this may be pre- 
vented in a much eafier and clearer Way ; namely, by 
fetting fome outward Badge or Mark on Folly, | by 
which we may be cautioned not to truft our own Af- 
fairs, or thofe of the Public in improper Hands. _ 

The late Czar of Mufcovy, who is known to have 
greatly laboured in civilizing a Set of human Animals, 
very little fuperior to the Brutes, feems to have hit 
on this Diftinétion ; the Author of his Memoirs hath 
inferted the following Obfervation. ‘ The Czar’s 
* Fools are of a different Kind from thofe whom we 
* find in other Courts, who are commonly Perfons of 
* no Confequence :Whereas, the Czar hath feveral Per- 
* fons of Dittin€tions among them, whom his Majefty 
* hath condemned for fome Crime ¢o be Fools their whole 
* Lives, degrading them thus from Humanity whofe 
* Portion is Reafon. By this new Kind of Punifh- 
* ment, very fenfibly felt by Men of Spirit, he kept his 
* Nobles in great Awe. 

There is perhaps fomething very ridiculous in con- 
demning a Man to be a Fool, and ] am aware that one 
of the Objections which I have made to the Hofpital 
will be retorted on me ; and I fhall be afked where [ 
intend to find Perfons to execute fuch Judgment, and 
oblige fo many to put on the Badge. 

To obviate which, | propofe, that, inftead of con- 
‘demning Men, they may be prefered to be Fools. That, 
they may be allured to put on the Badge, as Children 
are by a Sugar-Plumb to take a Potion. In order to 
which, I would have the Badge itfelf mace of a very 


glittering ;Tinfel, with an honorary Motto, as, In 
| LauDEM 
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Laupem StuLTitia, or, SruLtoRuM GLORIA, 
or, StuLTITIA PosstpEBIMus Astra, or, fomething 
of that Kind. That it fhould be faid to be beftowed 
on them for their Merit, not infli€&ted on them as a 
Punifhment : For if there was a long Catalogue of 
‘Titles or Honours fixed to it, while the Word StuL- 
Tirta or Fouty is vifible, there is no Danger of im~- 
ofing on any Man of Senfe ; nor will it be of the 
Teat ill Confequence to thofe, nor caufe any Miltake 
or Confufion among them, that the Perfon, who is fo 
adorned, hath been eagerly folicitous of the ridiculous 
Ornament, that it is called an Honour, and given him 
as a Reward: For let him ftrut never fo proudly in 
his Tinfe!-Glory, the Badge to every Man of Senfe will 
difcover the Folly of the Wearer. 
Solomon, who is the firft Champion who had ever the 
Boldnefs to enter the Lift with Fools, is by fome 
thought to have meant nothing more than this Badge 
by that Rod which he recommends for their Back ; in 
Defence of which Opinion, they alledge that it is un- 
likely fo wifea Man fhould ordain any Punifhment 
for thofe who are unfortunate rather than guilty ; but 
others, who have lefs Tendernefs for Perfons of this 
Denomination, affert that Solomon by the Word Fool, 
means every where a wicked Man or a Rogue; nay, 
they infift that the Words Rogue and Fool are conver- 
tible Terms ; and they argue thus : What can be great- 
er Symptom of Folly than for a Man to attempt any 
Thing by Means which direétly tend to deftroy his 
Aim ; now, as Ambition, which is nothing more than 
a Detire of Fame or Efteem in the Minds-‘of Men, is 
the chief Motive to all great Villany (‘or Avarice ith lf 
hath Ambition in View) and as Villany is the certain 
Road to Infamy, how does a great Rogue differ from 
the Folly of a Child who is induftrious to deftroy its 
own Piay-thing ? And can any one deny but that the 
Greatest Kocue is the Grearesr Foor in the 
Kingdom ? A ‘Treth which, however range it may 
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be to our Ears, I hope will thortly be acknowledged 
by all amo ng us who have no Badge on. 


Thofe who have travelled in the Welt of England, 
know that there are certain extraordinary Edifices, 
which though they do indeed difcover the excellent | 
Tafte of the Archite&ts, are by the ignorant Vulgar 
diftinguifhed by the Name of Mr. Such a-one’s Folly ; | 
in like Manner, when we fee a ftately Houfe, or fine: 
Pictures, ora fplendid Equipage, which we know to 
have been the Purchafe of any bafe and fcandalous 
Meafures, and for which the Owner hath either fold 
his. Confcience or his Country, inftead of gratifying 
him with our Admiration, Jet us only cry with Con- 
tempt, that is Mr. Such-a-one’s Fol. Thus the 
Wages of Iniquity, if not Death, would at kaft be 
Shame. 

This will be eafily brought about when we have 
once eftablifhed the Badge, but as that may take fome 
Time, fo that the Fools may perhaps carry on their 
Affairs in. Triumph a Year or two longer: I recom- 
mend it to you, Mr. Champion, in the mean Time 
to find out fome figurative Badge (a Province in which 
you are pretty eminent) to diftinguifh them by ; at 
leaft, thofe of moft Confequence, and who are moft 
capable of doing Mifchief. Believe me, you will in 
this, do a very great and very feafonable Service to 
your Country; (in which all, who are not Candi- 
dates for the Badge muft approve and encourage your 
Labours) for I will tell a great Rogue this, however he 
may affect a Contempt for Men of Wit and Parts, 
there is nothing fo repugnant to his Roguery, or fo

So that, inftead of fecuring the 
St. Fago Carracca-Ship, which fhe had under her 
Convoy, in Cafe of an Attack from the Enemy, ’tis 
a dubious Point whether fhe would have been able to 
have defended herfelf. 

One Capt. Bayard, in a Privateer from New-York, 
has taken two Spani/h Veflels at St. Fago, one of the 
Cape de Verd Mflands having firft frighted away a French 
Eaft-ivdia Ship, who had unwarrantably taken them 
under her Protection, by giving out a falfe alarm that 
an Englijfo Man of War was in Sight: They have 
fince been condemn'd at Antigua, and are valued at 
5000 /. Bg 

An Engli Privateer of thirty-five Hands, it is faid, 
has taken and carry’dinto Providence {o rich a Prize, 
that every private Man had 5000 Pieces of Eight to 
his Share. 

One Capt. Thomas Petty, has likewife taken feveral 
Spanifo Veflels, and, as*tis rumour'd, one Freach - 
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which has neverthelefs been condemn’d, no doubt for 
weighty Reafons, at CharleseTown, in Cavolina. 

Another Prize has fall’n to tie Lot of the Durfly 
,Man of War, feemingly fitted out for a Privateer, 
as having nothing but military Stores on Board ; 
but, as the Crew are part French, and were furnifh’d 
with a French Pa/s, they pretend to difpute the Le- 
gality of the Capture.

_ Cookery, from whence thofe who are 
great Adepts in the Art, borrow alfo feveral o- 
thers ; fuch as putting the Perfon to be roafted on 
z Spit, turning him round till he is done enough,

But though this, as I have faid before, is thought 
a very delicate Entertainment by fome People of good 
Tafte, yet, as it is attended with great Pain and 
Torment, to the poor Wretch who is thus roaited 
alive, 
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alive, I have always thought it too barbarous a Sa- 
crifice to Luxury. Nor have I ever more willing- 
ly given into it, than into thofe Cruelties which are 
executed on particular Animals, in order to heighten 
their Flavour ; I am an utter Enemy to all roatt- 
ing alive, from this which is performed on one of 
our own Species, to that which is prattifed on a 
Lobfter. 

It hath been thought, that this Cuftom of Man- 
Roafting was originally introduc’d among us from fome 
Nation of Cannibals: It is indeed more than probable 
that our favage Anceftors us’d to eat the Fleth of their 
Enemies roafied in this Manner ; tho’ this latter Cuftom 
hath been fo long left off, that we find no Traces there- 
of in our Annals, 

A learned Antiquarian of my Acquaintance, does 
not carry the Original of this Cuftom fo high: He 
derives it only from the roafting of Heretics, in ufe 
among the Roman Church, and fancies it an unextir- 
pated Remain of that barbarous Execution, He 
brings, as a Strengthener of this his Opinion, the 
Choice which we make of an odd Creature, or, in 
his own Words, a Heretic to the common Forms of 
Behaviour to perform it on. He is a great Ene- 
my to this Praétice, being, as he thinks, more con- 
fittent with the Principles of Jefuitifm, than true Chri- 
flianity. 

But, for my Part, I imagine this Term of roait- 
ing to have been given to this Diverfion, from the 
Torments which the Perfon {pitted is mgs to 
endure in his Mind, even equal to thofe Bodily 
Pains which he would undergo, was he to be roafted 
alive. 

Now the Pleafure which we take in fuch Amufe- 
ments as this, mutt arife either from a great Depravity 
of Nature, which delights in the Miferies and Misfor- 


tunes of Mankind, or froma Pride which we ove - 
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Comparing the Blemifhes of others with our own Per- 
feétions. 

As for the firft, my Lord Shaftsbury fays, * There is 
* an Affeétion nearly related to Inhumanity, which is 
a gay and frolicfome Delight in what is injutious to 
others, a Sort of wanton Mifchievoufnefs and Plea- 
fure in what is dettruCtive, a Paffion, which, in{tead 
of being reftrain’d, is encourag’d in Children, fo that 
it is indeed no Wonder if the Effeéts of it are very 
unfortunately felt in the World: For it will be hard, 
perhaps, for any one to give a Reafon, why that 
‘Temper, which was us’d to delight in Diforder, and 
Ravage when in a Nurfery, fhould not afterwards find 
Delight in other Difturbances, and be the Occafion 
of equal Mifchiefs in Families among Friends and in 
the Public.” Iadvife all Parents to whip this Spirit 
out of their Children, the doing which may be truly 
call’d, a wholefome Severity. 

And, furely, if we thoroughly fearch’d the Bottom of 
our own Minds, few of us would have frequent Caufe 
of Triumph in thefe Comparifons. Perhaps, indeed, 
we.are without that particular Blemifh which we ridi- 
cule in another ; but at the fame Time, let us carefull 
confider whether we have not as great Imperfections of 
another Kind. I have often obferv’d in Life, the Per- 
fon roafted to be infinitely fuperior to thofe who (to 
ufe a Word of their own) have enjoy’d him. To fay 
the Truth, the leaft Oddity in Behaviour, the moft in- 
offenfive Peculiarity often expofes a Man of Senfe and 
Virtue, to the Ridicule of thofe who are in ever 
Degree his Inferiors. Thefe feem to lay in wait. 
for, and catch at every Opportunity to pull down 
a Man, whom Nature hath placed fo far above 
them. 

But, though the Generality of Roafters be of this 
Kind, and the Buffoons they ufe fuch as may be ver 
aptly call'd Turnfpits, the loweft and moft defpicable of 
their Kind, yet I have known fome of Senfe and Good-

nature too forwardly give in to-this Diverfion. Men. 
who would by no Means have confented-to do any a 


ther Injury, reputing this innocent and harmlefs. Thefe, | 


did they confider the Nature and Confequence of their 


purfuing this Amufement, would, I believe, foon con- 
cdemn it. 


If a Man be wholly. infenfible of his being the Jeft : 


and Scorn of the Company, if he be fo unaffected with 


it, as to be quite eafy and contented, and fatisfied with | 
himfelf this while, fuch a Perfon can be little more. 


than a: direét Ideot, and is a melancholly, nota plea- 
fant Spectacle: For my Part, I have always fhunn’d 


the Sight of a Monfter, an Abortion or Imperfeétion 


in Nature. I ¢onfider myfelf asa Son of this great 
and general Mother, I feel a Kind of filial Pity, andcan 
by no Means be delighted with any of her monftrous 
Births. And furely a human Creature without Un- 
derftanding, is a more horrible Objeé&t than one born 
without Arms, Legs, or any other of its Members. 
Such a one is the Object of Pity, not of Scoff and Mere 
ziment; nor fhould I entertain a good Opinion of him, 
who could go to Bedlam, and divert himfelf with the 
dreadful Frenzies, and monftrous Abfurdities, of the 
Wretches there. 

But, if we conceive the Subject of our Ridicule to 
be.of a more fenfible Compofition, that he fees in him- 
felf the Deformity, or perhaps, incurable Oddity which 
renders him the Object of Contempt ; it will be diff- 
cult to illuftrate his Mifery by any lively Comparifon. 
Contempt is, I believe, of all Things the moft uneafi- 
ly to be endur’d by the Generality of Men. It gnaws 
and preys on our very Vitals, and by how much lefs the 
Perfon fo affeéted difcovers it, by fo much he often 
feels it the more acutely. I have feen a Man in the 
higheit Agony, and even ina cold Sweat, from being 
difplay’d by fome ridiculous: Buffoon, who hath at the 
fame Time, as_they call it, play’d him off with fuch 
Nicety, that it'was impoffible for the other to take hold 
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of any Thing for which he might call him to an Ac- 
count. Jamalways apt, at fuch Times, to pity the 
Perfon whois thus tearn’d into Ridicule, and feldom or 
never jointhe Laugh againt him. Nay, it is not un- 
ufual with me, to attack the Turnfpit himéelf, in which 
I have been often fo fuccesful, that I have turn’d the 
whole Curfth®of Tuaughter that Way. I cannot :but 
obferve, with great Pleafire, the double Delight of the 
Company on thefe Occafions: For nothing ever roafts 
fo kindly asa ‘Turnfpit. 

Some Perfons have fallen into this Way, in order to 
eftablifh a Reputation of Wit, though with great Ab- 
furdity : For nothing is fo furea Sign of wanting it, as 
flying to thee mean Refources to appear to have it. 
A Roafter gives mye aslowan Idea of his Wit, as a Bully 
does of his Courage. Thefe beautiful Qualities, where 
they are, willalways appear. They are the Fool and 
the Coward, who are continually fearching out weak «» 
Objeéts on whom. to difplay their mock Talents with 
Safety. And it is generally in the dulleft Company 
that this moft abounds. 

If weconfider this Diverfion in the.worft Light, it 
will appear to be mo other thana Delight in feeing the 
Miferies, Misfortunes, and Frailties of Mankind dif- 
play’d; anda Pleafureand Joy conceiv’d in their Suf- 
ferings theream. A Pleafure, perhaps, as inhuman, and 
which mut arife from a Nature as thoroughly corrupt 
and diabolical, as can poffibly pollute the Mind of | 
Man. 
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
